She advised that the original date set forth the 
"Tribusal" was November, 1966, but it is now scheduled for 
February, 1967. It is such a long way off, SNCC has not 


formulated any plans, and does not know at this time who might 


be selected to represent SNCC at the "Tribunal." 


SUTHERLAND stated that CARMICHAEL would definitely 
not be the SNCC representative to the "Tribunal" as it is 
expected to last about three months, and CARMICHAEL is too 
busy and would be unable to leave his work here with SNCC. 
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9. STATEMENT BY SNCC REGARDING THE 
AMERICAN POSITION IN VIET NAM 


On March 28, 1966 NR... a letter of 
the ECLC dated March 17, 1966, which was signed by_ CLARK 


FOREMAN. This letter states that it is hoped the enclosed 
ssue of 


"Rights" dealing with the various "issues raised 
by the draft will promote discussion."  Enclosed with the 
letter was the January, February, March, 1966 issue of 
"Rights," a publication of the ECLC. Appearing on page 16 
of "Rights" is the following statement: . 


"STUDENT NON-VIOLENT COORDINATING 
COMMITTEE POSITION 


"We are in sympathy with and support the men 
in this country who are unwilling to respond to the 
military draft which would compel them to contribute 
their lives to U. S. aggression in the name of the 
'freedom' we find so false in this country. We 


recoil with horror at the inconsistency of this supposedly 
free society where responsibility to freedom is equated 


with responsibility to lend oneself to military / 
aggression. We take note of the fact that 16 per/ 
cent of the draftees from this country are Negro, 
called on to stifle the liberation of Vietnam, to 
preserve a 'democracy' which does not exist for 
them at home. 


: "We ask: Where is the draft for the freedom 
fight in the United States? + : 


"We therefore encourage those Americans who 
prefer to use their energy in building democratic 
forms within the country. We believe that work in 
the civil rights movement and other human relations 
organizations is a valid alternative to the draft. 
We urge all Americans to seek this alternative, 
knowing full well that it may cost them their 
lives, 88 painfully as in Vietnam." 
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On July 1, 1966 MD ‹‹--..››‹ a copy of a 
atatement issued by SNCC on 6 Viet Nam War. pertinent 
portions of this statement are set forth below:

Our work, particularly in the 
South, has taught us that the United States government 
has never guaranteed the freedom of oppressed citizens, 
and is not yet truly determined to end the rule of 
terror and oppression within its own borders. 


"We know that for the most part, elections in 
this country, in the North as well as the South, are 
not free. We have seen that the 1965 Voting Rights 
Act and tbe 1964 Civil Rights Act have not yet been 
implemented with full federal power and sincerity. 

"We question, then, the ability and even the 
desire of the United States government to guarantee 
free elections abroad. We maintain that our country's 
cry of 'preserve freedom in the world' is a hypoéritical 
mask behind which it squashes liberation movements 
which are not bound, and refuse to be bound, by the 
expediences of United States cold war policies.

The SCEF is self-described as having deep roots in the 
South where it ከ6888 as the educational wing of the SCHW, organized 
im 1938 to work for economic and political reform. When the SCHW 
disbanded im the late 1940's, SCEF continued as am independent 
organization, rallying support for integration and democracy and 
helping to stimulate and murture new movements of the early 1960 '8 . 
The SCEF maintained headquarters im Louisiana for twenty years, but 


im 1966 moved its headquarters to Louisville, Kentucky. | 


A source advised om March 2, 1961, ‘that CLAUDE LIGSTFOOT, 


. & Communist Party Functiomary, stated at a meeting of the Communis 


Party im Baltimore, Maryland, on February 25, 1961, that the .

Director respectively of the SCEF, were identified by ALBERTA 
ABEARN, 2311 Payne, Louisville, Kentucky, a self-admitted former 
member > of the Communist Party om December 13, 1954, in her 
testimony im Jeffersom County, Kentücky, Court in the prosecution 
of CARL BRADEN under a state sedition statute as members of 
the Communist Party in Ale, Kentucky, from January, 1951,

A third source advised om May 28, 1965, that GEORGE 
MEYERS, & Communist Party functionary, expressed great

A source advised on May 23, 1966, that the original 
YSA was an organization formed during October, 1957, in New York

the guiding forces in the establishment of the national organization. 


The source further advised on May 23, 1966, that the YSA 
is dominated and controlled on a national basis by the SWP through 
having SWP members comprise exclusively the National Executive 
Committee (NEC).

section for the SWP and the main source of new SWP members. 


The headquarters of the YSA are located in Room 535, 
41 Union Square West, New York City.

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. Muhammad claims to have been 
selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called Negro 
race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by establishing 
ap independent black nation in the United States. Members following 
Muhammad's teachings and his interpretation of the 'Koran" believe 
there is no such thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are 
Slaves of the white race, referred to as "white devels," ip the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its exploitation 
of the so-called Negroes, must and will be destroyed in the 0۴ 
"War of Armageddon." 


In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including 
Muhammad, have refused to register under the provisions ‘of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 


allegiance to the United States. 


On May 5, 1958, the first source advised that Muhammad 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal statements 
and instructions to his ministers concerning the principles of 
his organization in order to avoid possible prosecution by the 
United States Government; however, he did not indicate any 
fundamental changes in the teachings of his organization.

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS),as it is 
known today, came into being at a founding convention held at Port 
Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an association of young 
people on the left and has a current program of protesting the draft, 
promoting a campaign for youth to develop a conscientious objector 
Status, deaouncing United States intervention in the war in Vietnam 
and to "radically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. Gus Hall, Gereral Secretary, 
Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a representative of 
United Press International in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 
1965, described the SDS æ a part of the "responsible left" which the 
Party has "going for us." At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, 
an anticommunist proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. 


In the October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication otf SDS, an SDS snokesman stated that there are some 


communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national headquarters 
of this organization as of April 18, 1967, was located in Room 206, 
1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. 
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AFRICAN-AMERICAN HERITAGE 
ASSOCIATION, Formerly known as 
Afro-American Heritage Association 


A source advised on May 11, 1966, that the African 
American Heritage Association (AAHA) with headquarters at 306 
East 43rd Street, Chicago, Illinois, was known as the Afro- 
American Heritage Asscciation until February, 1961. It was 
founded by ISHMAEL FLORY around 1958 and incorporated in the 
State of Illinois as a non-profit organization, It was founded 
ostensibly for the purpose of teaching African history and 
culture to American Negroes, AAHA is strongly influenced ከሃ 
the Communist Party (CP) of Illinois, It is represented by 
both communist and non-communist members, au, some people with 
Strong Negro nationalistic tendencies. This organization 
reflects CP policy 55 some issues and opposes CP policy on 
others; for example, the CP rejects the concept of Afro-American 
as a reference term to thë American Negro and rejects, aspects 
of nationalism, botn c^ which are reflected in the AAHA program. 
FLORY is a member of the CP of Illirois and theoretically under 
the discipline of the CP. He is the guiding force in AAHA and 
controls policy and decisioms in AAHA, 


CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, Chairman, CP of Illincis, is a 
friend of ISEXAEL FLORY. LIGHTFOOQT and other CP representatives 
occasionally are featured at AAHA affairs,

However, a 
dominating figure in SNCC continues to be Stokely 
Carmichael; who has been described as the youngest, most 
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flamboyant, most controversial) and--along with Martin 
Luther King--the most charismatic civil rights leader 
in the country. 

oe en Because-it. has adopted and promotes a revolu- 
tionary black racist and white exclusionary policy, SNCC 
is no longer a civil rights organization in the 
traditional sense. It is now motivated by a revolu- 
tionary, direct-action, antiwhite ideology that places 
no faith in normal democratic procedures. The "Black 
Power" concept promoted by SNCC has come to menn to 
many Negroes the power to riot, burn, loot, and kill. 

There can be no doubt that SNCC's present 

collision course with the established social order 
makes it a potent threat to racial peace. The: repeated 
exhortation of "Black Power" by Carmichael and Brown 
and their many incendiary statements advocating, 
encouraging, and condoning lawlessness and civil dis- 
obedience, which have helped to trigger violence in 5 
the past, can very well incite even greater violence 


in the future. 
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I. ORIGIN, AIMS, AND PURPOSES 
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A. Origin 
.......-The_ Student Nonyiolent Coordinating Committee 


(SNCC--pronounced "Snick") evolved from the lunch- 
counter, sit-down demonstration of four Negro college 
students at Greensboro, North Carolina, in February, 
1960, which quickly spread throughout North Carolina 
and other Southern States, Martin Lutber King's 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) saw 
that an agency to provide communication and coordination 
for these demonstrations would be useful. Accordingly, 
there was a meeting of student leaders in Raleigh, 
North Carolina, in April, 1960. : 

On the 17th of that month, a Temporary 
Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee was formed, 
and an executive committee composed of one person 
from each of the 15 Southern States represented at 
the meeting was set up. The committee decided to 
maintain "friendly relations" with other civil rights 
organizations such as the SCLC, the Congress of Racial 
Equality (CORE), and the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) but to be 
independent organizationally. 
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In May 1960, the executive comm e met 
in Atlanta, Georgia, with Martin Luther King and observers 
፳.. from the National Student Association, the Young Men's 


Christian Association, and the American Friends 


Service Committee. It elected Marion Barry, Jr., 





chairman and decided to open an office in Atlanta and 
to hold another Southwide meeting in October, 1960. 
Throughout the Summer of 1960, the executive 7 


committee of this temporary group reportedly met "once a month, 





in Nashville, Tennessee; in Louisville, Kentucky; and 
in Jackson, Mississippi. But it really accompiished 
little before October, 1960, wher the second conference 
tightened the organizational structure. The Student 
Nonviolent Coordinating Committee was officially 


created at the October conference, made possible by 





funds donated by college students, labor unions, 
civil rights groups, and other interested organizations, 


and attended by over 200 delegates, (1,2,3,) 


B. Aims and Purposes 
SNCC was created to foster the growth of 





civil rights agitation primarily through nonviolent 
direct action--demonstrations, sit-ins, prayers, 
freedom rides, marches--in the Deep South. Its 


founding statement of purpose, adopted at the October,

religious ideal of non-violence as the 
foundation of our purpose, the

"Non-violence; as it grows from the

` By 1965, “many SNCC ነ workers began to question 
the ultimate value of their method of achieving 0 
equality through the right to vote. They felt that, 
even if the Negroes achieved voting strength, their 
power would be nullified, or at least greatly hampered, 
by unrepresentative candidates and by Negroes' lack 
of resources to make their own choices. They also 
evidenced an increasing tendency to توت ی ی‎ wnat they 
called the "white capitalist" system in the United 
States as basically a white supremacist system which 
would have to be changed before true psychological 
integration could be achieved. 

Accordingly, SNCC began to shift its 
orientation from the civil rights field emphasizing 
integration toward one seeking political and economic 
power for the Negro. It also entered the foreign 
policy field by claiming that the war in Vietnam is 
"racist" and characterizing United States Negro soldiers 
fighting there as "black mercenaries."

During the civil rights march through Mississippi 
in June, 1966, Carmichael popularized SNCC's new 
philosophy when he began chanting "Black Power," 
In a lengthy article published in"National Guardian," 


a comnunist-oriented weekly, in October, 1966, 
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Carmichael explained "Black Power" in these terms: 


"Where Negroes lack a majority, black 
power means proper representation 
and sharing of control. It means 

the creation of power bases from 
which black people can work to change 
state-wide or nation-wide patterns 

of oppression through pressure from 
strength--instead of weakness. 
Politically, black power means...the 
coming-tofether of black people to 
elect representatives and to force 
those representatives to speak to 
their needs,,...Müst of the black 
politicians we see around the country 
today are not what SNCC means by 
black power. The power must be that 
of a community, and emanate from 
there," 


Carmichael concluded that "only when the 
Negro community can muster enough political, economic, 
and professional strength to compete on somewhat. equal 
terms, will Negroes believe in the possibility of true 
cooperation and whites accept its necessity." ኣሪ 
| While the foregoing remarks seem to depict 
"Black Power" in the terms of the peaceful use of political 
and economic pressures, Carmichael, speaking for SNCC, 
on the other hand, has made frequent contradictory and 
incendiary statements which give "Black Power" a violent 
connotation. In a speech in Cleveland, Ohio, in August, 1966, 
he unequivocally stated: 

"When you talk of black power, you talk 

of bringing this country to its knees.

SNCC had been 

occupying the property at this address for some time 
on a rent-option-to-buy basis. On February 1, 1966, 


the corporation purchased the property for $65,000. (58) 





The Southern Education and Research Institute 
was chartered on September 7, 1965, and was composed 
of a group of six, with James Forman, the executive 
secretary of SNCC, as president. The stated purpose . 


of the corporation was to be a nonprofit organization 





exclusively for charitable and educational purposes, (59) 
B. National Officers 

It is SNCC's practice to elect new leading 
officers every one or two years. Marion Barry, Jr.,

Originally, Friends of SNCC were organized 
on the basis of student excitement and compassion over 
obtaining civil rights for Negroes in the South.

to 1964, and the shift from the South to the North 
and into the foreign policy field beginning in 1965.

In August, 1961, SNCC decided to set up 
voter-registration and direct-action projects with 
offices and permanently placed staffs in various >~ 
areas of the Black Belt of the South, Robert Moses,* 
& Negro SNCC field organizer who had quit his teaching 
job at a private school in New York, moved into Pike 
County, Mississippi, and opened the first voter- 
registration school for Negroes in the South, The 
school was supplemented with direct-action movements 
including sit-ins, sing-ins, marches, et cetera. In 
*Moses resigned from SNCC in 1965 partly because he 
was said to be afraid that a cult was developing around 


him, He even changed his name from Moses to Parris 
to put an end to the adulation.

In 1962, SNCC moved deeper into Mississippi 





and set up voter-registration projects in "crash 
programs" during the summer months. SNCC workers 
conducted sessions in the techniques of nonviolent 
direct action and ran into not only physical but 


economic opposition, They solicited and received 





for distribution to the needy, food, clothing, and 





other supplies from Northern college students, 
SNCC also began organizing campaigns in other Southern 
States, notably Georgia, Alabama, Virginia, North 


Carolina, Arkansas, and Maryland. 





During 1963, SNCC joined CORE, the SCLC, 
and the NAACP in setting up the Council of Federated 
Organizations (COFO) to carry on a unified, expanded 
voter-registration drive. SNCC dominated COFO. By 
the Fall of 1963, SNCC had initiated or participated 





in 54 local projects in 13 states. (141, 141A) 
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The main single activity of SNCC during 1963 
wes the organization of Selma, Alabama, for voter regis- 
tration, Selma is the seat of Dallas County, a town 
of about 28,000, -Between September 15 and October 2, 
over 300 people were arrested in Selma in connection 
with voter-registration activities.  SNCC decided to 
designate October 7 as "Freedom Day"--the day to bring 
hundreds of Negroes to the county courthouse to register. 
As "Freedom Day" approached, mass meetings were held 
every night and the churcbes were packed, National 
civil rights figures came to address the gatherings. 
Over 300 Negroes assembled to register to vote, (142) 

On a national level, John Lewis, then 
national chairman of SNCC, delivered an aggressive 
speech at the massive civil rights march on Washington, 
D. C., on August 28, 1963, in which he denounced 
President Kennedy's proposed civil rights legislation 
BS inadequate. The original version of his speech 
Was considered so violent as to be a possible incitement 
to riot. At the request of other civil rights leaders, 
he toned it down slightly, saying Kennedy's bill could 
be supported, but only with "great reservations.” He 
promised to “splinter the segregated South into a 
thousand pieces and put them back together again in 


the image of democracy." (143) 
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In 1964, SNCC played the primary role in the 
Mississippi Summer Project--a statewide voter-regis- 


tration campaign among Negroes also aimed at education 


and job-training,—-Workers had been given intensive 


orientation for their tasks in Mississippi during a 
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in Oxford, Ohio. An estimated 900 volunteers, mostly 
Northern college students, assisted in this project. 
SNCC and its supporters endured at least 1,000 arrests, 
35 shooting incidents, eight beatings, and six murders-- 
including the murders of three volunteer helpers, 
Andrew Goodman, James Chaney, and Michael Schwerner 
near Philadelphia, Mississippi. 
It was during this project that the figure 
of Stokely Carmichael emer | 
made SNCC field director of the Second Congressional 
District in the Mississippi Delta. At the end of 
the summer, 200 volunteers remained in Mississippi, 
and the Mississippi Freedom Project began. (144, 145, 146) 
In August, 1964, members of the Mississippi 
Freedom Democratic Party, which was born with SNCC's 
help, went to the Democratic National Convention in 
Atlantic City, New Jersey, where they attempted unsuc- 
place of the regularly selected white delegation 
from Mississippi.

On August 9, the demonstrators marched to the Capitol

SNCC marked one of the first steps in its shift from the 





field of civil rights to that of foreign policy.

In November, SNCC organizers decided to form a separate 
political party in Lowndes County and in six nearby 
counties and run their own candidates. The Party 

adopted as a symbol a charging black panther and became 
known as the Black Panther Party. (155, 156) 

In September, 1965, SNCC issued a 50-page ' 
report which was sharply critical of the United States 
Office of Education's program for cesegregating Southern 
schools. According to the report, the number of Negro 
children in previously white Southern schools remained 
"pitifully low." It particularly criticized the approval 
of "freedom of choice” plans which, SNCC charged, 
encouraged tokenisn, placed a burden on Negro parents 
in hostile situations, and led to intimidation of 
Negroes to stay out of white schools. (157)

In January, 1966, John Lewis, then national 





chairman of SNCC, issued a fiery statement condemning 
United States policy in Vietnam and urging all Ameri- 
cans to use any method they saw fit to avoid being 
drafted. The statement asserted in part: “Vietnamese 


are murdered because the United States is pursuing an 





aggressive: policy in violation of international law,’ 
and "we are in sympathy with, and support, the men in 
this country who are unwilling to respond to a military 
draft which would compel them to contribute their 


lives to United States aggression in Vietnam in the 


name of the 'freedom' we find so false in this 
country," 

When Julian Bond, public relations director 
of SNCC and Fulton County representative-elect to the 


Georgia House of Representatives, publicly agreed with 





this statement, he was denied his seat in the legis- 
lature on the grounds that he had advocated violation 
of the draft law and had given aid and comfort to the 
enemy. In his endorsement, Bond said that he would 





"admire the courage of anyone who burns his draft card," 
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but would not burn his own, This action precipitated 
considerable controversial comment in the press through- 
out the Nation and led to rallies and demonstrations 

in support of Bond, including × march in Atlanta, Georgia, 
led by Martin Luther King, who said that he did not 





endorse the nature of Bond's stand but defended his 
right to disagree with tbe Administration. (158, 159, 160, 161)

2. President's Conference on Civil Rights 
After Stokely Carmichael was elected national 


chairman of SNCC in May, 1966, one of his first acts 


was to release a statement rejecting the invitation 

to the White House Conference on Civil Rights. In this 
statement, SNCC claimed that the conference was abso- 
lutely unnecessary, hypocritical, and propagandistic. 
The SNCC statement placed the problems of the Negro 

=: in the United States strictly on the shoulders of white 
Americans and said the executive department and the 
President were not serious about insuring constitutional 


rights for "black Americans." It said that the Presi- 
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national prestige abroad lost due to United States 
intervention in Vietnam.  SNCC concluded with a call 
to "all black Americans to begin building independent 
/,political,;economic,; and cultural institutions that 
they will control and use as instruments of social 
change in this country." (169, 170) 

SNCC followed this statement early in July 
by denouncing the 1966 
and began a campaign of active lobbying against it. 
A two-page summary of objections to the bill, written 
by Carmichael, Was circulated to more than 300 
House and Senate offices, It declared that "any 
civil rights organization or congressman who works 
for the passage of this bill, and any legislator who 
votes for it, is sharing in the hypocrisy of President 


Johnson and his Administration.” (171, 172)

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On June 6, 1966, James Meredith was wounded 
on the second day of a scheduled walk from the 
Tennessee line to Jackson, Mississippi, to dramatize 
his appeal for increased voter registration among 
Negroes.

4. Chicago Summer Project 
S Chicago was selected by SNCC as the location 


for & pilot project for the implementation of "Black 





Power" during the Summer of 1966. The plan was to with- 
draw the black ghettos from the city's control and 
allow those areas to control their own political, economic, 
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intelligence agency for so-called "instant agitation." 
Accumulated information concerning alleged indignities 
‘committed against Negroes would be furnished immediately 
to ghetto residents. Violence was recommended if 
redress could not be attained peacefully. In conjunc- 
tion with this project, SNCC published a hand-out 
reading "...improve our community...use black power." (176) 

5. Chicago Coordinating Committee for Black Power. 

In the latter part of September, 1966, 
representatives of local Negro nationalist groups 
oriented toward the concept of "Black Power" met in 
Chicago to form a loose amalgamation generally known 
as the Coordinating Committee for Black Power (CCBP). 
This is not a formali organization as such, but is 
basically composed of individuals of like thinking 
in regard to the "Black Power" movement and includes 
such groups as SNCC, CORE, Deacons for Defense and 
Justice (DDJ), and Associated Community Teams (ACT). 
The DDJ advocates arms for the defense of Negroes, 
and ACT too is a militant civil rights group. 
Most prominent among the leadership of the 

CCBP are Lawrence Landry, chairman of ACT; Frederick 


Douglas Andrews, chairman of the West Side Branch of 
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; chairman of Chicago SNCC; 


ACT; Monroe Sharp 
Eugene "Fats" Crawford, self-proclaimed leader of the 
wid Chicago DDJ. 
9 The CCBP was to be in the nature of an 





"action group" which would generally serve to promote 
the SNCC view of "Black Power" and was. to be referred 
to as the "Black Truth Squad." This So-called "truth 
squad" represented an effort to publicize the facts 


to Negro people about happenings in tbe civil rights 





field and in connection with general racial matters, 

It also planned to obtain funds for legal aid and assis- 
tance of militant civil rights workers who might be 
arrested or involved in court actions. 


The organizations involved have not dele- 





ES gated any of their individual authority or funds to 
the CCBP. Meetings in the latter part of 1966 were 
largely devoted to the November, 1966, elections, and 
demonstrations were conducted protesting the lack of 
Suitable candidates. 


On November 18, 1966, the CCBP, under the 





name of Lawndale Youth Alliance, circulated leaflets 
and conducted an orderly picket demonstration before 
the Clark Super Food Mart in Chicago calling for a 


Negro boycott of this store. When the manager of the 





Store readily agreed to their demands--a minimum wage 
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for employees and the utilization of Negro produce 
Suppliers--the demonstrators were completely taken 


aback, unable to supply names of any Negro business 


i firms with-whom he-should-deal. (177) 


6. General Election in Alabama 


confined to the November general election in which 
SNCC attempted to influence Negroes to vote for 
Negroes only and preferably Negroes of SNCC's choice. 
However, in Lowndes County, seven Negro candidates of 
the Lowndes County Freedom Organization--the Black 
Panther Party organized by Carmichael in 1965-- 
running as independents were defeated in the November 
election by white candidates. At the same time, a 
group of all-Negro candidates of the Dallas County 
Independent Free Voters Organization was also defeated. 
Both slates of candidates were vigorously supported 
by SNCC, which viewed the elections as a test run of 
"Black Power" politics. (178, 179, 180) 
7, Miscellaneous Activities 

SNCC has also engaged in demonstrations, 
boycotts, sit-ins, marcues; aad other activities. -፡ 
throughout the country. In Washington, D. C., in 
January, 1966, Marion Barry, then chairman of the 
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local SNCC, sponsored a one-day bus boycott of 
Transit System to protest a rise in fares. During the 
Spring of 1966, representatives of SNCC conducted sit- 
ins at the South African Embassy 1n Washington, D. C., 
and the South African Consulate in New York City to 
protest the practice of apartheid in South Africa. A 
number of the demonstrators were charged with disorderly 
conduct and unlawful intrusion. Among the five arrested 


in New York City were James Forman, Cleveland Sellers, 


In September, 1966, about 300 people, mostly 
of the "beatnik" variety, held a two-hour demonstration 
and rally at Washington Bquare in New York City to | 
protest actions of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities. SNCC was one of the sponsors of the rally. 
One of the speakers characterized the committee's 
activity as a “witch hunt to silence protest voices 
against the United States," (185) 

On December 29, 1966, Joseph Waller, accom- 
panied by about ten members of his local branch of SNCC 
in Bt. Petersburg, Florida, appeared at City Hall, 
entered the building, ripped down a mural depicting 


different forms of musical entertainment by Negroes, 
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and proceeded through the streets with it. . They dis- 

played antiwhite placards and shouted, "We gonna take 


this picture down where all the black folks can see 


jit." The mural was badly damaged in the process. A 


physical altercation occurred between the demonstra- 
tors 893 police officers. Six were arrested and charged 


with grand larceny and other offenses, (186) 


Youth Seminar on Racialism held in Dar es Salaam, 
Tanzania, April 27-30, 1966. William Hall, one of the 
representatives, made a special plea regarding the 
plight of ihe American Negro and was critical of the 
United States policy in South Vietnam. On June 20, 1966, 
Hall was interviewed in Sofis, Bulgaria, and stated 

that he, as a representative of SNCC, was there attending 
the Seventh Congress of the World Federation of 
Democratic Youth (WFDY). The WFDY is an international

l. General Perspectives 
At a national meeting in December, 1966, 


SNCC, in "common struggle with peoples of the Third 
World (Black World)," decided to promote a national 
antidraft program and to call regional and national

main objective for 1967 would be to develop "freedom 
organizations” which would expand from the concept that 
built the Lowndes County Freedom Organization.

A joint communique pledging united struggle

tbe Federacion de Universitaries Pro Independencia

(1) against the draft and the war in Vietnam; (2) for 
better living conditions and against "police brutality" 
in the urban ghettos; and (3) for bringing international 
attention, through the United Nations, to their 
“struggle for independence," (191, 192) 

Bpeaking in San Juan in January, 1967, 
Carmichael stressed SNCC's international approach.

actively in Harlem for Powell's re-election. Carmichael 
intimated that white men were trying to play one black 
man against another in nominating James Meredith to run 
against Powell in the special election in New York 
Scheduled for April 11. Carmichael charged that "the 
issue is bigger, much bigger than Adam Clayton Powell... 
It is a showdown between Whitey and the Man and the Man

5. Spring Mobilization 
Mass demonstrations in New York City and 





San Francisco on April 15, 1967, were expressions of 

a fusing of the civil rights and the antiwar movements. 
The war protest activity was sponsored by the Student 
Mobilization Committee and the Spring Mobilization 


Committee to End the War in Vietnam. Participants 
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in the activities of these committees were members 
of the CPUSA, DCA, PLP, SWP, YSA, CORE, and SNCC.

The article stated violence hit Cincinnati'snd JAMES SHIRK, 
age 15, was listed in poor condition with a bullet wound 
in his back.

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A SHORT MESSAGE TO REVOLUTIONARIES 


For the black revolution to be successful, it is necessary that we 
develop a revolutionary idcology end a revolutionary program. We must unr 
dersiand that our first fight is the fight for survival. Therefore, for every 
act of violence that is directed toward us, we must retaliate two-fold. To 
do this it is necessary that underground groups be formed that can avenge 
the community, not once, twice, but many tirnes. These groups thorefore, 
must out cf necessity be secret, not only from 'the man’, but from the com- 
munity. We raust not forget that there are stili many traitors inside of our 
own communities. 


We must remember that revolutions do not happen over night. The 
Vietnamese have been fighting for more than 25 years and they're still fight- 
ing. Tnerefore, we have te bocin thinking of committing our lives to the 
liberation struggle. Every black person has a role and it is each person's 
responsibility to discover how he can best fulfill that role, be it on the job 
or on tne block. In a revolution there is room for every skill and every tal- 
ent and there is no one without a skill or talent. Dedicate that ability to the 
revolutioa. 


We must begin to strengthen the militant organizations that now 
exist inside the country. These organizations ave prime targets of the Gov- 
erinnont for destruction and it is the responsibility of the black community 
io sce that they are not destroyed. We are able to keep our fine cars tilled 
with gas, yet wc let those organizations that stand in the vanguard get along 
on a tank of pes and most of the time, a drop of sas. We can fill the white 
man's pocket full of money and not ever think about how those who have quit 
their jobs to work full-time for the revolution meke it from day-to-day. 

And when we are asked for money to support these organizations, we Say 
that all they want is our money. But we get mad and want to fight if some- 
one Says that we arc not revolutionary.

elements in our country, composed essentially of the working 
people allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities 
with whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest 
threat to American democracy comes from the racist and right 
wing forces in coalition with tbe most reactionary sections 
of the economic power structure, using the tool of 
anticommumism to divide and destroy the unified struggle of 
the working people." 


Over the Labor Day weekend, 1965, tbe DCA held a 
conference in Chicago, Illinois, and a new slate of officers 
was elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the 
DCA. Since Labor Day, 1965, identities of those serving on 
the NEC have varied; however, according to a third source as 
of May, 1966, thirteen of the fifteen members of the NEC 
were members of the CP in the San Francisco Bay area.

The Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee 
(SNCC), headquartered at 360-362 Nelson Street, S. W., 
Atlanta, Georgia, is a nonmenbership organization, which 
was born out of tie sit-in movement that erupted across 
the South beginning in 1960. 

Today SNCC identifies itself as an organization 
in the revolutionary vanguard, It advocates that to be 
successful it is necessary to develop a revolutionary 
ideology and revolutionary program. 


i According to SNCC the year 1967 maried a 

historic milestone in the struggle for tne liberation 
of black people in the United States and the year that 
xcvolutionaries throughout the world began to understand 
more fully the impact of the black movement. SNCC 
declared that "liberation will come only when there is 
final destruction of this mad octopus--the cavitalistic 
system of the United States with all its life-sucxing 
tentacles of exploitation and racism: that choke the ۱ 
PT of Africa, Asia, and Latin Anerica.

The Evening Sun, a Baltimore daily newspaper 
on February 8, 1965 contained a story under the by-line of 
GEORGE ROGERS, date-lined Annapolis, which reflected that 
State Senator CLARENCE M. MITCHELL, III, a Negro, made an 
emotional speech on the floor of the State Senate, directed 
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against ROBERT B. MOORE of SNCC denouncing him for his 
published statement that the police are the enemy of 

the black community. The article reflects that Senator 
MITCHELL declared "I happen to be a part of that black 
community and I do not see efforts to curb crime as war 

on it. He said that MOORE is no spokesman for Baltimore 
Negroes and said "These voices of irresponsibility preach 
the same kind of hatred and bigotry that we have fought ۱ 
on the other side for so long. Senator MITCHELL further 
declared "There comes a time when people of responsibility 
should answer those of irresponsibility. To remain silent 
is to become party to what those people do." 


The Evening Sun, on February 12, 19585, contained 
the story reflecting that Mrs. JUANITA* JACKSON MITCHELL, 
head of the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP) in Maryland, attacked SNCC members 
as "Merchants of hate and violence." She said that SNCC - 
leaders are spouting "A red Chinese Communist line" with 
their calls for black power.

The s urce. also advised, on the same date, that 
Herman M. Heyn, T509 Bosworth Avenue, Baltimore, Maryland, 
stated at that time that he was solely responsible for 
the organization, and that he, Heyn, had formed the BCEWV 
in order to protect the United States intervention in Vietnam. 


On April 14, 1956, the same source advised that 
the DCEWV is under the domination and control of the :

Literature distributed by thc Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC), headquartered at 360-362 
Neison Street, S.W., Atlanta, Georgia, describes itself 
ns not being a membership organization, but rather an agency 
attempting to stimulate and foster the growth of local pro- 
test movements. SNCC was born out of the sit-in movement 
which erupted acrocs the South beginning on February 1, 1960. 
A conference at Raleigh, North Carolina, that Spring, brought 
ee many of the demonstrating Southern students ina 
loose network of militant youth which was officially named 
SNCC in October, 1960. 


A source has advised that in May, 1966, Stokely 
Carmichael vas elected National Chairman by the Central Con- 
mittee. In May, 1967, Carmichael was replaced as Chairman 
by H. Rap Brown, with Carmichael assuming the position of 
Recruiter and Organizer for the 'Smcc. In August, 1967, at 
tne invitation of Fidel Castro, Carmichael participated in 
the Organization of Latin American Solidarity Conference 
which was held in Havana, Cuba. Subsequent thereto, Carmichael 
traveled to Hanoi and other sections of North Vietnam. He- 
returned to the United States in December, 1967, at which 
time his passport was picked up because of travel to un- 
authorized countries. 


A source advised that when Carmichael was elected 
Chairman of SNCC, the organization embarked on a program of 
eliminating Caucasians from its ranks. With the election of 
H Rap Brown as Chairman in 1967, it embarked on a world- 
wide struggle for human rights ard to take a firm stand 
against violations of these rights by the American Government 
ana to strengthen its programs of opposition to the draft 
and to the United States involvement in Vietnam. 


Literature distributed in February, 1968, identi- 
fies SNCC as an organization in the revolutionary vanguard. 
It advocates that to be successful it is necessary to deve- 
lop a revolutionary ideology and revolutionary program. 


On August 13, 1967, while addressing a group in 
the Watts area of Los Angeles, California, H. Rap Brown said 
"You better shape up America, or we'll burn you down." Later 
in February, 19698, in a publicized note Brown wrote, “America, 
if it takes vy death to organize my people to revolt against 
you and to organize your jails to revolt against you ana to 
organize your children, your God. your poor, your country, 
ang to organize mankind to rejoice in your destruction end 
ruin, thon herets uy life."

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it is 
known tođay, came into being at a founding convention beld at 
Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an association 
of young people on the left and has a current program of protesting 
the draft, promoting a campaign for youth to develop a conscientious 
objector status, denouncing United States intervention in the war 
in Vietnam and to "radically transform" the university community, 
and provide for its complete control by students. Gus Hall, 
General Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when intervieved by ^ 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of the

A pamphlet distributed by the Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC) captioned, "SNCC: Structure 
and Leadership" states in part as follows:

The above article continued stating, "This new 
leadership, headed by young activists like James Foreman and 
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John Lewis of tne SNCC, is now identifying himself with 
the leadership of the emerging new nations of Africa and 
other underdeveloped parts of the world." 


This article also stated, "In September half a 
dozen left-wing activists, including Lewis, Foreman and 
Robert Moses, the on-the-scene leader in Mississippi, went 
to Guinea as guests of President Sekou Toure.  Tne State 
Department knew they were going, but wes completely by-passe 
and got no report despite two long sessions between the Negr 
leaders and President Sekou Toure himself. What worries 
responsible leaders of the civil rights movement is tnat 
SNCC will put into practice the revoiutionary techniques of 
these emerging countries." 


The above article stated further, "Whether and to 
wnet extent these new activists are Communist-infiltrated 
si t wholly known. But it's significant that Moses was a 
speaker last week in New York at the annual dinner of the 
Rational Guardian, a publication widely regarded as tno most 
flamboyant exponent of the Chinese Communist line in tnis 
country." 


The April 4, 1965, issue of "The Washington Pæ t," 
a daily newspaper issued in Wasnington, D. C., contained an 
article by Columnists Rowland Evans end Robert Novak 
captioned, "Inside Report - A Long Lock at SNCC," which stated 
as follows:

"It would be a miracle jt Communists nad not 
attached themselves to SNCC. Instead, SNCC 

፦ leaders make no secret of their refusal to Lar 
Communists, 
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"And because SNCC is the inspiration for 

so many idealistic young collegians, 

this refusal to recognize the danger of 
Communist infiltration is tragic. By pro- 
viding ammunition to the segregationists, 

it poses a long-range threat to the 

civil rights movement itself (as Communists 
almost wrecked U. S. labor a generation ago). 


"EVER SINCE we first wrote of this danger, 
in August, 1963, we have been denounced by 
angry SNCC defenders challenging us to 

cite evidence. We do so now, but with these 
two caveats: 


"First, extreme radicalism in SNCC is by no 
means solely or even principally due to 
Communist influences (for example, black 
racism is rising inside SNCC). Second, 
only an infinitesimal fraction of SNCC 
workers have Communist ties. 


"But an infinitesimal fraction can be quite 
influential. Consider the fact that SNCC'!s 
legal arm, particularly in Mississippi 
voter registration, is virtually the same 
as the National Lawyers Guild, long-time 
follower of the Communist line. It was 
this legal advice that helped propel the 
Mississippi Freedom Party (a subsidiary 

of SNCC) to extremist positions at the 1964 
Democratic Convention. 


"Two Lawyers Guild members active in SNCC 
projects--Morton Stavis and Arthur Kinoy-- 
are illustrative of many. 


"Both have specialized in Communist clients 
(Kinoy participated in the defense of atom 
Spies Julius and Ethel Rosenberg). Both 
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have belonged to Communist fronts (Stavis 
took the Fifth Amendment before Congress 
in regard to Communist Party membership). 
Both have been attorneys for the United 
Electrical, Radio, and Machine Workers 
(the notorious UE expelled from the CIO 
in 1950 because of Communist domination). 


"MOREOVER, there is a clear connection between 
SNCC, the UE, and an ultraleftist publication 
called the National Guardian (which currently 
spews out the Chinese Communist line). 


"Copies of the National Guardian are standard 
equipment at SNCC field offices.  SNCC 
leaders have signed testimonials praising the 
Guardian. The Guardian's general manager is 
Russell Nixon, formerly of the UE. At the 

UE national convention iast September, the 
'potentiality' of allaying ‘labor' and 

civil rights was discussed by Ella J. Baker, 
a prominent SNCC adviser. 


"It was Miss Baker, & veteran leftist, who 
harangued neophyte Mississippi Negro leaders into 
refusing a good compromise at the 1964 Democratic 
Convention. She also helps link SNCC with tne 
Southern Conference Educational Fund (SCEF), 
where She, has intimate ties. SCEF, impregnated 
with pro-Communists, has provided financial and 
personnel assistance to SNCC. 


"MORE OMINOUS are the ties between SNCC and 
Communist youths groups abroad. A SNCC 
representative named Reginald Robinson attended 
the Moscow World Youth Forum last September.

On August 2, 1968, ROBERT WENGE كت‎ and JOHi MICHAEL 
“WALTON were arrested at the residence of JOHNIIE LEEMJACKSON, 
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Box 191, Hayneville, Alabama as fugitives. They were wanted 

for unlawful flight to avoid prosecution for murder. They 

were arrested by Special Agents of the Federal Bureau cf 
Investigation and local and state authorities. The residence 

in which the WALTONS were found was used by STOKELY 

CARMICHAEL when he visited Lowndes County in March, 1965. The 
building has, in the past, been referred to as the 

"Freedom House" and has been used to hold meetings of Black 
Nationalists and SNCC sympathizers. At the time of the arrest ۱ 
of the WALTONS on August 2, 1968, a search, incidental to arrests; 
was made of the premises of the "Freedom House". 


Among the items seized in the above search were the 
folloving: ۰ 

Item number one - 111 3X5 cards, most of which were 
dated in 1966, bearing names and addresses of persons, organizations 
and institutions, with notations as to amounts of money, clothing 
and books sent from various states in the United States and 
Canada. The back of one of the cards is stamped "Student Non- 
Violent Coordinating Committee contributions" and "for de osit 
cniy, Student Non- Violent Coordinating Committee contributions" 


Item number two - Lists of friends of SNCC in various 
areas of the United States, including the Boston, Massachusetts 
area. These lists were typed and undated. 


Item number three - One copy of SNCC staff directory, 
(first draft), undated. 


Item number four - Undated, mimeograph, single sheet 


entitled "SNCC Staff" lists SNCC staff members and their 


addresses. 5 

Item number five - 18 typed, undated pages containing 
twa and three columns of names and addresses and persons throughout 
the United States and, in one case, England, which appears to be 
& mailing list. 


.- The top of these pages contained the typed notation "No 
Friends of SNCC" (the significance of this caption is not known 
but it is unlikely, due to the large number of names and wide 
territorial addresses given, tnat they are not friends of SNCC). 
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m Set forth on the following pages are the names of 
SE individuals in the New England area which were contained in 


the above groups of remes. 
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On September 6, 1968, M 4 that during & 
recent temporary stop-over in Atianta, Georgia of STOKELY 
CARMICHAEL, CARMICHAEL was accompanied by "CHICO" NEBLETT and 
NEBLETT's wife and another unidentified individual. The source 
stated that NEBLETT is no longer associated with SNCC but is 
believed to be associated with the BPP. This source advised that 
to his knowledge, NEBLETT has not been in Atlanta, Georgia on 
behalf of SNCC in the past year or two. However, the surce 
had no proof to substantiate NEBLETT's disassociation with SNCC and 
current affiliation with the BPP.

ል5 most people in SNCC are aware, the Chicago office 
is located in an apartment where steff members and others 
reside. The reason for this being done in ihe first place 
was chiefly for reasons of economy. The condition has always 
been considered temporary,and at present plans are being made 
to move the office within the next month. 
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Several locations are being considered. One plan 
is that a location be found large enough for several offices, 
with ACT, SNCC, CORE, the Deacons and. maybe others joining 
together in one building with meeting space used jointly by 
a.i, that would be known as the Chicago Black Power Movement. 
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JOYCE BROJN, of the Atlanta office, will be joining 
the Chicago SHCC staff and MICHAEL WRIGHT is presently here 
working on a campus program. It is feit that with a new 
location it will be much easier to schedule volunteer workers 
on a regular basis and that the entire image of SNCC in Chicago 
will be improved. 


Plans for a Chicago -Black Power Movement 








Last summer, SCC instigated a week Black Power 
Forun that now meets weekly at the ACT office (for lack of 
space at the 88160 office.) One of the prime purposes of the 
forum was to set up a dialogue out.cf which we hoped 
would come unity of the Black organizations in this town.

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The above mentioned groups feel that with more 
unity, joint actions could be taken on many levels that would 
give all of us much more strength than when we stand alone. 


Fund Raising in Chicago 


Chicago SKCC receives $125.00 per month in regular 
pledges plus some irregulars. In additicn, over the past 
year, ve sold an average of $125.00 per month, posters, 
black power buttons, books, ete. Since our total receipts 
for the past year added up to appróximatoly $4,500.00 that 
means that the rest of the money, or another average of 
$125.00 per month was raised from the ‘emergency appeal! 
technique, by letter or direct phone solicitation. 


Our expenses, since ve have been in operation 
here in Chicago have averaged close to $400.00 per month, 
so that we have been able to keep the books fairly well balanced 
and remain self-supporting. However, now that we plan to 
relocate the office, it is evident that our expenses will go 
up at least a projected $100.00 per month. 


The one area of fund-raising that has not been 
utilized in Chicago is money raised at parties, rallies, raffles, 
dances and the Like, chiefly because we had no one to vork on 
such affairs, on an on-going basis. We do have knowledgable 
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iis 

eee people available to work on committees for such affairs but 
፡ጅ" have no one to co-ordinate the vork and do the publicity. 
i It is ovr plan to seek out and find someone who can handle 
: this job, if necessary we will pay them a salary. 


If at least one fairly large fund raising affair is 
held cach ronth, we feel that we can cover the additional expenses 
of tho office. If these affairs are held in the black community, 
aS planned, this will continue the current shift avay from white 
financial support, and involve many more people in the black 
community than we presently are reaching with leaflets and 
personal contacts.

We intend to open Co-operative produce stores. 
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We intend to see that eventually in the black 
comunity, the produce market from wholesaler to retailer 
vill belong to black people. After we achieve this goal, 
we can begin to work on other areas of economics in the 
community. 


The Role of Chicago SNCC fn Aiding 

And Organizing Other Groups: 95 
Chicago SHCC spends much time aiding and helping 

other organizations in the Chicago area. We do mineographing, 

for the cost of materials used only, design leaflets, plan 

beycotts, and send people to speak متا‎ groups and otherwise 

act as a consultant about all kinds of problems. 


There is a group in Waukegan, Illinois, that is 
very strong. After the riots there last summer, we were 

asked to help then in setting up an orgenization. They have 
patterned themselves after SHCC and use SNCC materials. 

They are a Black Power group. They held a very successful 
Christmas boycott against the downtown stores and are planning 
further economic and political action. This group of young 
militant black men depends on Chicago SNCC for advice. They 
feel that we are their only contact with ‘the ۵ , 


In addition, we regularly help FRANK DITTO's OCCTI, 
the Upepo Ibada School (an independent black school) ACT, 
South Suburban SNCC and others, such as the Protectorights. 


One of the reasons behind this help is that ve feel 
the more groups and people ve help that are interested in 
black power, the more of a buffer zone vill be created by the 
people between SNCC and the power structure. 

When we have more personnel, we intend to spend 
even more time in this arca of work because there have been 
requests for help in other areas, for example in Milwaukee 
that we have been unable to fullfill. 
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Plans Po. the Political Campaign in Chicago 


Last swiamer, several of the community groups in 
the area and SNCC got together and decided to run a local 
grass-roots candidate for Alderman in the February 2 
1967, election. These included, PRE یر رو‎ of 
Kenvood Oakwood ite acs Conference (KACO), Ule DITTO, 
of the Oakland Committee for Community کت‎ Aa (OCC! 
and people from tle Protectorights. They were si upported 
in this by DAVIDÁTNZED (the Republican who ran against DAWSON) 
and his New Breed Committee, who are very strong in the west 
end of the ward, where we have few people. 
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Early this fall, کشا‎ TUNSTALL of the Protectorights 
vas chosen. CARL has lived in this community for 18 years 
and is well known. His was the first black family on the 
block, and he vas one of the original organisers of the 
Protectorights. Just about this time vent to 
jail, where he stayed until the middle of Decoiaber while his 
peorle prepared an appeal, so he was eliminated from any 
participation in planning. Next, KGCO fired vhich 
finished him in the community. They exist 07 on paper 
and have no strength in the north (black) end of the ward. 
KOCO is a white, charch backed group, from the south enc of 
the vard, that tricd to organize in this end basically for 
political reasons. It is evident to us that was 
fired for backing CARL, when the white people had someone 
else in mind. This winter DAVID REED began vacillating, and 
tried to find a Now Breed Candidate from outsice the Ward. 
First he put forgh a woman and then dropped ber and found 
man named LANARAICKE who is going to run. HOKE and our 
candidate have an agreement to work our separate areas, 
and if either man shows a much greater chance of winning 
the other will pull-out end support him. 













In addition to HOKE, the Republican organization 
-has decided to run a man named BUFORD, wno stands as much 





1 chance as a proverbial snowball. The white controllea 
hes 
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Ind.soendent Voters of Illinois (IVI) have come out for 

HORE, but have not announced formally. The area that they 
cover (the south end) has only about 157 of the voters, and 
traditionally is liberal and votes against HOLAN anyvays. 

The vay it has turned out, HCKE thinks that KCCO and IVI 

have strength in the north end but they only have payer 
organizations up here and our candidate is the only legitimate 
ono. The Protectorights have 300 members, young men in the 
twenties who are pledged to work for CARL and in addition ve 
will pull our Black Power workers and others from other groups. 
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Our biggest problem of the moment is to get the 
petitions accepted so that CARL will be on the ballot. They 
will be turned in on Monday, January 9th. As far as the type 
of campaign we arc going to run, it vill be very unorthodox, 
because we plan to work entirely on the grass roots level.

On The Raid on The e. of CARY TUNSTALL,‏ ہت 

Black Power Candidate for 4th Ward Alderman, January 1, 1967 
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SNCC and the Protectorights (local organization, 
working with SNCC) planned to announce that CARL was runnin 
for Alderman at a New Years eve party at his house. The 
party had the additional purpose of raising funds for the 
campaign and hoped to attract additional volunteer workers 
from the community. ዲ mailing was done to all SNCC black 
pover workers and supporters and leaflets were passed in 
the community. It had been planned thet an announcement 
would be made right after midnight that CARL was running. 
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A few minutes after midnight, about eight detectives, 
with drawn puns kicked down the door. At that time there was 
a crowd of people in the hall putting on their coats,etc. 
The police were very rough in their treatment of persons at 
the party and there were several incidents of violence, people 
being struck, and thrown about. The house was ransacked, 
clothing, and personal belongings throvn on the floor,etc. About 
twenty 60016 got out through a basement exitway and one man 
juaped out of the window and escaped (from the 2nd floor). 
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At first, the diens said that those who had their 
identification could leave, andlet several people go after taking 
uzes and addresses. son: the arrival of a uniforied Sergeant, 
who did not approve of this, no one else was released. Nineteen 


women, twentysix men and six girls aged 17 (who vere considered 
minors) were arrested. The SNCC photographer, 
was able to take several photos of the officers at the raid, 1

but was kicked and thrown down the stairs. 
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It was evident that ordered the raid 
vom the manner that the police openly talked about it. Because 
ር the obvious political implications of the raid, a total of 
21,500 for bail was raised within a period of 24 hours. Most 
f this money was loaned to SNCC and will be repaid when the 
ail is returned from the courts. All persons were bailed out 
on January lst except vho had to have a judge set 
Lis bail on 2nd. The minors were released to their 
parents was charged with: 1. Keeper of a 
disorderly house. 2. Contributing to the delinquency of 
minors. 3. Sale of liquor without a license. 4. Marijuana 
on the premises; and everyone else was charged with being the 
1717۵ ۲6 of a disorderly house (the same penalty as disorderly 
conduct). The court date is January 16, 1967. 
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The local comaunity is well aware of what happened, 
Later the night of the raid, the local gang, kicked out half the 
windows in the stores along 43rd Street. The raid was announced 
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over the radio on news broadcasts but did not appear in the 
nevspapers. Later in the week the Chicago Defender printed a 
good story with front page headline stating that we charged a 
frame-up. Jet magazine and Muhammad Speaks will take 
interviews later in the week. 
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Chicaco SHCO Nail Bond Fund 


At the time of the arrests in Atlanta, September, 
1966, when several members of tbe Chicago SNCC staff were among 
those arrested, the discussion about the need for a Bail Bond 
fund began to get results. The funds raised at that time, were 
sent south and used there for our people. A total of $558.00 
was sent south and many other people in the area were solicited 
who sont their contributions directly. At the time of the first 
raid in Chicago, December 3, 1966, additional money was raised 
for CAROL RED:OSD's bail and $1,500 was raised as a result of 
the raid of January 1, 1967. In addition to straight 
contributions, we are asking people to loan money to the fund, 
on the condition tbat it vill be returned after either a set 
period of time or upon their request if needed. 


At present we have on hand: 902.50 
plus due on bonds: 931.00 
1833.50 


Loans to be repaid: 1125.00 
708.50 projected assets, subject 
to possible fines that may be deducted from bonds on some 
60 court cases now pending. 


It is our intention to use this bond fund, not only 
for SNCC people, but also community people (as in the 
January lst raid) we determine have a need that develops in 
connection with our work on the campaign. We protect our money by 
having it returned to SNCC instead of the person bonded out, 





۱ A campaign is planned to raise this fund to several 
thousand dollars. A separate bail account vill be opened as 
s00n as the bond money is returned from the majority of the 
court cases this month.

Police Reviev Board 
Chicago SHCC is planning a community police review 

board. There are several other organizations such as ACT, 
CORE, Beacons, etc. who are interested. This review board would 
have no lesal povers of course, but would review flagrant cases 
of police brutality and the like publicly, with a view to stirring 

public protest. It $ projected that in some cases, where the 
aciual case did not receive justice in the courts either, a mock 
trial would be held with actuallavyers and the defendants if 
possible to demonstrate the injustice. These hearings would be 
held in the black community and be publicized and open to the 
public. 


Chicago SNCC Press 55 Relations 





Jt was reported to this office, that a definite 
decision had been made that new 311006 policy was not to have 
anything to do with the white press. This decision. coincides 
vith Chicago SNCC policy of granting interviews to particular 
reporters with the black press who have proven to be sympathetic 
to our views. We have a very good relationship with Jet magazine 
staff, several reporters for the Chicago Defender newspaper 
and the staff of Muhammad Speaks (who will print any story we 
wish to release). We also pranted an interview with the 
Militant, who seem to have a history of printing only news sym- 


pathetic with SNCC views. 


Ve also heard that it was SNCC's Chairman's decision 
that there should be no releases about raids on SNCC offices,etc. 
Since the raids that have taken place here vere obviously carried 
out because of the fact that we are supporting and working for 
CARL TUNSTALL, candidate for 4th Ward Alderman,and were not just 
against SNCC per se, we felt that some naws about this going to 
the black press was necessar D. All. 
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One of the proteins here in Chicago about the black 
press is that it is very weak. That is, the black conmunity 
reads three times as many white papers as the black paper. 
There is no possible way to leaflet the entire black community 
of the city because itis too large and spread out. In the 
light of these fact we would like to know what Atlanta 
recounoeonds.

They were 
confiscated for violation of Title 22, Section 401, United 
States Code. E 


Section 123.52 of the regulation pertaining to 
International Traffic in Arms would allow the exportation of 
110 more than 3 non-outomatic firearms and 1000 rounds of 
ammunition providing they were declared and presented for 
caanmination. 
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On May 8, 1967, these facts were discussed with 
Assistapt Pod States Attorney LAIRENCE MORRISSEY by Custoin 
Agent who declined prosecution in favor of administra- 
tive action.

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Monday, September 4, 1967. The convention vas attended by more 
than 3,500 registered delegates, observers, etc. A broad 
spectrum of left wing groups was represented (the delegates 
claimed to represent almost 30,000 activists) including peace, 
civil rights, “new politics," student groups, a small group of 
trade unionists, nationality groups, women's organizations. 
This convention included almost all the forces involved in what 
is referred to by leftists as "the Movement".

| ; Hotel in Chicago, Illinois, from Tuesday, August 29 through 
1 
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Three main political groups were represented at this 
convoutim. There vas a "black caucus" which included most of 
tho Negroes attending and from which all whites were excluded. 
this caucus took ultra-militant, pro-nationalist positions 
and strongly supported the "black power' line advanced by 
SNCC and CORE. An ultra-nationalist section of this caucus 
opposcd any unity with whites and attempted to pull all Negroes 
out of the convention into an "all-black" convention which was 
hastily organized and held in the Chicago ghetto at the same 
time the New Politics meeting took place. This effort was 
defeated. The fight to keep the caucus in the convention was 
led, according to participants in the caucus, by the Communist 
Negroes. 


Another main political tendency among the whites was 
that which supported the concept that the main emphasis of the 
convention should be on organizing a third ticket (a peace and 
freedom ticket) in 1968. Many in this grouping supported the idea of 
MART LUTHER PEGEENIJAGN VER ticket. Tuis grouping was dominated by 
Communists functioning through DCA and many other organizations 
in which they are active. Also included in this tendency were 
many pro ROBERT KENNEDY liberals, including a number of the 
original organizers of the New Politics organization, who were 
seeking a third ticket as a means of weakening LYNDON JOHNSGI!'s 
campaign for re-election in 1968, insuring his defeat, and laying 
the kasis for a ROBERT KENNEDY campaign in 1972. 
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The third main tendency at the convention, again 
among the whites, was in support of local community organizing 
(along the lines of the Vietnam Summer campaign) and in adamant 
opposition to a national third ticket in 1968. 


The "third ticket" grouping and the "local organizing" 
grouping split the white delegates almost evenly. The black 
caucus refused at first to participate in the convention unless 
its demands were accepted en toto by the whites. These demands 
(13 of thom) calling for full support for black power, support 
for the demands of the Newark Black Power conference, a campaign 
to "civilize the white beasts," etc. were accepted by a split 
vote of the white delegates after a floor fight led 
by th: Communists. The main debate was over one demand which 
condemned Zionist Israel imperialism. A number of delegates, 
particularly those who were Jewish, had a difficult time swallowing 
this domand. 


Then the black caucus refused to participate unless it 
Vas piven 50 per cent of the voting power at the convention. 
(the Black Caucus represented about 20 per cent of the actual 
convention.) Since the Black Caucus voted as a unit, this 
demand meant that they would have veto control of the convention. 
This denand was also accepted after a sharp debate. The 
support for this demand was mobilized and led by the Communists, 
including several speakers from DCA. Speakers against the 
position were booed and hooted down. The CP took control of the 
microphones and made certain that its speakers got the floor. 
The 50 per cent control demand of the black caucus was accepted 
by a split vote. After this several whites withdrew and there 
was much grumbling and dissatisfaction among white delegates 
about lack of democracy, etc., but the convention was held together. 


The Black Caucus proposed (and had accepted by the 
convention) a proposal which endorsed both local organizing 
and a third ticket effort if that proved possible. A national 
board was elected of 24 persons, six from the community organizing 
white caucus, six from the third ticket white caucus, and 
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twelve from the black caucus. This board is to meet 
September 30 to work out future strategy.

Although it is a shaky alliance, the convention 
ended with a unity betveen radical whites "and the ultra- 
Militant black forces in this country. The Communist Party 
achioved a major part of what it hoped to achieve at this 
convention. 


1. It sought a unity cf the various forces in the 
"moveaent," including black power, peace, youth, community 
organization, left labor, etc. A beginning toward this ; 
unity was established. ۱ 


2. It sought a commitment by the convention toward 
a national third ticket in 1968. The convention did not 
come out completely for this proposal, but it did endorse the 
idea of a third ticket where possible. 


3. It sought an increased influence in left politics 
in tle country. There is noquestion that the CP emerged from 
this convention as a dominant influence in the New Politics 
novenent. 


DCA emerged from the convention as perhaps the best 
organized youth group participating. DCA caucuses had up to 
,400 participants, including sizable numbers of non-DCA young 
“people. DCA speakers were often heard on the convention floor. 
DCA leaders regarded the New Pols ies convention as a hugh plus 
for DCA.

The Chicago Bm neh of SNCC held an anti-draft conference 
on June 16 and 17, 1967, at Herman Hall, Illinois Institute 
of Technology (IIT), 32nd and Federal Streets, Chicago. JOYCE 
BROUN, Administrative Director, Chicago Branch, 51100, made 
arrangements for the meeting and presided at the conference 
sessions. 


Approximately 30 to 35 Negroes and three to four white 
people were in attendance at the evening session held on June 
17, 1967. The major portion of the conference time was spent 
in discussing means of implementing anti-draft centers in the 
ten Chicago, Illinois, area. They would be strategicly located 
19 to obtain the most extensive coverage of the area. The purpsoe 
3 would be to encourage draft age Negroes to refuse to enter military 
1 sorvice, Volunteer workers fron these caters would betzen centers contact 





Tegro youths on an individuai basis to encourage them to refrain 
from going into the Armed Forces. 


45. ۱ Discussion pccurred concerning methods to be used 
p by Negro males to evade military service. They would be encouraged 
an to lie about their physical and mental conditions in pre-military 


examinations. They would be encouraged to state they had‏ ×ط

On June 15, 1967, PRA requested permission for use 
of Herman Nall for an SDS function with outside friends also 
to be in attendance. PRAN violated a school rule in not applying 
four days in advance, however, permission was granted for use 
of the rooms since the SDS is a recognized campus political 
organization. 


On June 16, 1967, 01 was informed by the 


Chicago Police Department that they would have men stationed 

on &nd near the campus for security reasons during the SNCC 
conference at llerman liall, on June 16 and 17, 1967. This is 

the first indication had that an outside organization 
would be in attendance at the so-called SDS affair. At 
approximately 7:00 Pii, on June 16, 1967, he observed approxinately 
30 police in the immediate vicinity of Herman Hall. eii d 
then attended the evening session to determine if in fact this 
was an SDS conference. 
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PETER PRAI opened tbe conference by introducing 
several people including JOYCE BROWN, Administrative Director, 
Chicaso Branch of SNCC who then generally presided over the 
session, and at the meeting 30 to 35 people were in attendance 
of which four were white and the remainder Negroes. Several 
were females and one woman brought her baby who cried throughout 
the session and generally made it difficult to hear the speakers. 
The discussion concerned the usual anti-draft and anti-Viet Nam 
diatribe. All of those present appeared to be above draft age. 


Three white males spoke and introduced themselves 
as students of the University of California, Berkeley, as vell 
as noinbers of the Draft Resistence Organization. They claimed their 
club had 1,500 members in the California area. They assorted 
that in October, 1967, all of the members are going to meet 
in Berkeley and have a mass burning of their draft cards.

Chaso-Manhattan who are victims of racist personnlà practices, A total of 12 
Negro employees have filed charges against the bank with the New York City 
Commission on Human Rights, charging the "baas" mentality among suporvisors, denial 
of pronobions and job training opportunities, and intimidation, harassment and 
constant surveillance after they had dared to challenge these prectices, Finally, 
nine employees were dismissed for seeking redress of grievances, This struggle

Jn the wild shooting, one policeman shot another and a patrolman was 
killed, Despite the fact that the patrolman was shot on the side of a building 
where there were no doors or windows, and despite the fact that at least two of 
the five accused students can prove their absence fran the 2 these five have 
been chargzd with murder, The brutal conduct of the police inside the dormitories, 
where thoy destroyed property indiscriminately, kicked a dormitory house mother, 
anû arrested 457 students (some of whom they also beat) ሙ with these crimes, 

the state of Texas is unconcerned, This is the same eee which the President 
and the Attorney General of the United States call home, 

This is only one of many recent incidents of massive police brutality. Such 

occurrence, led the New York office of 51100 to issue an appeal to the African and 


Asian missions to the United Nations on June 13th, 1967. (See Appendix C) 


This, then, is a brief summary of some aspects of SNCC's recent activity 
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and experience which have relevance for those gathered here, What conclusions

Living 
inside the camp of the leaders of the enemy forces, it is our duty to 
our Brothers to revolt against the system and create our own system 
So that we can live as MEN. We must take over the political and 
economic systems where we are in the majority in the heart of every 
major city in this country as well as many of the rural areas. We 
must create our own black culture to erase the lies the white man has 
fed our minds from the day we were born. 


THE DLACK MAN IN THE GHETTO WILL LEAD THE BLACK POWER MOVEMENT 


The black Brother in the ghetto will lead the Black Power Movement 
and make the changes that are necessary for its success. The black 
man in the ghetto has one big advantage that the bourgeois Negro does 
not have despite his 'superior! education. He is already living out- 
side of the value system white society imposes on all black Americans. 
He has to look at things from another direction in order to survive. 
He is ready. He received his training in the streets, in the jails, 
from the ADC check his mother did not receive on time and the head- 
beatings he got from the cop on the corner. Once he makes that first 
important discovery about the great pride you feel inside as a BLACK 
MAN and the great heritage of the mother country, Africa, there is no 
stopping him from dedicating hinself to fight the white mans systen. 
This is why the Black Power Movement is a true revolutionary movement 
with the power to change mens minds and unmask the tricks the whitc 
nan has used to keep black men enslaved in modern society. 


THE BOURGEOIS NEGRO CANNOT BE A PART OF THE BLACK POWER MOVEMENT 

The bourgeois Negro has been force-fed the white mans propaganda and 
has lived too long in the half-world between white and phony black 
bourgeois society. He cannot think for himself because he is a shell 
of a man full of contradictions he cannot resolve. He is not to be 
trusted under any circumstances until he has proved himself to be 
'cured.' There are a minute handfull of these 'cured' bourgeois 
Negroes in the Black Power Movement and they are most valuable but 
they must not be allowed to take control. They are aware intellectu- 
ally but.under stress will react emotionally to the pressures of 
white society in the same way a white ‘liberal! will expose an un- 
conscious prejudice that he did not even realize he possessed. 
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WHAT BROTHER MAL Mae TAUGHT US ABOU QURS] መ 


Malcolm X was the first black man from the ghetto in America to make 
a real attenpt to get the white mans fist off the black mans balls. 


He recognized the true dignity of man - without the white society 
prejudices about status, education and background that we all must 
purge from our minds. Even today, in the Black Power Movement itself 


we find Brothers who look down on another Drother because of the 
conditions that life has imposed upon him. The most beautiful thing 
that Malcolm X taught us is that once a black man discovers for him- 
Self a pride in his blackness, he can throw off the shackles of 
mental slavery and become a MAN in the truest sense of the word. We 
must move on from the point our Great Black Prince had reached. 


WE MUST BECOME LEADERS FOR OURSELVES 


We must not get hung-up in the bag of having one great leader who we 


depend upon to make decisions. This makes the Movement too vunerable 
to those forces tho whitc man uses to keep us enslaved, such as the 
draft, murder, prison or character assassination. We have to all 
learn to become leaders for ourselves and remove all white values ریت‎ 
from our minds. When we see a Brother using a white value through 


error it is our duty to the Movement to point it out to him. We must 
thank our Brothers who show us our own errors. We must discipline 
ourselves so that if necessary, we can leave fanily and friends on a 
moments notice, maybe forever, and know our Brothers have pledged 
themsclves to protect the family we have left behind. As a part of 
our education, we must travel to other cities and make contacts with 
the Brothers in all the ghettos of America so that when the time is 
right we can unite as one under the banner of BLACK POWER. 


LEARNING TO THINK BLACK AND REMOVE WHITE THINGS FROM OUR MINDS. 


We have got to begin to say and understand with complete assuredness 


what black is. Black is an inner pride that the white mans language 
hampers us from expressing. Black is being a complete fanatic, who 


white society considers insane. We have to learn that black is so 
much better than belonging to the white race with the blood of 
millions dripping from their hands that it goes far beyond any pre- 
judice or resentment. Ve must fill ourselves with hate for all white 
things. This is not vengence or trying to take the white oppressors 
place to become new black oppressors but is a oneness with a worid- 
wide black brotherhood. We must regain respect for the lost religion 
of our fathers, the spirits of the black earth of Africa. The white 
man has so poisoned our minds that if a Brother told you he practiced 
Voodo you would roll around on the floor laughing at how stupid and 
superstitious he was. We have to learn to roll around on the floor 
laughing at the black man who says he worships the white Jesus. He 
is truly sick. We must create our own language for these things 
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that thc while n: 51... not understand becau 4 Dlack Culture exists 

and it is not woou-carvings or native dancing it is the black strength 


inside of truo men. 
lDEAS ON PLANNING FOR THE FUTURE OF BLACK POWER 


We must infiltrate all government agencies. This will not be hard 
because black clerks work in all agencies in poor paying jobs and have 
a natural resentment of the white men who run these jobs. People must 
be assigned to seck out these dissatisfied black men and women and put 
pressure on then to give us the information we need. Any man in over- 
alls, carrying a tool box, con enter a building if he looks like he 
knows what he is doing. Modern America depends on many complex 
systems such as clectricity, water, gas, sewerage and transportation 
and all are vunerable. Much of the government is run by computers 
that must operate in airconditioning. Cut. off the airconditioning and 
they cannot function. We must begin to investigate and learn all of 
these things so that we can use them if it becomes necessary. We can- 
not train an army in the local park but we can bo rcady for the l 
Final confrontation withthe white mans system. Remember your 

Brothers in South Africa and do not delude yourselves that it could 
not happen here. We must copy the white mans biggest trick, diversion, 
(Hitler taught them that) and inflitrate all civil rights groups, keep 
them in confusion so they will be nutralized and cannot be used as a 
tool of the white power structure. The civil rights, integrationist 
movement says to the white man, "If you please, Sir, let us, the 107 
minority of America have our rights. See how nice and nonviolent we 
are?" This is why SNCC calls itself a Human Rights Organization. We 
believe that we belong to the 90% majority of the people on earth 

that the white man oppressos and that we should not beg the white man 
for anything. We want what belongs to us as human beings and we 
intend to get it through BLACK POWER. 


HOW, TO DEAL WITH BLACK TRAITORS 


Uncio Tom is too kind of a word. What we have are black traitors, 
quisslings, collaborators, sell-outs, white Negroes. We have to expose 
these people for once and for all for what they are and place them on 
the side o? the oppressor where they belong. Their black skin is a 

lic and their guilt the shame of all black men. We must ostracize 

them and if necessary exterminate them. We must stop fighting a 'fair- 
game.! We must do whatever is necessary to win BLACK POWER. We have 
to hate and disrupt and destroy and blackmail and lie and steal and 
become blood-brothcrs like the Mau-Mau. We must climinate or render 
ineffective all traitors. We must make them fear to stand up like 
puppets for the white men, and we must make the world understand that 
these so-Called men do not represent us or even belong to the same 
black race because they sold out their birthright for a mess of white 
society pottage.

as 'justice! for a black man in America. The white man controls 
everything that is said in every book, newspaper, magazine, TV and 
radio broadcast. Even ihe textbooks used ih the schools and the 
bible thai is read in the churchs are designed to maintain the system 
for tho white nan. Each and every one of us is forced to listen to 
the white mans propaganda every day of our lives. The political 
systen, economic systen, military system, educational systen, 
religious system and anything else you name is used to preserve the 
status quo of white America getting fatter and fatter while the black 
man gets more and more hungry. We must spend our time telling our 
Brothers the truth. We must teli them that any black woman who wears 
a dianond in her finger is wearing the blood of her Brothers and 
Sisters in slavery in South Africa where one out of every three black 
babies dic before the age of one, fron starvation, to make the white 
man rich, We must stop wearing the symbols of slavery on our fingers.

A source advised in late November, 1959, that the 
Young Socialist Alliance~Chicago (YSA-C), formerly known as 
Young Socialist Supporters, had its origin in a series of 
informal discussions held in Chicago prior to June, 1959, 
among individuals who were close to the Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP). 





The YSA-C as of November, 1959, proclaimed itself 
to be a city-wide revolutionary youth organization designed 
to build socialism in America and aimed toward youth on college 
campuses in the Chicago area and as being independent of all 
adult groupings.

According tola second source in May, 1967, the YSA-C,

The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive

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A source advised that on October 26-27, 1963, a 
conference of members of the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), l 
including national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for 
the purpose of setting in motion forces for the establishment of 
a now national Marxist~-oriented youth organization which would 
hunt for tre most peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates 
were told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young

A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, at 
150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which time 
the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) vas adopted. 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
attended this convention. 
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Tne second source advised in September, 1966, that MIKE 
ZAGARLLL, CPUSA Youth Director, siated that in Negro communities 
tbe Party still supported the plan to build "left" socialist 
centers and to solidify the Party base through the DCA. This 
source also advised in September, 1966, that DANIEL RUBIN, CPUSA 
Natioval Organizational Secretary, stated the Party believes the 
DCA should have a working-class outlook and be a mass organization 
favorable to socialism, socialist countries and Marxism, and in 
April, 1867, advised that GUS HALL, CPUSA General Secretary, 
indicated the DCA primary emphasis Should be on developing mass 
resistance to the draft. 
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A third source advised in September, 1967, that JARVIS 
TYNER was elected chairman of the DCA on September 10, 1967, at 
the Third National Convention of the DCA held in New York, New 
York, from September 8-10, 1967.

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The NOI is an 211-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD claims to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out cf slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States. 
Kenbers following MUHAMMAD's teachings and his interpretation of 
the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that the 
so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as 
"white devils," in the United States; and that the white race, 
because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 
will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 
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In the post, officials and members of the NOI,including 
MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have deciared that members owe no 
aliegiance to the United States.

On November 24, 1967, ROBERT BROWN arrived at 
approximately 9:00 p.m., Friday night at the Militant Labor 
Forum, Debs Hall, 302 South Canal, Chicago, to address the approxi- 
mately 45 people in attendance. BROWN apologized for being 
late stating he had attended a black student conference on the 
south side. He said people must learn that there is no room for 
precise planning in these times of chaos. 
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BROWN began his presentation by reading a poem 
about black brothers getting their heads beat in by white 
cops. He then read a 10 minute prepared Speech covering 
the topic of "Black Power, Its Role In The International 
Scene." He said that in the impending Black Revolution there 
would be no room for personal feelings, wants or desires. 

The individual does not count, but only the cause and the 
ultimate goal. 


After finishing the prepared text, BROWN spoke 
extemporaneously. He stated the Chicago high school riots 
were no accident, but were planned. He said the Waller 
High School students had been waiting for three weeks for 
the Englewood High School incident, which was the signal 
for tbem to act. Cooley Vocational High School and Crane 
Tech High School, were prepared to riot at the same time, 
but there had been a breakdown in communications. This will 
not occur in the next violent occurrence, which will occur 
Shortly. BROWN said the high school tactic is designed to 
divert the Chicago Police Force to various parts of the City 
to spread their ranks thin so that SNCC can take other 
activity elsewhere. He commented that the stories about 
the high school riots because a black teacher got fired, 
or a black boy got injured on the north side are "bull 
(obscene)" and that this is the excuse put out by tne 
"System." 
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BROWN indicated he could care less if a black 
teacher gets fired. He considers the one over which the 
incident occurred nothing but an "(obscene)Tom" anyway. 
BROWN's intention is to close every "mother (obscene)" 
white racist school in Chicago through rioting. He 
considered that the black students would be better off 
without a white oriented education about Western culture 
until SNCC can set up their own schools with their own 
teachers and programs. The immediate objectives for the 
Negro students are that they learn the techniques of 
demolition, sabotage and how to kill the white man, who is 
their only enemy. 
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BROWN indicated the Negro race is a violent race, 
They are always killing one another in the ghettos. 
SNCC must now teach the Negro how to turn this violence 
against the white man. He believes they can, and that the 
Negro will win because the white man is afraid of SNCC and 
the Negro. The Negroes know this as well as the white 


people. 


BROWN assured the people there will be no 
Democratic National Convention in Chicago, in 1968. The 
convention people may appear to operate the affair, but he 
guaranteed that no white people would dare to attend the 
convention, The Black Revolution is here and the signal 
to begin the revolution is "just around the corner." 


BROWN continued that he is no longer worried about 
shutting down the Englewood High School because "we" intend 
to burn it down. He doesn't worry about black people being 
refused admittance at the Conrad Hilton Hotel, because Soon 
there will be no Conrad Hilton Hotel. He doesn’t worry about 
a gasoline shortage, because every gas station in Chicago is 
going to be a Molotov cocktail. He indicated that the Negro 
doesn't need an education to win a revolution. As an example 
he cited Mayor Richard J. Daley as an individual who has no 
education and indicated BROWN's two year old child talks 
better than DALEY and "look where he got." 


STOKELY CARMICHAEL, former National Director of 
SNCC, is returning to the United States. He is being protected 
by five Cuban bodyguards. BROWN said FIDEL CASTRO, Premier of 
Cuba, has indicated that if any harm comes to CARMICHAEL, 
CASTRO will cause reprisals elsewhere. On his return CARMICHAEL 
— is going to make Chicago his first speaking engagement. 
3 Chicago is scheduled to be the first SNCC target for violence. 





ቿ BROWN stated SNCC's plans to thwart law enforcement 
E, include killing every "Black Tom cop" they can locate. SNCC 
3ت‎ has a complete list of these individuals and they will not 
۳ escape. They intend to kill every "Tom Nigger" that does not. 
join them on the battle line. There are to be no neutrals. 
و‎ - Those that are not with them will be killed. This also includes 
DE white people. Those that fight along with them and take their 
orders will survive otherwise they will be killed. BROWN 
said this is no longer a local program, but an international 
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movement and that there are nine hundred million black 
people in the world waiting to turn on the white man and 
destroy him. 


BROWN said SNCC is no longer a protest group, but 
is now a revolutionary movement. He indicated SNCC recently 
gained non-government status in the United Nations. SNCC is 
preparing to present the Black American case to the United 
Nations. If the United Nations does not take immediate 
action against the United States, SNCC is prepared to take 
over the country. Theywill do this eventually. At the 
present time, JAMES FOREMAN, former National Director of SNCC, 
is reSiding in New York and has been sending black volunteers 
abroad. These volunteers are being placed in a fighting 
or education category and are being sent particularly to 
African Nations to learn these tasks. The fighters are sent 
into jungles to become skilled killers and warfare experts. 
Many of them are learning this under true conditions, 

The others are sent to technical schools and factories. Their 
skills will insure that after the successful revolution a 
Smooth transition will take place. 
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BROWN said that a clash with Federal troops was 
averted in Gary, Indiana, several weeks ago. This was only 
because RICHARD HATCHER won the mayoralty by ballot. If this 
ከ86 aot occurred, "they" would have declared HATCHER Mayor and 
placed him in office by force if needed. 


BROWN commented that old Negro leaders such as 
WHITNEY YOUNG and Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. must retire and 
let the young men assume power. If they oppose their policies 
they will be killed. 





BROWN indicated he was aware he was giving away ٤‏ تار 
UNES plans, but that the'authorities couldn't do anything about them‏ 
XU anyway. He knew who the "stool pigeons" and "Toms" are and‏ 
E. at the appropriate time they would be killed. He presently‏ 
was in the possession of rifles worth two to three thousand‏ * 
p dollars that would be used at the appropriate time.‏ 
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BROWN said the United States Government was 
preparing the Black Americans for genocide. He said after 
the Watts Riot, Negro children were sent to farms that were 
called recreation camps. He contended that in reality these 
were concentration camps, set up by the Government to determine 
how rapidly Black Negro youths could be confined.

A. ROBERT ALFONZO BROWN's Speeches 


On December 5, 1967, BROWN was a guest speaker 
at Bogan City College, 3939 West 79th Street, Chicago. 
He was among Six "Great Debate" Speakers who spoke to the 
Students at the college. BROWN stated, "Niggers are not 
going to be kept in place much longer. He added that 
there must be a redistribution of private property in the 
United States, even if there is a revolution needed to 
accomplish this. BROWN further stated that if Negroes don't 
achieve their rightful share of products from industries, 


cities must burn.

On January 24, 1968, ROBERT BROWN spoke to an 
audience of approximately 45 Negroes, both adults and 
teenagers, of the local neighborhood at the Field House 
in Washington Park, Chicago, Illinois. BROWN stated that the 
Negro must obtain his freedom and black power at any cost. 
፲፻ any people get in his way, either black or white, he would 
get rid of them in one way or another. The black revolution 
is coming and nothing the white man can do will stop it. 

He is out for a full scale revolution. To him there is 
no Such thing as integration. 


Concerning the 1968 Democratic National Convention 
to be held in Chicago, BROWN assured those present that it 
would not take place. He said that his group SNCC does not 
have any particular strategy planned and probably will rot 
have any until a week or so before the convention is held. 

He described the convention as a hoax, not for the black man, 
only to perpetuate the white power structure. He commented 
to the eifect that this Government is oppressing all black 
people and is fighting the colored people all over the world. 
He discredited ihe Government, stating he has no country or 


government and has nothing to lose.

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On March 25, 1968 MS advised that on 
Sunday afternoon, March 24, 1968, FRED HAMPTON, President, 
The National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP) Youth Council, Maywood, Illinois, personally 
contacted Negroes in the Maywood community to attend an 
impromptu meeting at the Masonic Temple, 13th and Madison 
Streets, Maywood, Illinois, where STOKELY CARMICHAEL, former 
Director of SNCC would speak. Approximately 200 Negroes 
reSponded to this invitation and paid $1.00 apiece 
admission fee to hear CARMICHAEL speak. At approximately 
4:00 p.m. on this date CARMICHAEL arrived at the Masonic 
Temple in a late model Cadillac accompanied by five unknown 
Negro males. 


CARMICHAEL Spoke for approximately one hour on 
the themes of Negro segregtion from the white race and the 
history of the Negroes. He also commented on how to achieve 
"black power" in Maywood, Illinois. He recommended that 
tne immediate objective should be total boycott of white 
merchants in Maywood, who after they are forced out of business 
should be taken over and operated by Negroes.  À tentative 
target then set for starting the boycott was May 20 or 21, 
1968, which would coincide with the death of a martyred Negro 
leader. The source was unable to recall the name of the 
martyred individual. 


The source recalled that CARMICHAEL stated in a 
question and answer session following his speech, "While 
MARTIN LUTHER KING goes about his non-violent way, I am 
getting the guns ready."

On March 26, 1968 METTE advised that a fund . 
raiSing rally was held at the Afro Arts Theatre, 3947 South 
Drexel Boulevard, Chicago, Illinois, beginning at 9:15 p.m. 
and ending at 11:05 p.m., Monday evening, March 25, 1968. 
This rally was held for the benefit of H. RAP BROWN, 
National Director, SNCC, who is currently in jail in New 
Orleans, Louisiana. There were approximately 700 people in 
attendance and the Theatre was filled to capacity. Among 
the speakers recognized by the source at the rally were 
STOKELY CARMICHAEL, ROBERT BROWN, ROBERT LUCAS and EDWARD 
"FATS" CRAWFORD. 


Several white males were observed waiting outside 
the Theatre prior to the affair, but these individuals were 
told to leave the area, Various news men attempted to attend 
the rally but were refused admission. 


ROBERT BROWN, ROBERT LUCAS and EDWARD 'FATS" 
CRAWFORD spoke briefly and only by way of introduction to 
the featured speaker, STOKELY CARMICHAEL. 


STOKELY CARMICHAEL spoke for approximately an 
"eur and a half, frequently repeating himself and giving the 
impression of disinterest. Among the often repeated remarks 
by CARMICHAEL were, "Blacks must love blacks," "The black man 
must know that the honkey is his enemy," "Blacks must unite. 


CARMICHAEL stated, "The white man has done nothing 
for the blacks except cheat them, as is evident from the days 
of slavery." "When the white man first came to this country 
he learned from the Indian and then he killed him." "It is 


not going to be a long hot summer but it is going to be a long’ 


hot year." 


CARMICHAEL stated he did not want the various 
Negro teenagers fighting and killing each other, but rather 
that they should unite and fight their common enemy. He 
stated that H. RAP BROWN was in jail because he "rapped too

much" pointing out the truth. CARMICHAEL read the audience 
a letter he had received from BROWN which commented in the 
same manner as he had been talking. 


Source said students were able to attend the 
meeting for a cost of $1.00, while adults had to pay $2.00 
admission fee, During the affair a collection was taken up 
for H. RAP BROWN. There was no announcement made as to how 
much money had been collected. 


The source stated there were no disturbances during 
the rally, order was kept reasonably well, there were no 
incidents and no arrests by the Chicago Police Department. 


On March 26, 1968, E advised that on Monday > 
evening, March 25, 1968, between 7:00 and 1200 p.m. a fund 
raising rally was held at the Afro Arts Theatre, 3947 South 
Drexel Boulevard, Chicago. The featured speaker of the 
evening was STOKELY CARMICHAEL who addressed approximately 
700 people of which 50 were representatives of black power 


organizations in the Chicago area. 
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CARMICHAEL stated that the black people need black 
supremacy. The black man must have guns not votes and that 
votes are useless, guns should be used in place of votes. 
CARMICHAEL protested America 5 Education System for the Negroes. 
CARMICHAEL said every black man should get a gun to defend 
< himself and that the Blackstone Rangers should not destroy 
از‎ each other but rather go after the white man. CARMICHABL

nt quite disinterested. The crowd was extremely enthusiastic at 
E first but sensed his disinterest and responded accordingly. 
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CARMICHAEL commented that this summer will 
undoubtedly see 'whitey" out to get the Negro. He 
counselled the audience to become armed and be prepared 
to defend themselves and their community. He said they 
Should learn black brotherly love and stop fighting each 
other, stop gang fighting and tearing up their own property. 
He said there is strength and power in black unity. Black 
youths need to study their own history and get a good black 
education. They cannot do this under the inadequate 
educational facilities available to the Negroes under today 's 
conditions, 


CARMICHAEL made mention of H. RAP BROWN on only 
one occadon and then later to take a collection in his 
behalf. 


CARMICHAEL repeated himself constantly and spent a lot 
of time preaching the necessity of all factions within 
the black power movement to unify.  CARMICHAEL's comments 
concerning Negroes arming themselves was limited to defensive 
purposes and not of the usual inflammatory nature. 


The source advised that the speeches vere poorly 
organized and CARMICHAEL was introduced by ROBERT BROWN 
who made only brief remarks not nearly as violent as is his 
usual manner. ROBERT BROWN urged Negro unity of themselves 
and their neighborhoods, 


The source observed that STOKELY CARMICHAEL had 
body guards among whom was EDWARD "FATS" CRAWFORD, Seveml 
of the body guards were observed to be armed with .45 caliber 
automatics. 


EDWARD "FATS" CRAWFORD is a male Negro, self- 
proclaimed leader of the now inactive Deacons of 
Defense and Justice, Incorporated, Chicago Chapter, 
and has recently proclaimed himself President of 
the National Negro Rifle Association (NNRA). The 
NNRA was organized by CRAWFORD to teach Negroes 
over 18 years of age the laws pertaining to the use 
of firearms, 
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At 6:48 a.m. on March 26, 1968, over a Chicago 
radio station, WBBM, the announcer commented that STOKELY 
CARMICHAEL made the following remarks at a meeting last 
night. 


"He promised a summer of violence, that the 
honkeys are preparing genocide and race destruction, and that 
the blacks must have a gun to tight them,"

The source advised that on Monday morning, 
March 25, 1968, STOKELY CARMICHAEL spoke at the Urban 
Training Center, 40 North Ashland, Chicago, Illinois, to 
a group of approximately 40 to 60 students in training. 
The Urban Training Center is sponsored by several religious 
groups primarily for the training of ministers for the urban 
and ghetto areas, however, a sizeable percentage of students 
are members of the Black Power Community Organizations. The 
Source stated CARMICHAEL made a brief speech to this group 
and commented mainly on the theme of black unity and black 
brotherly love, He advised the students that if they can 
get organized, educated and plan a constructive program, he 
will return to Chicago in the near future and assist them in 
the programs implementation, 
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The source stated CARMICHAEL's speech was 
extremely conciliatory and mild in comparison to previous 
Speeches by him. i

Margaret's Episcopal Church Hall, 2555 East 73rd Street, 
Chicago, Illinois, on Sunday evening, March 24, 1968. The 

St. Margaret's Episcopal Church membership consists of 
approximately 300 members composed of about 10% Negro membership. 
The Episcopal youth organization is composed of about 40 

high school teen-agers with the same racial balance which is 
led by Episcopal Curate Father WILLIAM WETZEL, a Negro. 

Source learned on Sunday evening, March 24, 1968, that STOKELY 
CARMICHAEL, former National Director of SNCC had been invited 
to Speak before the Episcopal youth group by Father WETZEL. 
The audience, which numbered approximately 130, was composed 
of 20 to 30 Episcopal youths, seven adult parishioners, and 
100 Negroes, none of which were parishioners. Many of the 
Negroes wore beatnik and African style hair and attire. 


STOKELY CARMICHAEL and about 100 Negroes arrived 
approximately 45 minutes late. He apologized for the delay 
stating he had spent the past five hours arbitrating a 
Negro youth gang dispute between the Blackstone Rangers and 
another south side Chicago gang. He then retired to a room 
to the rear of the speaker's platform with a few of his 
accomplices, 


Father WETZEL then had a collection taken to be 
presented to STOKELY CARMICHAEL as a honorarium. 


Father WETZEL then introduced a colleague of STOKELY 
CARMICHAEL by the name of CLEVELAND BROWN. BROWN is described 
as a Negro male, 30 years old, 5'8" tall, 140 pounds, medium 
complexion, brown hair cut normal, clean Shaven, neat appearing, 
Slender build, and a soft Speaker. CLEVELAND BROWN spoke for 
about 15 minutes on the theme of police brutality against Negroes, 
He told of a recent experience he had with police when he tired 
to lead a peaceful demonstration at Orangeburg, South Carolina, 
at a Negro college. He was badly beaten by the Orangeburg Police, 
then hauled off to a hospital andplaced in an isolation ward 
for 21 days. BROWN said he is now considered a fugitive by 
police because he has been charged with seven local violations 
in Orangeburg, South Carolina, and Atlanta, Georgia. 
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BROWN then introduced STOKELY CARMICHAEL who spoke 
for approximately 30 minutes, principally on the theme that 
NegroeS must arm themselves and unify. CARMICHAEL appeared 
Surprised to see white people in the audience and explained that 
he thought he would be talking to an all Negro audience so 
he would have to change the nature of his speech. He said his 
main reason for coming to Chicago was to create peace between 
Negro groups, CARMICHAEL through his speech would state a 
point and then repeat himself at least three times which 
Source thought was disconcerting, dull, and repetitious. 
CARMICHAEL made the following comments: "If any white men 
touch our black brothers we'll kill them"; "Black people must 





3 learn to stop fighting with each other"; "Organize and carry 
CP the fight to the streets"; "Black people must get guns and 
rE ammunition to defend themselves"; "To hell with the United 


States. To hell with Vietnam. The black people of the United 
States have always had to do the lowest and dirtiest jobs.

The source stated the meeting broke up without 
any incidents. The neighborhood remained calm and there 
were no arrests by the Chicago Police Department.

The reason for the "Black-In" was that 
the Valparaiso University Administration had only permitted 
50 Negroes to register at the school and the school has an 
enrollment of 4,000. Approaches made to the president of the 
college in an effort to have more Negroes admitted to the school 
apparently were not effective.

However, 
it was not until after the 
Emancipation Proclamation that 
the spirit of business enter- 
Priscs to root in the Negro 
elite. This wyc dus to their 
association with the Freecmen's 
to encourage thrift among the 
newly freed slaves. Although 
this premature business ven- 
ture failed shortly after its 
start, those Negro elites in- 
volved maintained their business 
experience, and some of the 
capitol (bread) acquired during 
“their reign. 
who vere free, had years of 
Freeódmen's" experience over 
the newly freed slaves. They 
quite naturally took over Black 
leadership. These Negro elites 
or "house Niggers," began open- 
ing shops and small businesses 
for their newly freed Black 
brothers. A small number of 
Negro elites went on more ےرم"‎ 
tensive busifiess ventures. 
ventures were found mostly in 
the field of banking. This was 
due to the experience given 
these Negro elites. 
in all areas of community life, 
education, religion, and fra- 
ternal organizations began to 
organize their own banks in a 
number of cities of the South.

to buy small faras in the poorer 
section of this area. The plan- 
tation system was also dying 

out in tidewater section of 
Virginia. Free Negroes in this 
area also bouznt up land. These 
farms were avout twenty-five 
acres or less, it may be assured 
that these farms vere used for 
subsistence rather that for com- 
mercial enterprises. In North 
Carolina where the plantation 
system was never as harsh 88 

in the states farther South 

free Negroes were able to ac- 
quire land, -In Louisiana where 
there was a multitude of mu- 
lattoes who were free, there 
prevailed a free Negro cor- 
munity of fantastic wealth. 
These free Negroes own plan- 
tations which range from 49,000 
to 200,000 dallars, and these 
plantaticns had from 40 to 100 
Black slaves. This was indeed 
the beginning of the Black 
bourgeoisie in the United States.

Members following MUHAMMAD's teachings and his interpretation of 
the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that the 
so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as 
"white devils," in the United States; and that the white race, 
because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 
will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon," 
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In the past, officials and members of the NOI,including

Midwest SNCC Conference 
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ROBERT ALFONZO BROWN, Director Chicago Branch; 
Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee, arranged a 
Midwest SNCC Conference to begin at noon Saturday, April 13, 
1968, and to continue through Sunday, April 14, 1968 
BROWN invited a number of individuals from outside Chicago 
from the Midwest area to attend the conference. 


At approximately 1:00 p.m. Saturday, April 13, 
1968, ROBERT ALFONZO BROWN arrived at Chicago Alderman 
A. A. "Sammy" Rayner Hall, 7127 South Chicago Street, 
and discovered that Chicago Police Department officers 
were already on the scene. Several officers BROWN 
recognized as being with the Human Relations Unit. They 
interviewed BROWN advising him that at his meeting on this 
date he had better be careful, not engage in any unlawful 
activity or make any inflammatory remarks or he would be 





£ subject to possible arrest. 
H ١ BROWN then warned each person individually that came 
C to the hall for the SNCC meeting that they were under police 
surveillance and to surreptitiously go to the meeting place 
which would be held that evening at 6:00 p.m. at 5008 South 
E Dorchester, Chicago. 


The meeting was held between 8:00 p.m. and 10:00 p.m. 
BROWN stated that no meeting should last longer than 2 hours 
g as no blacks should be together at one place toolong for 
security reasons. He said no one place should ever be used 
. for more than one such SNCC meeting. Approximately 20 to 25 
Negroes were in attendance at the meeting. No extensive 
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introductions were made as the majority appeared to how» one 
.apother. Four or five of the Negroes were from outside the 
Chicago area, however, the source reco:nized only "TUCK". 
ADDISON from Gary, Indiana, and FRANK :;ACKSON from Kalamazoo, 
Michirrr.

BROWN stated that similar SNCC meetings were being 
held in various places around the country. He said the 
black groups have to be ready to coordinate activities if 
the future black revolution is to be effective. He belittied 
the efforts by local black power groups to form a united 
black front. He explained that this is just a hoax and 
SNCC would not be part of it. SNCC must get itself and 
its associates together. They must organize so that each 
individual has his own "job" which would be in an 2 
which the individual himself feels to'be most important. 
Whatever "job" is selected by an individual it should be 
kept secret from other SNCC members and should absolutely 
remain that way, This type of security is necessary so that 
no one else can innocently or otherwise tell on another SNCC 
member. BROWN said in the future he would not be able to 
handle details of anyone's "job" and does not want to know 
any individuals "job" function. He said if members find 
themselves under surveillance by the police not to come to 
bim. He does not want to be restricted in his movements 
so he does not want to be involved in their problems. He 
said no black man should go to jail or submit to arrest. 

If danger of being arrested they should shoot it out with 
the police. 
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BROWN was asked for examples of what he meant by 
"job" and he implied that if someone wanted to do a job in 
a political field that person would select a politican 
or a public figure who is a danger to the movement or an individu» 
hindering the black power movement and the job would be to 
"remove" that individual. He indicated this type of "job" 
should be well organized and handled efficiently. He explained 
that such individuals should be handled by "us" before these 
individuals have a cnance to act against ۰ 
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BROWN said there will be a black convention in 
Chicago at the same time the Democratic National Convention 
is to be held. He expected black militants from all over 
the country to be in Chicago to "tear up the city." BROWN 
will see to it that Chicago is full of disturbances with 
the objective to keep the convention from being held and to 
make it necessary to move elsewhere.

As a further example BROWN said that in the field 
of eduction the SNCC member who takes this assignment for his 
"job" should keep in mínd the objective that all schools 
should be closed down, Black students should not be studying 
courses set up under the white system, The schools are not 
teaching subjects of interest to the black. The United States 
laws are not black laws and blacks have no responsibility to obey 
the white mans' laws, The blacks should not serve the white mar’ 
country and should not even consider tbemselves citizens of ths 
country. This country should be "wrecked", 


The crowd was attentive and generally quiet throughout 
BROWN's talk. BROWN was asked it he wanted to band out 
assignments on "jobs", BROWN refused and implied 
that each individual member is on his own and will have to 
determine, when, where, and what time to carry out his 
"job" x 


BROWN placed much stress on future security of 
operation. "TUCK" ADDISON commented that he was not interested 
in associating vith anyone who would have to be persuaded 
to handle a "job", All of the individuals in this meeting 
were expected to be committed to the movement. He did not 
want problems created by any individual member who was having 
trouble with the authorities. He said police and informers 
whose identities can be determined should be killed. He wanted 
to associate with people in the movement who have been in 
jail and can be trusted or who have been in the movement for 


a long time. He would not associate with any new member in the 
movement, 
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FRANK AUGUSTU (JACKSON is a sophmore student at Western 
Michigan University, Kalamazoo, Michigan, where he is a 
member of a recently chartered student organization called 
Black Action Movement (BAM).

We can 
explain to brothers that the honkies came to this country. 
The Indians took him in and fed him, showed him how to plant 
corn, to hunt, fish, how to adapt to this country and when. 
the Indians showed him that he wiped him out. We have to 
demonstrate to our people exactly what is going on because 
if we do not break off we're going to be dead. We can 
explain to the brother that when the honky went to South 
America he saw the Aztec Indians with their silver and 

their copper and all of their monuments, The Aztec 

Indians took him in showed him the silver. He fight, stole,it 
and wiped them out. 
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We are not teaching it tonight, we're giving 
facts. We'll tell you what we're preaching. 


The honkies went to Africa, We were milling 
in Africa. We were the greatest there was. He came, 
he got mad. He stole our gold, stole our diamonds, stole 
our copper, stole our zinc, and turned around and stoic us 
as well, 


He went to China. The Chinese had gunpowder, 
They used it for fireworks on their days of festivities, 
They sold it to the honkies. He refined it, made a gun, 
and came back, shot them all. I ask you to read the honkies' 
history and Show mc where he has gone where he has not conquered, 
where he is the majority or the minority. 


What we're dealing with today is the final showdown, 
the confrontation between the black and white around the world 
especially inside the United States, and since we're dealing 
with 1 final confrontation of black or white, we have to ask 
ourselves how will we survive, but brothers and sisters you 
don't have to worry because we're gonna Survive, and therefore 
he is capable of doing it. We must prepare ourselves... 
preparation, I always tell a little joke about the brother 
in Alabama. This honky came into a juke joint and just 
۳ sturted hitting on his brother and kicked him all down the 
፥ floor and the white man jumped up, he said, "Nigger if I 
: had my gun I'd kill you. The brother 5210 slide up against 
: the wall here, White man you mean to tell me you have...

52 caught without it, but there is another reason why we 
be say he is getting ready to commit genocide against us. He 
brought us here for'a specific reason to build this country. 
ዛቦ have built this country so it is the most powerful and 
richest country in the world. We built it. He no longer 
z has need of us. When you don't need something destroy it. 
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If its costing you much money destrov it. You get ríd of it. 
Now if we say that he is getting ready to do this thing to us 
and if we are talking about survival, then some of the 
conferences we lost last year, we must go beyond. 


We have three very important concepts which we must 
all understand very clearly in our minds, and these concepts 
are going to help to build the type of ideology that is going 
to bind us together as a group..to shoot thás whit man 
once and for all, that's very important. The first concept: 
We must have undying love for our people. I want to repeat that 
we must have undying love for our people, and that's the most 
important thing we have. If we have undying love for our 
people we would not be dying in Viet Nam. We would be 
dying in the streets of Chicago, We do not have undying 
love for our people because he has transferred the love 
that we once had for each other for relative things like 
this country. So we are willing to die for his country 
but we are not willing to die for our people. 


Response from audience. 


...first our people then, and only then you and me as individuals. 
Our people must come first. The only thing is that an undying 
love of our people is going to be very hard, because we hate 
each other so much, and we hate each other so much because 

we are taught how to hate each other; and if we are talking 
about building an undying love for our people we must begin 

to want..All of those things he taught us, the first thing 

he taught us was to hate black because that's us. It is no 
accident that we have such...statements about the blacks he 
‘taught us...Even today some of our people still want to be 
called Negro rather than be called black. It is because 

we have a hatred of that which is black that we hate ourselves, 
because black is like us which is why we do the things we do 
to each other, If we are going to turn it around, we must 

say we love the blacks.

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Unless we pet him to understand that concept he will continue 
to demind us. We must have such a strong love for our people 
that,.cannot disrupt us, cannot disrupt us. We must have such 
an undying love for our people that if a brother should have 
to go to Viet Nam we love him so much we will break his legs,

and we must do it in a spirit of love, not hate, We must have 
such an undying love for our people that when a brother says 

he does not want to go to Viet Nam that when the MPs come 

to get him, he got to get all of us.

We must have such an undying love for our people that we no 
longer say anything negative about our people. Nothing, 

from now on everything we say about our people must be positive. 
We cannot say anything, it must be positive. 


The second concept which is very important, flows 
from the first, and says every Negro is a potential black 
man, and we have to work with that concept to make all our 
brothers who is a slipping Negro yesterday, today he's a 
black nationalist...if the brother is a nationalist then who 
should help that bpother see the light and come on home. 
If we do not help that brother see the light the honkies 
are going to use him against us, but even more important 
than the honkies using him against us is that he is our 
people, flesh of our flesh, blood of our blood, and the honkies 
can't have any more they had enough. So we have to understand 
that concept. We must understand because too many people 
are running and talking about the toms...we never was no 
tom, we was a traitor not an uncle tom, but we don't have 
any more,..we do not have it because we do not have an undying 
love for our people. If we had an undying love for our people 
there...we would say to ourselves...we would work together 
in a spirit of love, a total friendship, and we would work 
for them. If they don't come home they are traitors to...kill 
traitors, but we do not want to emphasize killing our own 
people. That is negative. We want to emphasize bring the 
Negro home and making him black. That is what we must emphasize 
because we cannot fight our people and the enemy, We cannot. 
That is what we must emphasize because every Negro is a 
potential black man and that means he is a potential ally and 
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you do not alienate your potential ally. We must understand 
that concept. The brothers and the sisters who are still 
wandering. Let us take time, let us take love brother and 
bring them home, because if you got a converted Negro brother 
you got a strong black man. And let us remember that it was 
not too long ago that brother Malcolm X was speaking to us 
and we were kicking at him, Let us remember that black power 
is only two years old and we were kicking at that when it 
first came out. Let us remember where we were and we'll 
help everyone, We mugt bring all of our people home. 


Now then the thtrd concept and the most important 
concept and perhaps the most difficult concept is one we must 
spend some time with because it really is important. For 
black people the question of commubing is not just simply 
à question of land. It is a question of our people...for 
black people the question of commuting is not just a question 
of land it is a question of our color our people, and where 
we are, that is to say that when you go to a place you're 
not home until you're with your people. If you went to 
Los Angeles you would not be home until you moved to Watts. 
If you went to New York you would not be home until you 
moved to Harlem, If :you went to Detroit, you would not 
be home until you were on Riverside. Chicago, you would 
not be home until you were on the south or the west side. 
Pretty soon it will be the home city, and in Washington, D. C. 
the whole city is our's, but now we have to understand these 
concepts because if we understand these concepts we can break 
down this giant national barrier and it is honkies...In Cuba 
65% of the population is black. In Puerto Rico...In Panama 
45% of the population is black. In Sante Domingo 50% of 
‘the population is black. In Guatemala 50% of the population 
is black. In the West Indies the whole West Indies is black 
and when you in Africa the whole, the whole (unintelligible 
due to large response by audience), If we can begin to 
understand that concept we break down this giant thing the 
honkies have...you American Negro, you Canadian Negbpo, you 
Negro Negro...all of us because if we recognize that we would 
recognize that the black man in the world today is 900,000,000 
strong...We got 900,000,000 strategic, 900,000,000 strategic 
placed situations in the Western Hemisphere. The biggest 
"ietake this white man made was to mess with the African. He's 


going to pay for it. 
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Now then we have to talk about the concept of 
Negro versus African, because people are going to analyze...

We 
became Negroer Understand this concept clearly. The Negro 
and the slave are the same thing. We want to work with 
the concept a little bit more because we have to...now he 
stole us from Africa and more when he says we didn't steal 
you, they sold you out, and then we go around saying our 
people sold us out. The only reason he is sayng that is to 
keep us divided because if you believe your people sold you 
out wouldn't organize with them.

A. A. "Sammy" RAYNER and democrati congressional candidate: 
AUGUST "GUS" SAVAGE, The audience consisted generally of 
young people not of voting age,from the Forestville High 
School area.

NATION OF ISLAM, Formerly Referred to as 


THE MUSLIM CULT OF ISLAM, also known 
as MUHAMMAD'S TEMPLES OF ISLAM 


In January, 1957, a source advised Elijah Muhammad has 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as the "Nation 
of Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 


On May 5, 1967, a second source advised Elijah Muhammad 
is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); Muhammad's

MIDWEST COMMITTEE FOR PROTECTION OF FOREIGN BORN 


The Midwest Committee for Protection of Foreign 
Born (MCPFB) since the latter part of March, 1962, has maintained 
an office in Room 422-424, Manhattan Building, 431 South 
Dearborn Street, Chicago, Illinois. 


On July 16, 1947, Joseph Albert Poskonka, a 
member of the Communist Party (CP) from 1944 to about 1948, 
advised that the MCPFB was founded at a conference held in 
Chicago, Illinois, on May 25, 1947, and the MCPFB was to 
operate as the midwest organization of the American Committee 
for Protection of Foreign Born, (ACPFB). 


On May 5, 1955, ‘a source advised that in a 
"Statement of Principles," issued in April, 1955, by the MCPFB, 
it was noted that "The purpose of the Midwest Committee 1 
be to seek te perpetuate for the foreign born the fundamental 
concepts of gaquality, regardless of race, color, creed, 
nutionality, political belief or place of birth, and to preserve 
the basic ideals of liberty and hospitality, which serve as 
the guarantees of democracy for all Americans."

NATIONAL LAWYERS GUILD, CHICAGO CHAPTER

A recording of the remarks of Malcolm X at this meeting 
indicates that the aim cf the OAAU is to eliminate cifferences 
between Negroes so they can work together for "hum2n rights," 
while tbe initial objective is to “internaticnalize" the 
American civil rights movement by taking it to the United Nations. 
Little condemned the non-violert civil rights movement, ard 
claims that Negroes should be taught to protect therselves, when 
ane if necessary.

Koen set forth the following general purposes and, thereafter, 
returned to expand on several of the points: 


J. To get acquainted with our fellow revolutionaries 
in different, yet immediately adjacent, territories or areas. 


2. Although from different areas, to recognize that: 
it is a common system and a common enemy everywhere. 


3. Discuss the divide and conquer policy of the 
system. 
4. Discuss plans to move against the enemy. 
5. Discuss bond and court expenses. 
6, Roles of the groups and communications. 
7. Discuss national 06 of the groups 
from all areas, 


8. Discuss establishment of a central office 
for their (Midwest) area, 


Koen stated one of the main elements of a "revolution" 
is for the revolutionary to keep his "mouth shut", and each of 


the attendees had been invited because he is a revolutionary. 
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In expanding upon the subjects Koen stated that 
the enemy had recently subjected their groups to extreme 
harasament and injustice. 


Koen stated very recently the offices of the 

“National Black Liberators" in St. Louis had been raided 

' by police, without cause, on two or three occasions; the 
doors of the offices of the"Black Egyptians" in East St, 
Louis had been kicked down by the police; a primarily 
„women's school in East St. Louis had been raided by police 
who found only two guns and a knife after a thorough search; 
put most significant was because of the mass shooting which 
had occurred the previous week in East St. Louis which 
resulted in the deaths of four Negroes and the injuring of 
two others who were presently on the critical list. 


Koen did not restate the details of the above 
incident except to the extent it involved six magazine 
salesmen, two of whom Koen stated were legitimate, and the 
other four were undercover police officers. 

| 

Koen stated that as n result of the above, one 
"Swede" Jeffreys, a leader of the "War Lords" of East 
St. Louis, was unjustly REFES ted and charged with four 
counts of murder, 


Koen stated Jeffreys was arrested on the basis 
of an identification by one of the men who had been shot and 
died, but identified Jeffreys while under the influence of 
narcotics before death, 


Koen stated that the "War Lords" of East St. Louis, 
led by one "Pops", in attendance at the meeting, and described 
as about 40-45 years of age, was planning to follow one of 
two courses of action: 


1. To go with a group directly to the jail where 
Jeffreys is located and kill everyone necessary to free Jeffreys. 


2. To commence a planned, but random killing of 
the enemy one at a time in retaliation. 


Koon stated he, Koen, believed careful planning 
should be done; that the possible loss of several might not 
be worth more than the rescue of only one, but whatever course 
of action they, tho 'War Lords", decided to follow, they had 
the complete support and: encouragement of Koen, 
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Koen staved that Edward Crawford, above, who 
was to have attended the meeting, was to have rendered 
assistance or advice to the "War Lords" in the course 
of action they decided to follow. 





Koen stated the number one weapon of their 
groups is explosives, and that guns are secondary for use 


as a last resort. 
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Koen stated all the groups in East St. Louis 
have good contacts for explosives in that area, have some 
available or access to it at the present time, and additionally 
have a "Black Egyptian" available, who is 8 former service- 
man and a demolition expert, not further identified except 


located in East St. Louis. 


Koen thereafter discussed the establishment of a 
Central Office for the Midwest area, and stated that al- 
though Chicago is also being considered, Springfield is 
presently the first choice despite the fact there are more 
transportation problems involved ín travel to and from that 


city. 
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Koen stated it is tentatively planned that a Midwest 
Conference of all groups will be held February 8, 1969, in 
Chicago, Illinois, meeting site not designated, but one of 
the purposes will be to name or select a Midwest Council 
of representatives from the various groups. 
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| ١ Koen thereafter discussed generalities and stated 
he had just returned, no specifics disclosed, from a visit 
and conference in New York City, New York, with H., Rap Brown, 
former National SNCC Chairman, and had also just completed a 
trip to California relative to the Black Panther Partv (BPP).

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STUDENT NON-VIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE 


The Student Non-violent Coordinating Committee (SNCC), 
headquartered at 360-362 Nelson Street, S.W., Atlanta, Georgia, 
is.a nonmembership organization, which was born out of the 
sit-in movement that erupted across the South beginning in 1960, 


Today SNCC identifies itself as an organization in 
the revolutionary vanguard. It advocates that to be successful 
it is necessary to develop a revolutionary ideology and 
revolutionary program, 


According to SNCC, the year 1967 marked a historic 
milestone in the struggle for the liberation of black people 
in the United States and the year that revolutionaries throughout 
the world began to understand more fully the impact of the black 
movement.  SNCC declared that "liberation will come only when 
there is final destruction of this mad octopus--the capitalistic 
system of the United States with all its life-sucking tentacles 
cf exploitation and racism that choke the people of Africa, Asia, 
(8 and Latin America. The realities of black life, together with 
i rhe recognition instilled in SNCC workers, forced its members 
رہ‎ to further popularize the legitimacy of self-defense and 
rebellions when oppression became too great.” 





From May, 1966, until May, 1967, Stokely Carmichael 
was National Chairman of SNCC, As of July, 1968, Carmichael 
resided in Woshington, D.C,, where he was affiliated with 

` SNCC and active as temporary chairman of a black coalition 

^ group. In May, 1967, Carmichael was replaced by Hubert Geroid 
Brown, commonly known as H. Rap Brown, who served until June, 
1968. 
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In June, 1968, at the Staff and Central Committee 
rceting of SNCC held in Atlanta, Georgia, it was decided to 
1 restructure the organization by equalization of responsibility 
g by creating ten deputy or vice chairmanships. The primary 
١ purpose for this change is to take law enforcement pressure 
off any single individual.

On Juno 28, 1964, Malcolm X Little, founder and leader 
of the Muslim Mosque, Inc., (MMI), publicly announced the formation 
of a new, all Negro, militant civil rights action group to be 
known, AS the Organization of Afro-American Unity (OAAU), with the 
rally held by the MMI in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 166th 
Streets, New York City. 





A printed and published statement of basic OAAU aims 
reed by Malcolm X at this meeting indicates that it shall include 
"all" people of African descent in the Western Hemisphere, as 
well as "our" brothers and sisters on the African continent, It 
is patterned after the "letter and spirit" of thc Organization 
of African Unity established (by African heads of States) and Addis 


Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. 


A recording of the remarks of Malcolm X at this meeting 
jndicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate differences 
between Negroes so they can work together for "Human rights," 
while the initial objective is to "inter-nationalize" the American 
civil rights movement by taking ít to the United Nations. Little 
condemned the nonviolent civil rights movement and claims that 


“Negroes should be taught to protect themselves, when and if 


nocessary, The OAAU will sponsor a program for Negroes in 
education, politics, culture, economics and social reform, 


Malcolm X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, while 
addressing an OAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroom, New York City.

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CURRENT INCIDENTAL SIGNIFICANT DATA 


On June 13, 1969, and June 23, 105 MEE 
stated Cincinnati SNCC Educational Adviser, LEROY COSTON, 
also an official organizer of the Black Panther Party (BPP) 
in the Cincinnati, Ohio, area to date, has done nothing 
recently in furtherance of establishing a BPP Chapter or 
organization in the City of Cincinnati. 





Further information concerning the BPP is located 
in the appendix of this report. 


MOST RECENT SIGNIFICANT CONFERENCES AND ACTIVITIES 


advised on May 1, 1969, that the National 
Black Economic Development Conference (NBEDC) was held in 
Detroit, Michigan, from April 25 - 27, 1969. This conférence 
was attended by persons from all over the United States. 


MILTO ENRY, head of the Republic of New Africa 
(RNA) was the first speaker at the conference on April 26, 
1969. He had seven personal bodyguards with him but they 
did not have any visible firearms.  HENRY's main topic was 
that the RNA was demanding five southern states in the United 
States to be established as a Black country. He stated the 
RNA believes the Blacks are entitled to this land as they have 
worked for the whites and have developed the land. He stated 
the RNA would attempt to get these five states politically, 
but if this fails, they will take it with force of arms. 
' He noted that the whites killed to get this land and now the 
Blacks can kill the whites to get it. 


A characterization of the Republic of New Africa 
(RNA) is cóntained in the appendix of this report. 


Detroit, Michigan SNCC leader DAN ALDRIDGE, was the 
second speaker and he also spoke in favor of the RNA plan 
as set forth by MILTON HENRY. He stated the RNA will have 
its own army to defend their country composed of the five 
southern states they intend to get. He indicated the land 
will be used as cooperative farms rather than as personally 
owned farms under the Capitalist system. 
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After ALDRIDGE's speech, MILTON HENRY and ALDRIDGE 
held a caucus on the military aspects of the RNA. The caucus 
concluded that the RNA desired to develop a group of Blacks 
in each area of the country and train them in self defense 
and how to use all types of weapons. They are to be trained 
to the point where they would be willing to fight and die for 
the RNA. It was concluded at the caucus that the RNA might 
have to fight to get this land. The persons who attended the 
caucus were instructed to contact the local heads of the RNA 
Consulates for additional information and instructions. 


At the same time the RNA was having its caucus, 
SNCC was having a caucus with National SNCC leader JAMES 
FORMAN leading it. It was announced that a Black Manifesto 
had been prepared SNCC and the caucus was to plan the 
strategy to get it/passed in the General Assembly. 


JULIANYBOND was the third speaker of the day and 
he spoke on what the South was doing in trying to get land 
for the Blacks. He stated all of their efforts were non- 
violent. He talked about his problems in getting elected to 
the State Legislature and the problems he had in getting 
seated. The tenor of his speech was to gain more rights for 
the Blacks under the law. 


JAMES FORMAN started speaking at 6:30 p.m. and he 
pushed for the adoption of the Black Manifesto, which, in 
essence, demanded the sum of 500 million dollars from white 
religious institutions as reparations for the Black people 
for the wrongs to them committed by the white people. 


The RNA group opposed the adoption of the Black 
Manifesto and fought SNCC all through the meeting. The SNCC 
led forces had the most support and the Manifesto was adopted 
mblv at this time. 
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The conference schedule was not followed as a big 
iigul over the Black Manifesto broke out. The people split 
into general caucuses in tbe auditorium to discuss whether 
the Manifesto should be adopted or not. The RNA led the 
fight against the adoption of the Manifesto. 
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Most of FORMAN's SNCC members were not at the 
conference on April 27, 1969. They apparently thought the 
adoption of the Manifesto had been completed so they had 
remained in their motel. FORMAN called them all back to 
the conference,

The General Assembly was called back at 1:00 p.m. 
and the Midwest District offered a proposal to delete the 
sections of the Manifesto about ته‎ entering the churches 


and seizing property. 
FORMAN's SNCC group defeated this motion. 


The Southern and Western Districts also opposed 
the Manifesto but FORMAN's group defeated all the opposition. 
The Southern District noted that the provisions of the 
Manifesto had already been violated as the group had not 
forced their way into any churches on April 27, 1969. 


The fight over the Manifesto raged on. A motion 
was made from the floor to adjourn the meeting when FORMAN 
jumped up to the stage and was heard to say that the Manifesto 
could not be changed as it was already approved. The rest of 
the conference was one big argument and the conference broke 
without any further action being taken. 





This same source advised that UBCO is an "umbrella" 
organization which covers the activities of all Black organizations 
in Cincinnati. Its purpose is to promote operational unity 
between Afro-American organizations and to eliminate all 
forms of oppression and racism from the community.

A printed and published statement of basic OAAU aims 
read by Malcolm X at this meeting indicates that it shall include 
“all" people of African descent in the Western Hemisphere, as 
well as "our" brothers and sisters on the African continent. It 
is patterned after the "letter and spirit" of thc Organization 
of African Unity established (by African heads of States) and Addis 


Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. 


A recording of the remarks of Malcolm X at this meeting 
indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate differences 
between Negroes so they can work together for "Human rights," 
while the initial objective is to "inter-nationalize" the American 
civil rights movement by taking it to the United Nations.

This document stated, in part, that RAM was officially 
organized in the Winter of 1963 by Afro-Americans who support the 
revolutionary objectives of Robert F. Williams, now residing in 
Duba, and his concept of organized violence to achieve the liberation 
of the Afro-American people in the United States. This Manifesto 
d*--lcsed that RAM had oriented its program to one of education and 
political revolution and the organization of a "black" political 
party with revolutionary objectives, having recognized the need for 
a "black revolution" that could and would seize power. RAM philosophy 


. 1s described in this document as one of revolutionary nationalism, 


that is, one involving the struggles of the nonwhite races of the 
world against exploitation and enslavement by the white capitalist 
aiid imperialist nations.

Regarding Williams, it should be noted that on August 28, 
1961, a Federal warrant was issued at Charlotte, North Carolina, 
charging him with Unlawful Flight to Avoid Prosecution for the crime 
cf klanapping. . Subsequent to the issuance of this warrant, Williams 
fled the Urfited States to Cuba, where he now publishes a monthly 
newsletter entitled "The Crusader" from Havana.

We are not concerned with dining at the 
Sheraton Hotel when we cannot put enough food for our 
families on our own tables. We are not worried about 
sleeping at a Holiday Inn when our own housing is bad 
and the rent outrageous. We don't look forward to 
beiding big executive positions when they won't hire us, 
it is for & two bit job. 


"We can't effect changes because we have no 
officials who are responsible to our needs. Our voting 
44atricts are divided in such a way as to never show our 
true voting strength. If they do respond to our needs it 
is done adversely: like the Mayor designating public 
parks for National Guardsmen in case of 'riots'. instead 
of tryíng to solve the problem of poor housing, public 
housing, police brutality and unemployment the city 
'fáthers' react to the probability of 'riots'. 
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"What we do want is power. The power to make 
decisions that affect our lives from day to day. That 
is, the power to get rid of the cracker cop in our 
neighborhood The power to control the housing in which 
we live The power to get rid of racist congressmen and 
city councilmen, In short we want the power to control 
our own communities. 


"Once we do this we will be able to build up 
cur neighborhood schools to a higher standard. We 
can maintain the money that usually leaves the 
community in the hands of white store owners and 
businessmen who exploit us daily (selling rotten 
meat at high prices). And we will be able to elect men 
who are responsible to us and our needs, and not to 
the white power structure. To do this we need unity 
among ourselves and crganization. It is time we 
demand our frcedom, are you ready to move toward 
liberation? Talk with your friends, dicsuss this 
lezrlet and let's begin to get together.

The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
“radically transform" the university ccormunity, and provide 
for its complete control by students. Gus Hall, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of

On May 5, 1967, ia second. S&eurce advised Elijah 
Muhammad is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); 
Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of the NOI; 
and in mid-1960 Muhammad and other NOI officials, when referring 
to Muhammad's organization on a nationwide basis. commenced 
using either "Mosque" or "Temple" when mentioning one of 
"Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan Muhammad 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the United States. Members following Muhammad's teachings 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no such 
thing as a Negro; the so-called Negroes are slaves of the white 
race, referred to as "white devils," in the United States; and 
the white race, because of its exploitation of the so-called 
Negroes, must and will be destroyed in the approaching "War of 

.Armageddon." 


In the past, officials and members of the NOI, includ- 
ing Muhammad have refused to register under the provisions of 
the Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe 
no allegiance to the United States. 


On May 5, 1958, the first eogrce advised Muhammad 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
Statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government; bowever, he did 
not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organization.

STUDENT NONVIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE 


Literature distributed by the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC), headquartered at 360-362 Nelson 
Street, S.W., Atlanta, Georgia, describes itself as not being 
a membership organization, but rather an agency attempting 
to stimulate and foster the growth of local protest movements. 
SNCC was born out of the sit-in movement which erupted across 
the South beginning on February 1, 1960. A conference at 
Raleigh, North Carolina, that Spring, brought together many 
of the demonstrating Southern students in a loose network of 
militant youth which was officially named SNCC in October, 
1960. 1 

A source has advised that in May, 1966, Stokely 
Carmichael was elected National Chairman by the Central 
Committee. In May, 1967, Carmichael was replaced as Chairman 
by H. Rap Brown, with Carmichael assuming the position of 
Recruiter and Organizer for the SNCC. In August, 1967, at the 
invitation of Fidel Castro, Carmichael participated in the 
Organization of Latin American Solidarity Conference which was 
held in Havana, Cuba. Subsequent thereto, Carmichael traveled 
to Hanoi and other sections of North Vietnam. He returned to 
the United States in December, 1967, at which time his passport 
was picked up because of travel to unauthorized countries. 


A source advised that when Carmichael was elected 
Chairman of SNCC, the organization embarked on a program of 
eliminating Caucasians from its ranks. With the election of 
H. Rap Brown as Chairman in 1967, it embarked on a worldwide 
struggle for human rights and to take a firm stand against 
violations of these rights by the American Government and to 
the draft and to the United States involvement in Vietnam. 


Literature distributed in February, 1968, identifies 
SNCC as an organization in the revolutionary vanguard. It 
advocates that to be successful it is necessary to develop 
5 rcvolutionary ideology and revolutionary program.

On August 13, 1967, while addressing a group in the 
Watts area of Los Angeles, California, H. Rap Brown said "You 
better shape up America, or we'll burn you down." Later 
in February, 1968, in a publicized note Brown wrote, "America, 
if it takes my death to organize my people to revolt against 
you and to organize your jails to revolt against you and to 
organize your children, your God, your poor, your country, and . 
to organize mankind to rejoice in your destruction and ruin, 
then here's my life."

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it 
is known today, came into being at a founding convention held 
at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962, The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
"radically transform" the university ce~munity, and provide 
for its complete control by students, Gus Hall, Gencral 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Fransisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SNS as a pact of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us", 

At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anticoumunist 
Proviso was removed from the SDS constitution, In the 

October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes", the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 

some communists in SDS and they are welcome, The national 
headquarters of this organization as of April 18, 1967, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois.

On August 13. 1968, Dallas SNCC held a press conference 
at 3010 Meadow Street a building adjoining Mount Olive Lutheran 
Church 3100 Forest Avenue Dallas. Seven members of SNCC were 
present, including MARIGN ERNEST MC MILLAN, II, MATTHEW DONALD JOHNSON; 
MELVIN JOHNSON: EDi;4ERD HARRIS; FRED LOUIS BELL: (first rare unknown) 
CLAY; and an unknown Negro male, 


MRION MC MILLAN read a prepared press release objecting 
to the passing of a Dallas City Ordinance which gives the mayor 
of Dallas the power to call in the National Guard in the event of 
a riot. Following the reading of the prepared statement. there was 
a short question and answer pericd for the press. On being asked if SNC: 
members intended to start a riot because of the new crdinance, MC MILLAN 
replied that the ordinance would be the cause of a riot, not the SNCC 
organization. When asked if this was a warning of a riot, MC MILLAN 
stated that thic was nef 5 warning, but a promise of a riot that would 
be causcdonly by the new ordinance and the effect it would have on the 
png Negro people. 
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The prepared press release is set out below: 
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STUDENT NONVIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE 


Literature distributed by the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC), headquartered at 360-362 Nelson 
Street, S.W., Atlanta, Georgia. described itself as not being 
a membership organization, but rather an agency attempting to 
stimulate and foster the growth of local protest movements. 

SNCC was born out of the sit-in movement which erupted across 
the South beginning on February 1, 1960. ለ conference at 
Raleigh, North Carolina, that Spring, brought together many 

of the demonstrating Southern students in a loose network of 
militant youth which was officially named SNCC in October, 1960. 


A source has advised that in May, 1966, Stokely 
Carmichael was elected National Chairman by the Central Committee. 
In May, 1967, Carmichael was replaced as Chairman by H. Rap 
Brown, with Carmichael assuming the position of Recruiter and 
Organizer for the SNCC. 1n August, 1967, at the invitation 
of Fidel Castro, Carmichael participated in the Organization 
of Latin American Solidarity Conference which was held in 
Havana, Cuba. Subsequent thereto, Carmichael traveled to Hanoi 
and other sections of North Vietnam. He returned to the United 
States in December, 1967, at which time his passport was picked. 
up because of travel to unauthorized countries. 


A source advised that when Carmichael was elected Chair- 
man of SNCC, the organization embarked on a program of eliminating 
Caucasians from its ranks. With the election of H. Rap Brown as 
Chairman in 1967, it embarked on a worldwide struggle for human 
rights and to take a firm stand against violations of these rights 
by the American Government and to the draft and to the United 
States involvement in Vietnam. 

Literature distributed in February, 1968, identifies 
SNCC as an organization in the revolutionary vanguard. It advocates 
that to be successful it is necessary to develop a revolutionary 
ideology and revolutiohary program. 


On August 13, 1967. while addressing a group in the Watts 
area of Los Angeles, California, H. Rap Brown said "You better shape 
up America, or we'll burn you down." Later in February, 1968, in 
a publicized note Brown wrote, "Amcrica, if it takes my death to _ 
organize my people to revolt against you and to organize your jails 
to revolt against you and to organize your children, your God, 
your poor, your country and to organize mankind to rejoice in 
your destruction and ruin, then here's my life." 
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"US", Also Known As 
"US", Incorporated 
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Articles of Incorporation filed September 14, 1966, 
with the Secretary of Stats of the State of California, indicate 
"US" is a non-profit corporation with its office located 
at 8211 South Broadway, Los Angeles, California. One of the 
primary purposes of "US", as set down in the Articles of 
Incorporation, is to "give the Afro-American people a sense 
of purpose...based on their collective efforts and vocation 
of building an Afro-American culture." 


A source, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, made availakle a copy of a booklet entitled, 
"The Quotable Karenga‘, authored by MAULANA RON KARENGA, 
also known as Ronie McKinley Everett, the Founder-Chairman 
oi "US". Regarding culture, this booklet advises: 
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.US is a cultural organization dedicated to 
the creation, recreation and circulation of Afro-Ame:ican 
culture....The seven criteria for culture are. (1) Mythology 
(2) History (3) Social Organization (4) Political Organization 
(5) Economic Organization (6) Creative Motif (7) Ethos....We 
must free ourselves culturally before we succeed politically...." 
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Regarding revolution, this booklet advises: 


Y "...You must have a cultural revolution before the 
E violent revolution. The cultural revolution gives identity. 
purpose and direction....The revolution being fought now is 
a revolution to win the minds of our people. If we fail 
to, win this we cannot wage the violent one....When the word 
is given we'll see how tough you are. When it's 'burn', 
let's see how much you burn, When it's 'kill', let's 
see how much you kill. When it’s ‘blow up’, let's see how 
much you blov up. And when it's 'take that white girl's 
head too', we’ll really see how tough you are.... " 
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Regarding politics, thi^ booklet advises. 


. We must concern ourselves with legitimacy 
and not legality. Legitimacy is what Black people feel they 
need.  Legality is set up by the system and no system can 
condemn itself. Laws are made to perpetrate a system, not

"destroy it....We must move in every level possible to get 
power. If we have to get power by talking to the man--let's 
get it. If we have to get power by making alliances with 
Africa and Ásia--let's get it. We have an organization 
that thinks, acts, breathes the question of power...." 
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Regarding religion, this booklet advises: 


.The Christian is our worst enemy. Quiet as 
it's kept it was a Christian who enslaved us. Quiet as it's 
kept it's the Christian that burns us. Quiet as it's kept 
it's a Christian that beats us down on the street; and quiet 
as it's kept, when the thing goes down it'11 be a Christian 
that's shooting us down. You have to face the fact that if 
ው the Christian is doing all this there must be something wrong 
2 with Christianity...." 
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"JESUS said, 'My blood will wash you white as 
snow’. Who wants to be white but sick 'Negroes', or worse 
yet--washed that way by the blood of a dead Jew. You know 
if Nadinola bleaching cream couldn't do it, no dead Jew's 
blood is going to do it...." 
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A second source, who has furnished reliable informa- 
tion in the past, advised that new members of "US" are 
reqired to study and memorize the booklet entitled, "The 
Quotable Karenga" 


The first source advised that "US" membership 
is divided into three levels. The first level is comprised 
of new members who engage in the study of the Swahili 
language, Karate and cultural acitivites such as arts and 
sewing. The second level is comprised of members who act 
as office guards and make speeches. The third, and highest 
level of membership, is the leadership level and only members 
of this level may engage in travel. Membership in "US" 
is limited to males and females of the Negro race. 
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have completed their instructions in the Swahili language 
they are then assigned Swahili names which they use in lieu of 
their given names.

14, 1968 on Page 3 contained an article entitled "Johnson-McMillan 
Appeal Fund". The article reported that MATTHEW JOHNSON and 
ERNIE MC MILLAN, who worked for the SNCC and residents of Dallas, 
were arrested, indicted and convicted of a felony for destruction 
of property over $50 in value. They were then sentenced to ten 
years each in the State Penitentiary at Huntsville, Texas.. 
The article emphasized that neither man had a previous criminal 
record before this incident. The article further stated that an 
appeal for a new trial was being made to the Texas Court of 
Criminal Appeals by attorneys FRANK P. HERNANDEZ and VINCENT ۰ 
PERINI. - 
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Cest of the initial defense, including attorneys, court | 
costs and expenses amounted to $9,850, which did not include 

bail money for the two men. In addition, $800 was estimated 

for the cost of transcripts for the first trial. Estimated 

amount of money needed was determined to be $10,650, exclusive ۱ 
of bond money. Of this amount, $3,327.09 has been raised to H 
date which included $127.09 obtained from a group of Perkins 
students. 


It was also noted that the National Council of 
Churches had pledged $3500 to be received within a week's 
time. This left a balance of $3,823 yet to be raised for 
the appeal. ;

When MATTHEW DONALD JOHNSON joined the SNCC 
organization in Dallas, Texas in the summer of 1968, he 
pushed for greater militancy against the whites. He had the 
group adopt what has been termed the "hot seat". This is a 
procedure in which an individual is seated in a chair in the 
middle of a darkened room. A record of a monologue of LEROI 
JONES preaching white hatred is played in the background, 
followed by & second record of African drums. With the 
playing of the second record, a flashlight beam is focused 
on various pictures on the wall in the room showing Negroes 
being burned alive, lynched, or tortured in some manner by 
leering white men. The person in the "hot seat" is then 
questioned by SNCC members regarding his thoughts about these 
pictures and his feelings about white people. This brain- 
washing continues usually for a period of three hours. A 
person is then indoctrinated into the group or leaves and 
does: not return. 


During discussions to take over white-owned 
businesses, MATTHEW JOHNSON has advocated that in order to 
take over white firms in a Negro area, you should - 


1) Write a letter to the particular owner asking 
him to sell bis business; if not met with 
response, 


2) Blow up a building near the store to whom 
the letter was written; 


3) Write a second letter stating the store 
was missed on purpose but if his business 
is not sold, his building will not be 
missed the next time.

KIRKPATRICK has 
further stated that he conniders most Negroes ere ashamed that 
they are Negroes and have never developed a sense of self- 
reliance. KIRKPATRICK reportedly hopes, through SNCC, to "ጅ8- 
Surrect the minds of the Negroes" and to teach then to become 
self-reliant, productive members of society; and, to unify 

the black man in such a manner as to cause hin to move into the

She talked of the places where she had been, riot- 5 
torn places, back trough the years, She mentioned Harlem, à 
Newark, Cleveland, Philadelphia, Detroit, Los Angeles, Cam- 
bridge and Cuba.

: cal lines to set up something like the "Black Panthers" in 1 
^ Alabama or the "Mtsissippi Freedom Democratic Party" in 
Mississippi.

On Sunday, August 13, 1967, a "Black Power" forum 
Sponsored by Spartacists was held at the residence of DOUG 
and HELENE HAIRLINE, 3207 Revere, Apartment 4, Houston, Texas. 


The topic for this forum was "Social Revolution", 
There was a discussion of various phases of Marxist revolution 
under the topic of social revolution. The main speaker was 
SHIRLEY STOUTE, ۱ 


STOUTE's talk dealt with economic, political, and 
defense-measure aspects of social revolution. She discussed 
"Black Power" and said it had been misinterpreted by the 
power structure, Negro leaders and civil rights leaders. She 
mentioned former U.S. Representative ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, 
saying that POWELL supported Black Power as long as it was 
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fie within the Democratic Party structure. She said this was 
impossible because white power was the dominant factor in 


the Democratic Party. 


STOUTE discussed what could be done along the line 

of establishing social yevolution where Black Power would 
assist. She said Black Power should control everything in 

the commnity of the black people; that revolt should be 

made against landlords, shopkeepers, the police department, 
city government and so forth, in order to estdiish Black Power; 
that Negroes had to be organized politically; that, for 
example, if Negroes made up ten per cent of the population of 
ھچ‎ area,then there should be ten per cent of Negroes in the 
city government, the police force and similar public activity. 
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LEE OTIS JOHNSON asked a question regarding defense 
which was believed to refer to defense of Negroes, and STOUTE 
referred to the riots in Detroit. She said one must look at 
previous incidents, in proper perspective, and proceedin the 

j light of that knowledge. JOHNSON appeared to argue a point in 
favor of a Mafia-type approach wherein persons would be pre- 
vailed upon to get in line with Black Power or be put out of

de 1967, a vigil was held by several individuals in the vicinity 
Eg of LBJ Ranch, Johnson City, Texas, in view of the LBJ Ranch 
uES house. Some of the participants held placards which protested 
E United States action in Vietnam. 
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Among the several speakers at this occasion was 
FRANKLIN ALEXANDER who was introduced as National] Chairman 
of the W,E.B. DuBois Clubs of America, from Chicago, Illinois. 


ALEXANDER said that it had become inescapably 

clear that we recognize that we have to oppose, in a funda- 
mental way, the kind of systag the kind of people, that carry 
out the Vietnam war, He then severely criticized the power 
structure in the United States. He quoted figures on the 
casualties of Negroes and pointed out that Negroes were being 
"murdered" at a ratio of two tokone over whites who were being 
killed in the Vietnam War. He said that a Negro should refuse 
to participate in the Vietnam War by any means available. 


The next speaker was LEE OTIS JOHNSON, a male Negro, 
wno is affili&ted with SNCC, Houston, Texas, 


JOHNSON stated, in part, that white people could 
not be trusted in any way, that they did nothing but lie and 
deceive, and that he had nothing in his heart regarding any 
white people but hatred, envy and malice. 


JOHNSON then commented on the difficulties that 
had been taking place at Texas Southern University (TSU), 
Houston, Texas, He said that he attended TSU where efforts 
were made to "whitewash" his brain. He said that TSU was going 
to be closed down. 


JOHNSON then noted that, after seeing the people 


who were on hand participating in the Easter vigil on this occa- 


sion, and who were taking a positive position against the

On September 23, 1967, the "September 24, 1967 Interim 


Convening Committee" met at the University YMCA, 2200 Guada- 


lupe, Austin, Texas, commencing about 1:30 PM. LEE OTIS JOHNSON 


and F.D. KIRKPATRICK of Houston, Texas were in attendance,. 


The role of the committee was described as being to 
set up an agenda for a state-wide National Conference for New 
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Politics (NCNP) convention that would identify Mexican- 
Americans, the civil rights mogement and the political position 
of poor whites whereby they would be able to determine who 

they should support in the 1968 elections; whether they 

should support national candidates, or whether they should 

be comcerned with the state-wide political scene, 


At the meeting, there was some discussion of the 
position this committee would take with respect to the 
Vietnam War. One man at the meeting who appeared to be of 
Mexican origin and was allegedly from the Rio Grand Valley 
area of Texas stated that the Mexican people went along with 
the government on the Vietnam War; that there were not any 
left-wing Mexicans to whom the position might be stated. There 
followed considerable discussion. It was finally agreed that 
the people of Mexican descent at this conference would invite 
the most left-wing Mexican-Americans to the convention to 
handle the» position of Me3ican-Americans at that time. 


F.D. KIRKPATRICK stated the position of the Negroes. 
He felt that less fortunate white people and Negroes could 
reach a happy medium of agreement. He said the people in 


NCNP had to recognize the position of the Negro in re-establish- 


ing his identity in the United States before the Negro could 
function properly in any political set-up. 


LEE OTIS JOHNSON,who is a leader of SNCC at Houston, 


Texas, stated that he could only be involved with an organization 


that takes a definite stand and recognizes the position of the 
African nations. 


The meeting recessed for dinner at about 6:00 PM 
and reconvened at about 7:30 PM. There was discussion con- 
cerning the date, loca and name of tke conference of the 
NCNP to be heid in Texas, It was decided that the convention 
would be entitled "Conference for New Texas" and would be 
held in Austin, Texas on November 17, 18, 19, 1967. The purpose 
of-the conference was described as: to establish communications 
among interested groups as well as coordination among them 
and to destroy the old political system and replace it with 
New Politics. 


Concerning who should be invited to the convention, 
it was decided that ten persons should handle the whole struc- 
ture of-the convention and that they would represent everybody 
else as a steering committee. Among the persons designated 
to be on the steering committee were F.D. KIRKPATRICK, LEE 
OTIS JOHNSON, FRED BRODE and CHARLES SMITH. 
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CHARLES SMITH reportedly is a teacher of Freshman 
Mathematics at the University of Texas, Austin, Texas. At 
this meeting on September 23, 1967, it was suggested by one 
individual that certain people including members of the 
Communist Party (CP) should be excluded from NCNP activites. 
That suggestion touched off a big harangue and CHARLES SMITH 
stated words to the effect that "I am a member of the CP, If 
you exclude any ofthese persons you will be playing into the 
hands of the power structure, They use these methods to divide 
and conquer".

A Wass meeting was held on the evening of June 19, 
1967 at True Light Missionary Baptist Church, 4017 Hamilton, 
Houston, Texas, where two national leaders of SNCC were the 
principal speakers, namely JAMES FORMAN and H. RAP BROWN. 
During the early part of the meeting, KELTON SAMS, a former 
Student at TSU, Houston, Texas, discussed a TSU incident which 
had occurred approximately one month previously wherein he 
was critical of the Houston Police Department and of TSU poli- 
cles. He recommended that SNCC people contact people on the streets 
and door-to-door and of distribution of leaflets to publicize 
this incident and make known the facts of the situation; further, 
that these SNCC people should attempt to recruit people for the 
oNCC organization, 


; SAMS introduced JAMES FORMAN as a national SNCC 
leader, FORMAN spoke for a while and discussed the promotion

FORMAN said that with respect to the TSU incident, 
there had been some legal entanglement where money was involved 
sid that parties concerned in this matter were National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People .(NAACP) and attor- 
neys handling the cases for five TSU students who were arrested 
in connection with rioting at TSU and who had remained 
in jail in Houston for an extended period of time. He pointed 
out there was some question as to what had happened to $7,000 
in donations that nad been collected for the assistance of 
cuese five TSU students. An appeal was made by FORMAN to the 
audience to contribute a this time and church baskets were 
passed around for a collection. FORMAN discontinued his dis- 
cussion at this point. 


H. RAP BROWN was then introduced as the replacement 
-or STOKELY CARMICHAEL as national head of SNCC. BROWN was 
critical of "nunkys", FBI, Houston Police Department, CIA 
and all other agencies which he felt were represented by 
“watchdogs” at this meeting. He was also critical of news 
media present at the meeting. He then launched into routine 
Giscussion which sounded like an echo of CARMICHAEL. Along this 
line, he asked for solidarity within SNCC ranks.

- BROWN talked of the "TSU Five", inferring that these 
were the five TSU students who had been previously arrested in 
connection with rioting at TSU on what he referred to as 
"trumped up" charges. He said it was stupid to think that five 
Negro males could have held one gun and pulled the trigger 
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resulting in the murder of a policeman in Houston, noting 

that these five individuals were charged with murder of a 
policeman. He said that by utilization of the right method it 
could be possible to get the "power structure” to bring 
pressure to bear upon the Chief of Police and Mayor in Houston. 


BROWN initiated a question and answer session. MILLARD 
LOWE who has been active with the SNCC organization at TSU in 
Houston during the paBt year asked a question regarding the 
Similarity of Cincinnati to Houston in that he felt the Negro 
Slums and ghettos in Houston were scattered over the city. 
He inquired as to what could be done in the case of Houston. 
BROWN said that organization in each ghetto should be strict 
and thorough with liaison set up between these ghettos. He 
recommended that efforts be made to distract attention from the 
main rioting section, by methods which he outlined previously, 
wherein rioting would break out in scattered areas of a city. 


Another question put to BROWN was regarding what had 
happened to $7,000 raised by the NAACP. Following this question, 
a quantity of "double talk"ensued, Nobody assumed blame for the 
missing $7,000, FORMAN and BROWN indicated they were going to 
locate the $7,000 before they left Houston. 


An attorney was introduced who was allegedly defend- 
ing the "TSU Five", It was stated that he was a graduate ef 
Yale Law School, It was pointed out that if Yale could produce 
presidents, senators and similar prominent personages, then 
this attorney was undoubtedly all right. It was indicated that 
utmost confidence in him was had. 


BROWN said that it would be desirable to have full 
cooperation of the Negro community witn SNCC to organize a 
"set up" in Houston, presumably similar to the arrangement 
which he had described for Cincinnati. He said this was a "must" 
and could not be delayed any longer. He stated he and FORMAN 
would have to stay in Houston until they knew the "ISU Five" 
were out of jail. The attorney representing the "TSU Five" had 
indicated these five individuals would be out of jail by noon, 
June 20, 196T; that the San Antonio NAACP had provided necessary 
property bonds for release of these individuals, which property 
bonds had to be checked out by Harris County authorities. 


Regarding contributions, FORMAN stated that requests 
Should he made of people in Houston for regular monthly or 
weekly contributions as these persons were in a position to 
contribute; that professional Negroes who wouid not have a 
ig income at this time, if it had not been for the civil rights 
movement, should be expected to contribute freely. 
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É It could be estimated there were at least 200 persons, 
and possibly as many as 250, present at this gathering.

There was also discussion regarding what could be done 
to improve the image of the TSU 5 outside of Texas. The question 
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was: raised as to how many of the TSU Five could be encouraged 
to go on a speaking tour. It was decided that efforts would 
be made to make financial arrangements for some activity in 
this regard. 


Leaflets for distribution were scheduled to be run 
off on the night of September 19, 1967 in order that 
they would be ready to be distributed the morning of September 
20, 1967. The ultimate goal is to get the 51 ex-students 
admitted to TSU or close TSU down.

Following the riots at Texas Southern University (TSU), 
Houston, Texas in May, 1967, about 51 students were expelled 
from that university. 


As a result of the riot in which an officer of the 
Houston Police Department (HOPD), Houston, Texas was shot 
and killed, five students were indicted at Houston, Texas, and 
they became known locally as "The TSU Five", They were: FLOYD 
NICHOLS, DOUGLAS WAYNE WALLER, TRAZAWELL FRANKLIN, CHARLES 
FREEMAN and JOHN PARKER, 


Those five students, along with STANLEY WRIGHT and 
WILLIAM RICHARDS, filed suit in U.S. Federal Court, Houston, 
seeking a mandatory injunction ordering the TSU administration 
to permit the students to re-enroll at that university. On or 
about September 28, 1967, a federal judge at Houston ruled 
against the students and denied them the injunction, 


Thereafter, the aforementioned seven individuals 
joined with the remaining 51 students, who had been expelled, 
in filing a petition in the 126th District Court, Travis County, 
Austin, Texas, seeking 4 court order permitting them enroll- 
ment. Among the stuđents who had joined the petition were 
JIMMIE LAZARE, Reverend F.D. KIRKPATRICK, LEE OTIS JOHNSON, 
CARL. MOORE, MILLARD LOWE, ROBERT TUCKER and CLARICE. BUCKLEY. 
Judge JIM MEYERS of that court began hearing the matter on or 
about September 26, 1967. MEYERS refused to give consideration 
to the petition of. the TSU Five, STANLEY WRIGHT and WILLIAM

handed down at Houston refusing their readmission was finally

One of the 
speakers was LEE OTIS JOHNSON who criticized "nonkies" and 
said it was necessary to get rid of cops and to get Chinese 
and everything white, out of the Negro neighborhoods, 


JOHNSON also said that if a police officer stopped 
8 car and failed to say "Mr." or "Mrs." in addressing the 
Negro occupants, the occupants should refuse to produce their 
drivers license; that instead, the occupants should call for 
help fron Negroes in the area and then beat the "honky" 
policeman up. Among those present at the demonstration was 
FRED BRODE and LAURA BRODE.

On August 11, 1967, at about 5:00 PM, a rally was held 
by SNCC at the intersection of Gregg and Nance Street, Houston, 
Texas, under the overpass of Interstate Highway 10. One of 
the several speakers was LEE OTIS JOHNSON who condemned "honkies 
and complained of white men fraternizing with Negro women by 
night. He recommended that when "honky" cops come into Negro 
areas to make arrests, everycne should converge on them and 
beat them to death. 


The August 24, 1967 issue of The Houston Post, a 
daily newspaper published at Houston, Texas, carried an article 
entitled "Welch Urges Negro Group: Keep Peace", That article 
in part stated that "An uneasy peace hangs over Houston and 
poor judgment by any of its citizens could change it into 
violence, Mayor Louie Welch told Lee Otis Johnson" head of 
the Houston Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee, The 
article went on to state that "Johnson said he subscribesto 
everything Rap Brown, national SNCC chairman, stands for but 
that the group does not advocate violence - only retaliation".

. Houston SNCC held a demonstration under the overpass 
where Interstate Highway 10 passes over Gregg Street in 
Houston, Texas, during the evening of August 28, 1967.

Vietnam, primarily by demonstrations in public areas. It 
had no headquarters location and depended upon HCAV partici- 
pants on a voluntary basis for performance of any necessary 5 
functions such as preparation of announcements و‎ leaflets, and t 


related work.

As of January 1, 1967, HCAV became known as e ۱ 
Committee to End the War in Vietnam (HCEWV). 


On February 3, 1967, at an HCEWV meeting in Houston, 
election of officers was held. Positions in HCEWV were then 
set up and were filled by voting or acclamation. Officers 
took these positions for a period of six months duration. As 
of February 3, 1967, the following persons assumed the posi- 
tions indicated:

A source advised that on October 26 - 27, 1963, a 
conference of members of the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), 
including national functionaries, met in Chícago, Illinois, 
for the purpose of setting in motion forces for the estab- 
lishment of a new national Marxist-oriented youth organiza- 
tion which would hunt for the most peaceful transition to 
Socialism. The delegates were told that it would be reason- 
able to assume that the young socialists attracted into this 
new organization would eventually pass into the CP itself. 


A second source has advised that the founding con- 
vention for the new youth organization was held from June 
19 - 21, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, 
California, at which time the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of 
America (DCA) was adopted. Approximately 500 delegates from 
throughout the United States attended this convention. 


The second source advised in September, 1966, that 
Mike Zagarell, CPUSA Youth Director, stated that in Negro 
communities the Party still supported the plan to build 
"left" socialist centers and to solidify the Party base 
through the DCA. This source also advised in September, 


1966, that Daniel Rubin, CPUSA National Organizational Secre- 
tary, stated the Party believes the DCA should have a working- 
class outlook and be a mass organization favorable to social- 


ism, socialist countries and Marxism, and in April, 1967, 
advised that Gus Hall, CPUSA General Secretary, indicated 
the DCA primary emphasis should be on developing mass re- 
sistance to the draft.

LEE OTTS JOHNSON, former Chairman of Houston SNCC, 
was ousted both as an officer and member of Houston SNCC in 
late 1967 and in December of that year, new officers were 
etcted for Houston SNCC. 


Since that time, LEE OTIS JOHNSON has nonetheless 
on various occasions reportedly held himself forth to indi- 
viduals and to the public as continuing to remain a represen- 
tative or member of 851106 . JOHNSON has attempted personally to 
exploit for self-gain the idea that he continues to remain 
affiliated with Houston SNCC even though he has not regularly 
attended meetings of Houston SNCC since December, 1967, and 
even though he was ousted from membership in and the officer's 
position he held with Houston SNCC reportedly on the advice 
of H. RAP BROWN who was at the time national chairman of SNCC. 


As a consequence, there are certain cronies of 
JOHNSON's who reportedly refer to themselves on occasion 
as being associated with SNCC. As a matter of fact, however, 
these individuals are not representatives or members of 
Houston SNCC, JOHNSON's brother, WENDELL JOHNSON, for example, 
is not known to have ever been a member of Houston SNCC and 
' he definitely is not the "leader" of Houston SNCC. 


B. Expressed Desires by Individuals Affiliated With Houston 
SNCC To Organize A Black Panther Party; And A Group

FLOYD NICHOIS is interested in organizing a group 
of Blacx Beret3 in Houston. NICHOLS, although Chairman of the 
Houston SNCC, seems to lean toward the Black Beret idea and 
has evidenced his interest by currently wearing black shirt, 
black trousers, black boots, black beret and black glasses,

Information hss been received which indicates that 
there is extreme hard feeling between SNCC and the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) which has resulted in an open break be- 
tween these groups. 


This is as a result of STOKLEY CARMICHAEL's completely 
disassociating himself from SNCC and becoming as 1 5 001216 0 with 
the BPP on a full-time basis and cngaging in attempting to 
raise money for the BFT through speaking engagements. CARMICHAEL 
did this on his own withcut the permission of the Central 
Committee of SNCC and as a result was thrown out of SNCC. He 
thereafter took the position of prime minister with the BPP 
and as a result was successful in taking some of his personal 
followers in SNCC with him. 


BOBBY SEALS, who 1s the bead of the BPP in Oakland, 
California, has issued instructions and orders that the BPP 
Should move in the areas where SNCC 1s operating and attempt 
to take over the SNCC operations in these areas, It appears 
that CARMICHAEIL, may be tehind this move in an attempt to 
retaliate against SNCC.

LEE OTIS JOHNSON, DOUGLAS WAYNE WALLER or any other member 
or officer of Houston SNOC was ever successful in organizing 
a chapter of the BPP at Houston, Texas, and no such chapter 
is known to exist in Houston, Moreover, to the best of these 
sources! knowledge, FLOYD NICHOLS was never successful in 
organizing a group cf Bleck Berets in Houston.

a narcotics violation, The rally was reportedly being planned 
by various representatives of SNCC at Houston, Texas.

Commencing at approximately 3:45 PM, September 15, 
1968, a rally was held in the 2600 block of Calumet Street, 
Houston, Texas. Several individuals spoke at the rally, the 
first of whom was Mrs. LEE OTIS JOHNSON, wife of LEE OTIS 
JOHNSON, above. 


jn her speech, Mrs. 101010021 called for financial 
and moral suppert of LEE OTIS JOUNSON and told the audience 
that hor husband, who hed recently been convicted of a 
narcotics violation and sentenced pursuent thereto to thirty 
years in prison, was tentatively scheduled to have a retrial 
on September 26, 1968. She called for those in attendance to 
assure that on the day of retrial, the courtroom would be 
packed with Negro people, A collection was taken up for LEE 
OTIS JOHNSON and announcement made that $37.50 nad been 
received, 


Another speaker was LARRY JACKSON who described 
himself as the Director of SNCC at Austin, Texas. In his 
talk, JACKSON appealed for unity among the black people of 
the community and urged that closer ties be formed and 
better comminication effectuated between the Houston, 

Austin and Dallas, Texas chapters of SNCC. In his speech, 
JACKSON pointed out that violence was no angwer to the prob- 
lems of the Negro and the ghetto, but that nonviolent solu- 
tions must be found. 


Other speakers were CHARLES FREEMAN and DOUGLAS 
WAYNE WALLER, each of whom is one of the TSU Five. 


The TSU Five are five young Negro males, former 
students at Texas Southern University, Houston, Texas, who

FREEMAN and WALLER both spoke for and on behalf of 
LEE OTIS JOHNSON. 


Reverend (First Nome Unknown) LOTT, pastor ofa 
Baptist Church located cn Cleburne Strect, Houston, Texas, 
also spoke and a great portion of his speech was devoted 
to praising LEE OTIS JONNSON as a leader of Negro people and 
he appealed for the Negro commnity to become more united and 
to stand behind and give support to the Negro leaders of the 
community. 


further advised that another speaker was a 
male Negro, name unknown, approximately 25 to 26 years of 
age, about 5'9" tall, who weighed about 160-165 pounds, dark 
ginger complexion, with scars on his forehead, and attired 
in a pink slip-over shirt and darker pink trousers who wore 
his hair in an Afro style. In his speech, this man advocated 
the use of violence as an aid in solving the problems of 
the Negro living in the ghetto areas, He called for the Negroes 
to arm themselves, stated that he was presently armed and 
asked if anyone eise in attendance was armed. He also boasted 
of actually having helped to burn Detroit, Michigan; Los 
Angeles, California and Newark, New Jersey. After the rally 
he drove away in 3 beige colored Chrysler automobile, bearing 
1968 Texas license plates DYT 618. 


According to QR the rally ended at about 6:00 
o'clock without incident of violence, 


furnished the following information on 
September 16, 1968: 


The rally.comnenced at about 3:45 PM, September 15, 
1968 in the park area located in the 2600 block, Calumet 
Street, Houston, Texas. DOUGLAS WAYNE WALLER, member and 
Secretàry of Houston SNCC, was in attendance and chaired the 
meeting which was held for the purpose of raising funds and 
lending moral support to LEE OTIS JOHNSON. 


Among the speakers at this event were LARRY JACKSON, 
affiliated with 811860 at Austin, Texas; DOUGLAS WAYNE WALLER; 
Mrs, LEE OTIS JOHNSON, wife of LEE OTIS JOHNSON; and a male 
Negro whose first namo is CLAUDE and whose last name is 
unknown,

In his speech, CLAUDE (last Name Unknown) spoke‏ 
t. the need for Negroes to resort to violence as a means of‏ 
rectirying the social and economic ills they had traditionally‏ 
been subjs3ted to. He said that the Negroes should arm them‏ 
selves and said that at the present time he himself was armed.‏ 
He said tnat he had helped burn Detroit and Newark and that he‏ 
would just as soon shoota white baby as a white adult if it‏ 
became necessary for nim to do So.‏

-CLAUDE (Last Name Unknown) is approximately 6! tall, 
weight about 150 pounds, has black hair which he wears in an 
Afro style, brown eyes, is about 24 years of age, has what 
appears to be a knife scar on his face below his right eye and 
below his right ear, He is allegedly from Detroit, Michigan 
and is presently residing scmewhere in Austin, Texas. 


| ED advised that approximately 45 persons were in 
attendance, most of whom were young Negro adults. According 
to this source, the rally ended without incident of violence, 





advised on September 16, 1968 that a rally 
was held on Sunday, September 15, 1968 commencing about 3:30 
PM. Source advised the rally was an impromptu affair and there 
was a very pocr turnout. Source advised people kept coming 

and going during the speeches and there were an estimated 50 
people whoremained during the rally. The rally was reportedly 
to gain support and money for LEE OTIS JOHNSON who had recent- 
ly been sentenced to 30 years for a narcotics violation,

The speeches were generally to gain support for 
JOHNSON except the speech by JOIN, the Black Devil. His speech 
acalt with violence and the fact that he had engaged in 
shooting and burning during riots in Detroit, Newark, Chicago, 
and Los Angeles. JOHN, the Black Devil said he was from New 
York but he appeared to be an associate of LARRY JACKSON who 
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wo L.vOolved in SNCU activities in San Antonio. JOHN, the 
Black Devil stated that the black people should get their 
guns. Source advised that although JOHN, the Black Devil gave 
a rather agitating type speech he did nct get through to the 
people and the rally broke up with nothing accomplished except 
tnat they collected a few dollars reportedly for LEE OTIS 
JOHNSON. 


7. Texas State-Wide Meeting of SNCC and The Students For A 
Democratic Society (SDS), September 21 to 22, 1968 at 
Austin, Texas

The following individuals from Houston, Texas, 
reportedly intend to attend a state-wide meeting of SNC to 
be held at Austin, Texas, September 20 to 23, 1968: RONALD 
EVANS, FLOYD NICHOLS and STANLEY E

From September 21 tc 22, 1968 a proposed state-wide 


pr. onference was held in Austin, Texas. Numerous individuals 


from the Houston SNCC organization were present during the 
conference and upon arriving in Austin, Texas, immediately 
went to the SNCC office located on Rosedale Street and met with 
LARRY JACKSON, the Austin chairman of SNCC. It was determined 
during the mceting that ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, leader of the BPP, 
who was scheduled to attend the conference had postponed his 
trip for unknown reasons, Also, it was determined that PHIL 
HUTCHINS, national leader of SNCC, Atlanta, Georgia, had 
also cancelled his trip to Austin. JACKSON had indicated that 


HUTCHINS was unable to make the trip because of lack of funds. | 


After a brief meeting at the Austin SNCC headquarters, the 
group proceeded to the Victory Grill which is located approxi- 
witciy two blocks from the SNCC office in Austin, Texas, The 
Victory Grill is a night spot and restaurant which caters to 
51100 members and the general public. 


The Victory Grill was picked for the conference 
pecause the owners are friends of SNCC and the grill has a 
banquet room located in the rear which can be sealed off 
from the public for special meetings. On Saturday night, 
September 21, 1968, no business was taken care of and everyone 
enjoyed the music played by a combo band and they danced and 
got drunk. ; 
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On September Zi, 1968, 15 was learned at the 
Victory Grill that the SDS was at. that time holding a 
meeting at the apartment of DICK REAVIS, located at 15th and 
Rio Grande Streets in Austin. This meeting reportedly was 
held to discuss the SNCC conference and the fact that the 
SDS members were planning how they could te represented at 
the SNCC conference, 7 


At approximately midnight the party at the Victory 
Grill was over and LSREY JACKSON asked everyone to report 
to the Austin SNCC prie in order to locate places for the 
visitors to stay that night. 


The motels in the city were unavdllable because of 
;the football games between the University cf Houston and 
the University of Texas, At the SNCU office, LARRY JACKSON 
telephoned DICK REAVIS of SDS and REAVIS made arrangements with 


` a few of the SDS members to board some of the SNCC members. 


It was determined that DICK REAVIS was already 
housing several SDS members from unknown cities, but stated 
that he would take in three more SNCC members who were 
identified as TERRY-AUDREY from New York City, HELEN JOHNSON 
and PEGGY-HOSKTNS, both of Houston, Arrangements were made 
for other Houston people to stay at various places in Austin 
for the night. During conversations between SNOC and SDS mem- 
bers on the night of September 21-22, 1968, it was determined 
that SNCC ard SDS would attempt te form a coalition between 
SDS, SNCC and the BrP. Tida was further brought out during a 
joint meeting between SHCC and SDS on September 22, 1968 
which was opened by LARRY JACKSON, JACKSON stated that SDS and 
SNCC were going to form a coalition and join together on a 
State-wide basis. He thereafter called to the floor TERRY 
AUDREY from New York City to discuss charges against black 
leaders in Dallas, Austin, and Houston, Texas. AUDREY told 
that he was being sent from the SNCC office in New York City 
to try and help solve the problems of SNCC leaders throughout 
Texas, He discussed trumped-up charges against LEE OTIS 
JOHNSON, Houston, HELEN JCHNSON, Houston, EARNEST-MC MILLAN, 
Dallas, the TSU Five, houston, and LARRY JACKSON of Austin, 
Texas. He spoke of funds that were needed to help these black 
leaders who have been eccused by the white power structure. 
TERRY AUDREY indicated ne was a very good friend of DICK 
REAVIS of SDS and was in favor of joining with SDS, 


DICK REAVIS thereafter spoke and gave a summary of 
SDS activities and stated that he and other SDS members were 
in favor st joining forces in a drive to raise funds for 
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black convicted leaders and set up "legal means" and also a 
"political issue", He indicated that the organizations ars 
preparing to distribute propaganda literature across the State 

| of Texas and nationally regarding black leaders who have 
been accused in Texas, Another speaker at the meeting was 
DOUGLAS WAYNE WALLER, SHCC leader in Houston who was not in 
favor of meetingwith "the white SDS members and indicated 
during his talk that the white people in the audience are his 
enemies and spies, Of the 65 people in attendance at the 
conference, approximately half were white. A motion was 

; passed to set up a general fund for all convicted SNCC 

.^ » leaders and also to set up a central committee which would 
(` be located in Austin, Texas under the leadership of TERRY 

AUDREY and DICK REAVIS. The two organizations also voted 
to end racism and form 8 political force to deal with pro- 
blems of black and white people oppressed under the existing 
system. In summation, the conference was set up mainly to 
effect a coalition between SDS and SNCC in the State of Texas. 
It was brought out that a merger with SDS and black militant 
organizations would present a tighter bond between the organi- 
zations, as well as make a stronger fighting force to combat 
racism that exists

SNCC was born out of thé sit-in movement 
which erupted across the South beginning on February 1, 1960. 
A conference at Raleigh, North Carolina, that Spring, brought 
together many of the demonstrating Southern students in a 
loose network of militant youth which was officially named 


SNCC in October, 1960. 


A source has advised that in May, 1966, Stokely 
Carmichael was elected National Chairman by the Central Com- 
mittee. In May, 1967, Carmichael was replaced as Chairman 
by H. Rap Brown, with Carmichael assuming the position of 
Recruiter and Organizer for the SNCC. In August, 1967, at 
the invitation of Fidel Castro, Carmichael participated in

This investigation is directed solely toward 
establishment cf the extent of CP infiltration of the LA-SNCC, 
or whether the LA-SNCC is a specific target for infiltration. 
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The FBI is not interested in the legitimate activities 
of the Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee. 


Fcr the purpose of brevity, the Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Cormittee will be abbreviated ty the initials 
SNCC and the Los Angeles Affiliate of the SNCC will be 
stbreviated by the initials LA-SNCC, when appropriate in this 
report.

The result of theseevents calls ror the need . 
of a decentralized offices as tc inciude the 

entire Southern California area. This decen- 

trelization is expressed in the establishment 
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of & number of Friends of SNCC groups located 
in the area served. There must also be 
estebdlished specific groups to serve specific 
func reising purposes. These wiil be outlined 
within this program. 


It is hoped that this program will extend the 
avenues aiready opened by the Los Angeles 
Friends of SNCC and more than thet, it will 
open entirely new avenues which will allow 
this group to aid those in the field who are 
struggling for basic changes in the South. 


The Los Angeles Friends cf SKCC will become 
Southern California Frienés of SNCC worxing out 
of the already established Central Les Angeles 
office. From this base, there should be local 
Frienás of SNCC groups in Hollywood, Santa Monica, 
Pasadena, Venice, Whittier, etc., and campus 
groups at UCLA (University of California a 

Los Angelce), USC (University of Southern 
California), Cal Tech (California Institute of 
Technology), CSCLA (Californie Stste College 

at los Angeles), CSCLB (Californis State College 
t Long Beach), L^4CC (Los ingeles City College), 
eni cli other cempuses. Each o? these local 
Friends grcups would have officers like Chceirman, 
Secretzry, Publicity Director, etc. and would 
conduct its own program of education and fund 
raising in its own area or institution end at 
times coordinating activities, particularily 

for larger functions. The local offices of 
Friends of SNCC would be responsible to the Southern 
California office concerning the national 

policy of SNCC in regard to initiation and 
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supporting direct ection and community 
involvement ond channeling of funds to the 
national cfficc. All funds must be 
chenneled through the head office with a 
complete itemized account of expenditures 
and receipts. 


The Friends of SNCC program is geared towards 
students and adults who are interested in the 
broad national SNCC policy, its program an 
work all over the south. An importent part 
ef the local friends groups would be the 
recruitment of volunteers and steff peopic 

to continue the work of SNCC. 


MISSISSIPPI PROJECT COMMITTEE: This would be a Steering 
Committee composed of individuals who would work 
in specific areas conducting continuous fund 
raising drives. This group has to be creative 
in order to keep interest high. Its worx would 
be in areas such as Hollywood, Beverly Hills, 
Brentwood, Pacific Palisades and much of its 
success @zpenés on public relations ane total 
utilization of the contacts we have in that 
arca. Church groups, Women's Clubs, Social 
Clubs, Men's Clubs, may be contacted; fashion 
shows, bazaars, outings etc. may draw partici- 
pation. There are individuals in this area

The purpose for Los Angeles Iriends of SNCC hes 
a three fcld purpose:  bducatior, mobilization, and fund 
raising. In tne past, most of the activities of tre Los 
Lngcles Friends of SNCC has been concentrated in a contral 
office. This office has served as an information center, 
business office, base of operation, and mobilization for fund 
raising. However, Southern California is a well spread out 
area which has more than one center, and this calls Tor & 
broader base of cperations. Added to this the events vhich 
transpired in Mississippi and the role SNCC plaved in the 
Soymetion of Ccuncil of Federated Orgsnizaticas (COFC} 
nis past summer, the office functions have increased ten 
old and its successes have been nampered by a lack of mobility 
hich in turn has to do with a centralized office. 


The result of these events calls for whe need of 
a óéecentral ized office as to include the entire Southern 
Calafurnia area. This decentralization is expressed in 

she establis shment cf a number o> Friens of SNIS grours 

ia the area served. There must also re established‏ قباس نز 
Specific groups to serve specific fund raisin: purposes.‏

Freedoms * * * specializes in propaganda aimed at abolishing 
the Committee on Un-American Activities and discrediting 
the rederal Bureau of Investigation. Created in Los Angeles 
in 1952, che front organization is run by FRANK WILKINSON, 
an identified Communist who recently resumed the full-time, 
paid post of executive secretary after approximately a 
year's leave of absence to assist in a similar campaign 
oy another front in New York City, the Emerseney Civil : 
Liberties Committee. ፡ E 


"when the Committee on Un-American Activities held 
hearings in Los Angeles, September 2-5, 195%, to inquire 
into the nature of the Party's recent reorganization in 
California, the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms sponsored a series of public meetings te protest 
vae nearings and the very existence of the Committee. 
Communists subpocaaed as witnesses were guests of honor. 


"At this time, leaders of the party's Southern 
California District, were mobilizing Communists in the area 
for participation in an intensified campaign to abolish 
this committee of Congress. How the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms served tho party in this effort 
was revealed by (Communist Party) District Chairman DOROTHY

A source advised in July, 1968, that the Los Angeles

The Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC), 
headquartered at 360-362 Nelson Street, S. W., Atlanta, Georgia, 
is a nonmembership organizstion, which was born out of the sit-in 
movement that erupted ecross the South beginning in 1960. 


۱ Today SNCC identifies itself as an organization in 
the revolutionary vanguard. It advocates that to be successful 
it is necessary to develop a revolutionary ideology and 
revolutionary program. 


According to SNCC, the year 1967 marked a historic 
milestone in the siruggie for the liberation of black people in 
the United States and the year that revolutionaries throughout 
the world began to understarid more fully the impact of the black 
movement, SNCC declared that "liberation will come only when 
there is final destruction of this mad octopus--the capitalistic 
system.of. the United States with ali its life-sucking tentacles’ - 
of exploitation and racism that choke tbe people of Africa, Asia, 
and Latin America. The realities of black life, together with 
the recognition instilled in SNCC workers forced its members to 


further popularize the legitimacy of self-defense and rebellions - :

According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, Calif- 
ornia, to organize black people so they can take control of the 
life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. It was 
organized by BOBBY SEALE, BPP Chainnan, and HUEY P. NEWTON, 
BPP Minister of Defense. NEWTON is presently serving a sentence 
of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of manslaughter in connection 
with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther", which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service" 
States that the BPP advocates tho use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the black 
people. Residents of ihe black community are urged to arm themselves 
against the police who are consistently referred to in the publi- 
cation as "pigs" who should be killed.

On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MMI in 
kis Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 166th Street, New York 

ity. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates that it shall 
include "all" people of African descent in the Western 
Hemisphere, as vell as "our" brothers and sisters on the 
African continent. It is patterned after the "letter and spirit' 
of the Organization of African Unity established (by African 
heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. 


A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at tnis 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
difterences between Negroes so they can work together for 
"human rights", while the initial objective is to "internation- 
alize" the American civil rights movement by taking it to the 
United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non-violent civil rights 
movement and claims that Negroes should be taught to protect 
themselves, when and if necessary. The OAAU will sponscr a: 
program for Negroes in education, politics, culture, economics, 
and social reform. 


MALCOIM X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, 
while addressing an OAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroom, New 
York City.

It was also brought out at these meetings 
that the projected plans for SNCC in the future would 
be that each SNCC chapter would also have the same 
seven councils and, as the national body, seven to ten 
persons would be members of each chapter council. The 
chapter councíls would be responsible to and guided by 
the corresponding council at the national headquarters. 


Those in attendance were provided with SIC 
handbooks with instructions to study and learn their 
content. They were also informed that from time to 
time other SNCC members from the United Stetes would be 
asked to come to New York where they would be provided 
with the same information. 


The source advised that they had been informed 
that these handbooks allegedly had been prepared within 
the past two or three months under the direction of RAP 
BROWN and MUHAMMAD HUNT.

REPUBLIC OF NEW AFRICA 


A source has advised that the Republic of New Africa 
(RNA) is an all-Negro organization founded in Detroit, Michigan, 
in March, 1968. ROBERT F, WILLIAMS, who was then residing in 
Peking, China, was named as its President-in-Exile. WILLIAMS 
fled the United States in 1961 following issuance of a local 
warrant for his arrest on & charge of kidnapping growing out 
of a racial incident in Monroe, North Carolina. He published 
and broadcast hate-type material in Cuba and China prior to 
his return to the United States in September, 1969. 


A second source has advised that the purpose of the 
RNA is to establish an independent black nation within the 
United States, demanding the States of Alabama, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, and South Carolina in addition to 
$10,000 per black citizen as payment for 400 years of ancestral 
slave labor. 


A third source advised on March 14, 1969, that an 
army of the RNA, known as the Black Legion, dedicated to black 
freedom &nd committed to the concept of systematic armed 
revolution, has been established. Black Legion members are 
expected to participate in military training and engage in 
firearms practice. The RNA plans to establish an underground 
Black Legion in addition to an aboveground Black Legion in 
order to avoid detection by the police. 


According to this source, Black Legion members 
acting as bodyguards at a session of the Second National 
Convention of the RNA in Detroit, Michigan, on March 29, 1969, 
were involved in a shoot-out with members of the Detroit Police 
Department which resulted in the killing of one Policeman: 
and the critical wounding of another.

STUDENT NATIONAL COORDINATING COMMITTEE 


A source advised the Student National Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC), formerly known as the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee, is a nonmembership organization founded 
in 1960, during the civil rights movement in the South. 


Under the leadership of STOKELY CARMICH^EL, who served 
&s National Chairman during the period 1966-67, SNCC evolved 
from a civil rights oriented group into a full-blown black 
revolutionary organization. 


A publication entitled "1967 High Tide of Black 
Resistance" indicates the year 1967 was considered by SNCC as a 
historic milestone for the liberation of: black people in the 
United States and the year that revolutionaries throughout the 
world began to understand more fully the impact of the black 
movement. The publication declared that "liberation will come 
only when there is final destruction of this mad octopus-the 
capitalistic system cf the United States with all its life- 
sucking tentacles of exploitation and racism that choke the 
people of Africa, Asia, and Latin America. The realities of 
black life, together with the recognition instilled in SNCC 
workers, forced its members to further popularize the legitimacy 
of self-defense and rebellions when oppression became too great." 


A second source advised that H, RAP BROWN succeeded 
CARMICHAEL as National Chairman of SNCC in May, 1968, and served 


‘in that capacity until June, 1968, at which time SNCC reorganized, 


creating ten deputy chairmen in an effort to relieve pressure by 
law enforcement. 


In April, 1969, SNCC moved its national headquarters 
from Atlanta, Georgia, to New York City, where it is presently

: H, RAP BROWN announced at a press conference in 
New York City on July 22, 1969, that he had been elected Chairman 
of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee. He &nnounced 
the organization was dropping the word "Nonviolent" from its 
title and will be known as tbe Student National Coordinating 
Committee, with & Revolutionary Political Council functioning 
as its governing body. BROWN, at that time, stated the use of 
force is necessary in obtaining revolutionary goals.

THE REVOLUTIONARY ACTION PARTY: 
Techniques for Orgainizing the Black Ristance Movements 


(1) Always organize and recruit 1 to 1. This is for your protection, as well 
as the network. This is to protect also the person with whom you are con- 
tacting. When you explain these rules of security to one person, make sure 
that you have confidence in him or her. For once you talk with him or her, 
he then becoms part of the network and there is no quitting once a person 
is in. Functions of Brothers may vary but there is no quitting once a person 
is in. Tell each person to talk to ten people.Operating from the basis that 
once you have made contact with one individual, it then becomes your responsi- 
bility to (1) Politically Educate (correctly) (2) Teach how to organise 
(3) Give him ideological direction and (4) Military Training. This Bro. or 
Sister will in-turn go out and get 1 brother or sister using the same train- 
ing procedure used on him or her. The third (3rd) person contacted will not 
know the first (1st) person, nor will the fourth (4th) know the second (2nd) 
person in hiB or her network. At least 4 weeks of political education(basic) 
should be completed by the recruit before he is accepted (officially) into 
the network. Political Education classes should be carried out whenever and 
wherever possible. Minimum of 2 weeks must be completed by new recruits. 
After working with new recruits from 2-4 weeks the orgainizer must decide on 
wheather or not the recruit will serve the revolution & the people. He ` 
(new recruit) must be given the option of deciding on working with the network 
or another branch of the Revolutionary Action Party. Once in the network . 
there is no quitting. Anyone who tries to quit or desert must be put to death! 
Frample should be made of these villaneous cowards and traitors. Those accepted 
for the Revolutionary Action Party must be throughly dedicated only to the 
R.A.P. and should be ready to mobilize themeselves whenever and wherever ዒ 
requested to do so. What happens, after organizing on a 10-10-10 basis, is 
that-you then become the head of a network of at least one hundred people 
and it will grow larger. You are to talk to each of your ten people seperately, 
even if they know one another.

Therefore, the police cannot “bust” the entire network on some trumped up charges 
for they will have to "bust" the entire population . You must be willing to work 
hard and to organize on a ten-ten-ten concept. This must be done very clandestinely.

For the best of economic reasons, modern 
governments must seem to be popular.

The Batista regime was hopelessly corrupt 
end inefficient. When it fell, it appeared, 
superficially, to have fallen of its own 
weight and weakness. Foreign journalists 
covering the story could not quite belicve 
that Castro's handful of bearded riflemen 
had had much to do with it, except on the 
propaganda level. ' 

At first, Batista had been disdainful of 
what appeared to be a small band of politi- 
cal adventurers, almost completely isolated 
in the remote Sierra Maestra. After the 
first fitful attempts to flush the gucrrillas 
out of the mountains, he was inclined to 
dismiss the dongcr, and to cede to Castro 
by default a territory so remote, inacces-~ 
sible, thinly populated and uneconomic as | 
to be scarecely worth bothering about. Ben- 
diis had existed in the Sierra before; they 
had attracted little attention aud had done 
no great harm. Doubtless Batista reasoned 
that the publicity would soon die avay and 
that in due time the adventurers would bc. 
starved out of their sanctuary, or grow 
weary of a gruitless campaign and give it up. 


Later he was to feel that he had grossly 
underestimated the threat, and to see rebels 
everywhere- even when there were none. With

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GUERILLA WARFARE Ps 


STRET FIGHTING: 


In the military sense of the word (or term) what after all is a street? 
A street is a defile in a city. A defile is a narrow pass through whieh 
troops can only pass and move through which considerably narrows their front, 
and therefore make themselves a good target for the enemy. A defile is a 
difficult place for soldiers to maneuver in, especially if the flanks of the 
defile are held by the guerillas. A mountain pass is a defile the dides of 
which are constituted by the natural slopes of the mountain sides, as at 
the scalp. A bridge over a river is a defile, the sddes of which are con- 
stituted by the river. A street is a defile, the sides of which are con- 
stituted by the houses in the street. 


To traverse a mountain pass with any degree of safety the sides of 

the mountain must be cleared by flanking parties ahead of the main body; 

to pass over a bridge the banks of the river on each side must be raked with 
machine gun or rifle fire while the bridge is being rushed; to take a street 
-.:.perly barricaded and held on both sides by forces in the houses (guerillas), 
these houses must be taken by hand-to-hand fighting. A street barricade 
placed in a position where artillery cannot operate from a distance is 
impregnable to frontal attack. To bring artillery within a couple of 
hundred yards-the length of the average street-would mean the loss of the 
&rtillery if oonfronted by even imperfectly drilled troops armed with rifles. 


The Moscow revolution, where only 80 rifles were in the possession of 
the insurgents, would have ended in the annihilation of the artillery had 
the number of insurgent rifles been 800. 


The insurrection of Paris in June 1848 reveals how districts of towng, 
or villages, should be held. The streets were barricaded at tactical points, 
not on the main streets but commanding them. The houses were broken through 
£2 that passages were made inside the houses along the whole length of the 
etreets. The side walls were loopholed, as were also front walls, the win- 
dows were blocked by sandbags, boxes filled with stones and dirt, bricks, 
chests, and other pieces of furniture with all sorts of odds and ends piled 
up against them. 

Behind such defenses the insurgents poured their fire upon the troops 
türough loopholes left for the purpose. 


In the attack upon Paris by the allies fighting against Napolean, a 
vaiiage held in this manner repulsed several assaults by the Prussian allies 
vi gland. When these Prussians were relieved by the English these latter 
did not dare attempt a frontal attack, but instead broke into an end house 
on one gide of the village street, and commenced to take the houses one by 
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ኣ 
one. Thus all the fighting was inside the houses, and musket fire played 
but a small part. On one side of the street they captured all the houses, 
on the other they failed, and when a truce was declared the English were 
in possession of one side of the village, and their French enemies of the 
other. 


The truce led to a peace. When peace was finally proclaimed the two 
Bides of the village street were still held by opposing forces. 


The defense of a building in a city, town, or village is governed by 
the same rules. Such a building left unconquered is a serious matter even 
if it supports are all defeated. If it had been flanked by barricades, and 
these barricades were destroyed, no troops could afford to push on and leave 
the buikding in the hands of the enemy. If they did so they would be running 
the danger of perhaps meeting a check further on, which check would be dis- 
astrous if they had left a hostile building manned by an unconquered force 
in their rear. Therefore, the fortifying of a strong building, as a pivot 
upon which the defense of a town or village should hinge, forms a principle 
object of the preparations of any defending force, whether regular army or 
insurrectionary. 


In the Franco-Prussian War of 1870 the chateau, or eastle, of Geissberg 
formed such & position in the French lines on August 4. The Germans drove 
in all the supports of the French party occupying this country houses, and 
stormed the outer courts, but were driven bake by the fire from the windows 
and loopholed walls. Four batteries of artillery were brought up to within 
900 yards of the house and battered away at its walls, and batallion after 
batallion was hurled against it. The advance of the whole German army 
was delayed until this one house was taken. To take it caused a loss of 
23 officers and 329 men, yet it had only & garrison of 200. 


In the same campaign the village of Bazielles offered a similar lesson 
of the tactical strength of a well defended line of houses. The German army 
drove the French off the field and entered without a struggle. But it took 
& whole army corps seven hours to fight its way through to the other end of 


the village. 


A mountainous country has always been held to be Bifficult for military 
operations owing to its passes or glens. A city is ahuge maze of passes or 
glens formed by streets and lanes. Every difficulty that exists for the 
operation of regular troops in mountains is multiplied by a hundredfold in 
a city. And the difficulty of the commissariat which is likely to be in- 
superable to an irregular or popular force taking to the mountains, is solved 
for them by the sympathies of the populace when they take to the streets. 
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The general principle to be deducted from a study of the example we have 
been dealing with is that the defense is of almost overwhelming importance 
insuch warfare as a popular force like the People's Army might be called upon 
to participate in. Not a mere passive defense of a position whose location

i ihreatens the supremacy or existence of the enemy. The genius of the command- 
PU er must find such a position, the skill of his subordinates must prepare 
K and fortify it, the courage of all must defend it. Out of this combina-

E Consider, on the one hand, the military importance of towns. All governments 
a reside in teens, all vital industries are concentrated in towns. All mili- 
aS tary dumps and depots lie in towns. All good landing places around shores 
l are, because they are good landing places, built over; the navy depends for 
፳ its command of the oceans upon ports and naval bases, one and all of them 
| cities. Overlooking these, remember this one fact, namely, that all road 
E and rail communications pass through towns. Think for a moment of the system 
۱ of supply to an army; all road and rail communications pass through towns. 
#2 Consider the advantages of the defence in towns. Notice how in the 
9 recent wars towns have held out long after the country around them has been 
ች overrun. Consider how the enemy official doctrineteaches that towns shall 
| be by-passed and attacked later by troops specially detached for the purpose. 
They recognize that a town is a strong point, and they follow their doctrine 
of by-passing the strong point. But note that they also recognize the 
necessity of attacking the town. The reason is this: that both their ar- 
moured divisions and their infantry divisions depend for supplies upon 
wheeled vehicles: those vehicles run on roads and rails; and all road and 
Re railway communications pass through towns.

The primary task of any guerilla is not to try and defend a city! for 
^ more reasons than one; towns are vulnerable to air and artillery bombard- 
۹ ment. Experience shows that there is & tremendous need for air superiority. 
x If an overwhelming concentration of air and artillery force hasz to be 
collected each time & town is encountered, lightning advances will be a 
: thing of the past. 
Possession of a town maintains a grip upon the life line that can 
. vi.angle an offensive. Towns are the ready-made answer to the BLITZKRIEG, 
& Properly held they must slow an advance.

CONDITIONS DICTATE METHODS: The fittest survive, because hhey best under- 
stand and adapt themselves to the conditions in which they live. Street 
fighting is carried on in unique, unnatural conditions; only the fittest 
survive. It is above all necessary to analyse and understand the peculiar 
features of ground which go to make street fighting such a highly skilled 
form of warfare. l 


It is difficult in thinking of cities to discard the many familiar 
details and to focus upon the simple features which alone are of military 
significance. 


(1) The ground upon which most towns are built 
upon are ordinary, slightly rolling land, 
inter-sected by rivers, streams and hedgerows, 
and patched with woods. The woods and hedges 
have for the most part been cut to make way 
for masses of human habitations, but every 
town retains small areas of park and woodland. 


(2) Vast human effort has gone to the perfection 
of communications in urban areas. Today towns 
may, generally speaking, of communication to 
them, here and there cut by railroads, canals 
and other lines of communications. 


(3) In the masses of homes that have been built, 
wealth has drawn distinctions. 


The rich, though ther may work in towns and cities, generally choose 
to live in the country. Where, owing to the size of a city, they cannot 
easily escape, they occupy a central position. They build their houses 
Strong and Big, either detached and standing in their own grounds, or in 
rows surrounding a railed square of lawns and gardens. 


^ "The houses of the poor are usually situated near a great factory or 
industrial center. Normally they consist of lines of small, two or three 
story houses, ill-tuilt, on either side of wide, straight streets, backed 
Ly iivvie yards and the rear of another row of houses. These yards are 
usually a conglomeration of fences, sheds, shelters, bins, and other forms 
of obstacles and cover from view. 
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U From the early nineteenth century onwards, unprecedented growth of 
population and industry demanded masses of hastily built houses for the new 
middle and lower middle classes. The advent of town planning and the fact 
that whole areas were built over by one firm gave us the modern suburys 
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$ which have grown round the outside of nearly every town. They consist of 
2 rows of small "semi-detached" or detached, lightly built, two story houses, 
1' standing between front and bakk gardens, fitting in a large design of criss- 
'፦ crossing strects, An enormous number of hedges and fences have been built 
ኩኡ to enclose these properties, 60 that back gardens offer both good cover 
B from view and, cumulatively, great obstacles to an advance. 
R7 Spaced throughout the cities are shopping and commercial centers, 
PR usually consisting of very tall, strongly built houses, flanking main 
2 arterial streets. In many cities building has followed the haphazard lay- 
UE out of old centers of commerce, and we find the same buildings facing each 
f F^ other across narrow, winding streets, flanked by alleyways and passages.

Whatever the class of house or area, three generalizations can be 
made which are of the most vital importance, giving rise as they do to the 
basic principles of street warfare. It is these three which must be 
understood and dégested: 





l. No other type of country is either so open or so close. In every 
Btreet are coverless stretches, ideal fields of fire, death traps 
to the unwary attackers. Bordering every street are a hundred 
protected firing positions, a hundred hiding-places, a hundred 
ambush positions. 

2.It is possible to climb 30, 50, perhaps 100 feet in as many seconds. 
Street fighting thus possesses a third dimension, not often present 
in field warfare. 

3. Cities present exceptionally blind and disjointing conditions. In 
no other form of warfare are there such narrow horizons, or such 
ruthless divisaons between units of the same force. 
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It is not intended to discuss the rules of good street fighting. One 
such may, however, be given pride of place, for upon its unvarying observance 
depends not merely the life of any particular soldier but the attainment 

of the objecf he is ordered to achieve.

# It is well nigh impossible to be more than five yards from cover. 
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In the first few paragraph of the urban communivy the military features 
c£ built up areas were analyzed. In this and the following, conclusions 
are drawn from them, which form, so to speak, rules of conduct: and suggested 
methods of obedience to them are laid down. How many of these methods are 
put into practice must depend upon the precise mature of the attack and 
the time allowed for defence. 


In this country two conditions of attack seem likely to present them- 
selves. For the first, the regular land advance, the defender will probably 
have ample time to prepare a formidable reception. 


The second type of attack allows no time for preparation. A company 
of enemy parachutists can land on a green space three hundred yards square 
and be ready to move or fight in under fiftcen minutes. This will allow 
no timc for elaborate booby traps, barricades of wiring. 


In placing the members of any unit, the following points should be 
berne in mind: 


A. The system of defence must pivot around the automatic weapon. In 
built up areas fields of fire tend to be very narrow. The high 
rate of fire of the automatic ewapon makes it & weapon of &nestimable 
valuc. ፡ 

b. The 350° field around any house is normally split into several 
naroow fields of fire. Riflemen should be used to cover all of the 
most important approaches. 

C. "Interior lines" abound in built up areas. The distance between 
the defence of the next is often the width of & house. Full 
advantage should be taken of this. 

D. It is easier to fire to one's left than to one's right. For this 
reason Brothers should be instructed to use weepons left and right 
handed. When firing to the left, the rifle comes out of a window 
before the body: when firing to the right, the body must be exposed 
before the rifle can be brought to bear. 

E, In every street there are hiding places in which men may lie low 

۲ until the enemy has passed, and open fire from behind. If these 
men wish to fire to their left they must be on the side opposite 
to those prepared to fire on an approaching encmy. These two parties 


c can therefore have the additional task of covering each other's 


doorways. , 

F. Two men are far more than twice as strong as one, both for psychological 
reasons and because there are four sides to a house and at least 
two lines of approach. 


On the other hand, a whole section placed in one house will find 
 *themsolves surrounded without having been able to fire, unless 


sections are very plentiful. 


It can be taken as a guide, therefore, that a house should be held by 
never less than two men and rarely more than five. 
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0. The auton machine gun should be sited ii ' house selected for 
its dominant field of fire, its strength of construction and its 
unobtrusive postion. Normally the house which is selected is at 
the end of a street, looking down the street, satisfying the first 
condition at the expense of the third. From a corner house it is 
possible to fire in three directions. Although often desirable, 
such a sclection does not avoid the obvious: the position must 
be made very strong, and alternative positions prepared. The enemy 
will look for these positions also. A house lying farther back 
from the road than its neighbors will often have the priceless 
&dventage of being shielded by them from enemy covering fire. 
German street fighting tactics are based on an attack from the rear. 
It is essential, therefore, to have a well rounded defense. 


PREPARATION FOR HOUSE DEFENSE: 


Given time, there is practically no limit to thc number of improvements 
which can be made to a defensive position in a house. Below is a long list 
of possible improvements. It is obvious that in every case or nearly every 
case time will not allow for all of them to be carried out. It should be 
equally obvious that it will be equally criminal on that account to ignore 
TREM. 


FIRE POSITIONS SHOULD BE SELECTED: 


(1) For their good field of fire. 
(2) For Strengbh 
(3) For unobgrusiveness 


Tn. three characteristics of a good defensive position should be ex- 
&mTc;r&led in every conceivable way. 
/1) GOOD FIELD OF FIRE: 

(5) the best field of fire is obtained from the lowest possible firing 
position. Many houses have basements whose windows that just clear the sur- 
face of the ground: these should be used if possible. In other cases a 
ventilator may be used by enlarging a hole in the wall. 

(b) the farther forward the belt-fed autometic weapon is placed the 
wider will be the field of fire: onthe other hand, the more vulnerable 
will be to enemy fire. If it is necessary to have a wider field of fire, 
loopholes may be made in the side walls for riflemen. 


{2) STRENGTH—every fire position can, given time, be made proof against 
the collagse of the house in which it is sited: 
(a) remove breakables and inflamables, e.g. window galss, ornaments, 


curtains, rugs, etc. 
(b) send a man around the neighborhood "liberating" extínguishers, 


water buckets, etc. 
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'(ሪ) Shore-up the fire position. 
(d) Build an emplacement. 


(1) These can be made of sandbags or rubble between boards, in chests of 
drawers, etc. The emplacement should be roofed over with timber: joists tak- 
en from another room are suitable.

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LOOPHOLES: Build them with narrow exits, widening towards the inside to 
allow for traverse. Duplicate them freely as they are impossible. 
, (e) All entrances must be barricaded or, where it is impossible to hide 
> a barricade, mined. This applies to all doors and windows. Booby traps 
should be laid in the hall and on the staircase. 

(f) A line of withdrawal must be left. In the case of attached houses, 
go nexg door, find a cupboard on the pantry wall and knock a hole in the back 
into the defended house; then close the cupboard. With detached houses knock 
a hole into a lean-tO-shed or bush: or lean a wheelbarrow, bin or other 
article against the hole. If necessary place a dummy booby trap over the 
hole. 

(g) Knock loopholes in walls to cover every approach to the house: a 
loophole from the occupied room to cover the front hall is also useful. 

(h) Use some fine wire-mesh and wire over all the windows to prevent grenades 
being thrown in. Cut a slit in the wire to allow the dropping out of grenades. 

(i) Make a dummy position. ደ bolster hung on a wire at the back of a room 
three doors away can be connected by a wire run through the interfwning walis. 
A jerk will deceive, and will certainly distract enemy observers. 

(j) Prepare an alternate pbsitión. The Germans used tracked guns to blow 
& house to pieces; no amount of strengthoning will withstand & direct hit. 

 .(k).Make a gas-proof room and stock it with candles (the electric light is 

bound to fail), torches, water, medical and food supplies, and ammunition. 
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UNOSTRUSIVENESS: When all improvements to thà field of fire and strengthen- 
ing of the house are complete, ik is essential to remove any clues which may 
betray vour position to the emeny. 
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There are two principal methods: 
(a) CONCEALMENT 
Be sure there is no external sign of a barricade. Remove the 
trail of sand and rubble which almost certainly leads up to the 


door.

DUPLICATION 

Work which cannot be hidden must be duplicated. If yours is 

the only door in a damaged street which is tight shut (to 

conceal a barricade), shut others in the street. Clear of glass 
the windows in half a dozen houses, and wire them over. Make dummy 
loopholes in your own house and in the houses whose doors you have 
cààsed and windows you have cleared of glass. If the field of fire 
has had to be cleared so much as to become obvious, treat the other 
houses in the same way. 


POSITIONS OTHER THAN HOUSES: 


Having considered the defense of a house at such lenght, one is apt to 
forget that there are in built-up areas other excellent positions. Slit 
trenches offer better cover against air and artillery bombardment than any 
house: they are not, however, useful against a land attack, as the can be 
commanded from the upper floors of neighboring houses. In street fighting 
one expects the enemy to take refuge in houses. A thick hedge, the branches 
of a tree, a heap of. refuse, a pile of rubble may all provide excellent 
Bürprissg positions. It must be quite clear, however, that most of these 
positions depend upon concealment: Discovery will render one as vulnerable 
as if one were standing motionless in the middle of a street. 


AXTI-TANK DEFENSES: 


Tanks suffer from serious handicaps in built-up areas, for the following 


reasons: 
(a) Thc guerillas can erect road blocks which cannot be seen from a 


distance. 
"ቲኩ) “The guerillas can remain concealed until a tank is directly beneath 


his position. 
(c) Tanks cannot fire more than, at an average, 30 degrees above the 


hiri zontal. 
(a) Visual contact between tank units is lost, and direction is very 


hard to keep. 
It is clear, however, that they suffer from these handicaps only as long as 


the enemy is prepared to take advantage of them. The most suitable positions 


for an ambush are: 
(1) On the upper floors of a strongly built house: 
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O 
(2) Above road blocks or a point where the enemy is sikely to stop at 
first sight of a road block. 


The same weapons may be used against tanks in streets as in the fields. The 
anti-tank gun or a bazooka is an excellent weapon for destructing tanks, 
{also the molotov cocktail which is equally as effective, but one must be 
within a 30 yard range for best effectiveness). The third dimension in 
street fighting and the fixed nature of the defense are ideal for the use 

of the heavier. 


STREET OBSTACLES: 


(1) Trenches, wr barricades, of wagons, cars, furniture, etc. may be very 
useful in holding up enemy troops or tehicles, especially if placed just 
around a corner to effect surprise. They are not, however, effective as 
fire positions because they can be commanded from tops of buildings. 


(2) Wire is the best possible obstacle to advancing troops. A street 
properly wired and covered by a tri-pod 50 caliber machine gun or its equiv- 
alent (preferably an automatic weapon no less than a .30 5 

z ^ is a death-trap to the attackers. It forces the attacker to commit 
tne great, and invariably the last, sin of street fighting—HANGING ABOUT IN 
THE OPEN. Wire should be placed far enough away from the defended house to 
prevent the enemg from throwing grenades and should not be so laid as to give 
away the position of the house to the enemy. Tins with pebbles inside should 
be hung on the wire to raise the alarm should the emeny try to remove it 
under cover of darkness.

(3) FORNS OF ATTACK: 

Broadly, attacks in built-up areas have one or both of two (2) main 
objectives: 

(a) To penetrate to a certain area. 

(b) To clear a certain area of the"enemy." 

It is impossible to say what precise forms attacks in cities or towns will 

or should take. They will vary with the object, the ground, and other partic- 
ular circumstances. The following is a general impression of the lines which 
a modern attack may follow, and is intended more to stimalate thought rather 
than to prophesize events. The process may be one of neutralization and 
infiltration. 

(1) The twwn is subjected to heavy bombardment by aircraft af artillery, 
or is sprayed with napalm, or other lethal gases. The mail enemy body may 
by-pass the town, leaving its capture to special troops detailed for the pur- 
pose. The latter will probably attack the town as soon as the bombardment, 
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or shock forces cease, from a direction they deem to be favorable. Therefore, 
all existing entry routes should be scrutinized for invasion and plans should 
be developed to frustrate the imperialist aggression. 

(2) As a result of reconnaisance and careful study of the town plan, 
certain few buildings or localities well inside the twon may be selected as 
first objectives. At first small and then large parties of troops will force 
their way to these objectives to form a strong point or points from which 
the core of the twwn may be "ea£én" out and any perimeter defenses attacked 
from the rear. The objectives will be selected so as to be co-operative, 1.e., 
success in training objective "A" will aid those troops who are trying to 
gain objective "B", 


(2) METHODS OF ATTACK: 


The scheme of attack tabulated below has been laid down not in order to 
dictate hard-and-fast rules to an attacking force but in order that a clear 
idea may be obtained of the problems facing an attacker and of a reasonable 
solution to them. It will ammost always be impossible to the attacker to 
keep completely to the ideal. The chaos attending street fighting, and the 
haste imposed upon all guerillas will, in time of a racist attack from 
either the police or civilians, demand a compromise: If this compromiso is 
to be successful, initiative and a hgih degrec of training are required of 
all guerillas. Failure to realize the inevitability of disorganization and 
chaos would be dangerous. It must be accepted that guerillas will, at times 
lose contact with their "units," that members of the same "unit" will lose 
contact with each other at times. 


UNDER SUCH CONDITIONS AND CIRCUMSTANCES: 


(1) A simple plan is essential. Each unit must be given a clear limited 
objective, and complcated manoevres such as a change of direction 

should generally عد‎ avoided. Isolated thrüsts apart from the main attack 
are not usually successful and will not divert as many defenders from the 
main attack as might be achieved in field warfare, since the bulk of the 
defense will probably be on fixed system(s) giving all-around defense. 

(2) Success or failure will largely depend upon the initiative of subordinate 
commanders. Lacking clear orders as to their next actions, section and 
platoon commanders must on no account merely send back each time to be told 
what to do, but must act swiftly and with enterprise in the spirit of 

their previous orders. Speed in attack must not be allowed to flag for an 
instant. The need for a clear limit of exploitation, however, referrcd to 

in sub-paragraph will now be even _ more clearly seen. 

(3) Accurate, early information is vital. ^ plan with insufficient information 
will fail; a plan made with incorrect information will fail. ጳ sub-unit 
commander has not done his duty of his superior commander does not know 
everything about the enemy that he knows, and all that is required about his 
position, intention, casualties and state of cxhaustion. 
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(4). Tremendous thrust is required. In this difficult terrain, the attackers 
are forced to move in the open against defenders (guicrillas) who, given 

time to choose and perfect their fire positions, can make them (the gttackers) 
fcel like rabbits in a hunting field, contmnaully surprised and shot at 

from unexpected directions. The attackers can upset the scales only by giving 
their opponents no timc to prepare (if we choose to defend a positiong which 
at first will not be the primary task of any guerilla), no rest in retreat, 

no chance to re-organize or reassure themselves. Speed is of the essence, 

and speed can bo produced only by intelligent anticipation, eff&cient orders, 
dashing execution, and energy, more energy, and even more energy. 


Attacks must be laid out very carefully—the only way the enemy can rout us 
from our position (temporary holding positions ) is that #he attack us before 
operations are put into effect (ambush). 


THE ADVANCE OF THE ENELY: 


It is impossible absolutely to safeguard thc main body against attack from 
guerillas. An active advance guard will, however, use some of the many good 
points of observations that abound in citics, cover with fire the more im- 
portent junctions, and question inhabitants. Note: ATTACKS SHOULD BE MADE 
ON TWO POINTS PRINCIPAELY, FIRST, THE VANGUARD (FRONTAL ASSAULT TROOPS), AND 
THE SECOND, THE MAIN BODY OR CENTERGUARD, WHICH IS USUALLY THE POSITION THE 
COMMANDERS AND PETTY OFFICERS WILL OCCUPY. 


IN C*SES OF AMBUSH: 


Thc main body should be well deployed. It may often be best to keep all 
sections on one side of the road, for two reasons: 

{1} they can keep to the shadows 

(2) in the event of a sudden astack, they will all take cover on the 
same sidc of the strect, and will not therefore, be divided from each 
other by coverless, bullet-swept areas. 


PROTECTION (thc enemy): 


From the start to the end of operations there must be no momcnt during which 

the main body can be surprised undeployed. On arrival 7i the assembly positions, 
whether on foot or in armoured personnel carriers, and scntries will bc posted 
covering every approach. Two A.A. scntries per company should be posted in 
opposite arcs of 180'. The main body should take immediate cover and be' 
slightly dispersed. Note: The ELEMENT OF SURPRISE MUST BE EFFECTIVELY EMPLOYED 
AND EXPLOITED TO THE FULLEST TO STYMY OR RETARD, OR FRUSTRATE THE ENEMY ADVANCE. 


RECONNAISSANCE: 


46ዓ)5 of brick and mortar make rcconnaissance dffficult. The ideal of an‏ دی 

airplane view being usually denied, second best is a view from a high build- 
ing. Other useful aides to the attacking enemy are street maps, airplane 
hotographs, and the accounts of trooops on the spot, and local inhabitants. 
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. Enemy officers commanding troops likely to be used in built-up areas may find 


it useful to obtain airplane photographs of their area for use instemd of 
maps. o 


THE PLAN: 


In forming his plan, the commander (in this case, the enemy) must bear in 
mind the following points: 


A. A complicated plan depending for its success upon co-ordination between 
troops attacking up widely separated streets, or upok changes of direction, 
is liable to fail. ۱ 


B. Streets provide easier and quicker lines of approach and attack. 
Back gardens may sometimes offer more cover; but it should be remembered 
that it will often be necessary climb over obstacles, and at these momenta 
exposure is un-avoidable. 


C. A single attack should be maintained. This does not mean that only one 
street or one house is to be attacked at a time. It does mean that if two or 
«ree ዕጅ six streets are attacked at a time the effort should be co-operative, 
i.e., success in street 5 helps the troops attacking street 1. 


HEADQUARTERS: 


Headquarters should be chosen for the following features: 
1. Nell up: much closer to the forward troops than infield warfare. 
2. Easy to find. 
3. A strongly built house or shelter. 
4. Entrance and exit defiled from enemy view and fire. 


No concentration of &roops or tehicles must be allowed near it, by day or 
night. During an attack it may frequently be necessary for the headquarters 
to be moved. Chalk and other marks may be drawn as a guido to the new 
headquarters. For safety, it can be arranged beforehand that, e.g., arrows 
face the opposite to the true direction. 


CORDONS: 


ine object of cordoning is to prevent enemy lateral movements, whether of re- 
inforcement, counter-attack or escape. When the object of attack is clear 
an area of enemy, the procedure;should be to cordon a sub-area, clear it, 
and keep it cordoned from the uncleared area. 
When the object of an attack is to penetrate to an area, it may frequently 
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be advisable to co. n the line of advance. 


Cordoning should be carried out by fire, not by men. The firing position 


should be selected so as to give the best field of fire, and will therefore 


normally be as low as possible. 


COVERING FIRE: 


It should be an absolute rule that no troops move across the open until three 
measures have been taken: 


1. A rifle or machine gun must be sited-in to cover the street in which 
they are moving. In choosing the firing position, bear in mind: 


(a) that if the enemy sees you getting into position or if your position 


is the obvious one to choose, you will never fire from it; 

(b) that M-16 fire penetrates up to 13 inches and .55-inch anti-tank 
rifle fire up to 27 or more inches of brickwork, and that prolonged bursts 
will achieve greater penetration. 

(c) that the lower you are the longer will be the beaten zone of your 
weapon. 
(d) that if you are going to cover the advance of your own troops from 
the rear you must get high enough up to fire over their heads until the last 
possible moment (preferably rooftops). 

(e) that there are many good firing positions other than houses (in 
and outsides of houses). 

(f) that fire from a position rather above a room occupied by the 
enomy will search the position best and is the most telling. 


2. One machine gun per company should be sited-in on one of the highest 
buildings in the area to cover as far as possible all rooftops. It is very 
hard for troops in streets to deal with attackers above them. No street should 
be attacked without domination of the rooftops (all rooftops must be secured 
before any operations). 


3. There is usually a house whose windows dominate a whole street. It 
may be placed at the end of the street, or on rising ground farther away. 
If there is such a house, make preparations before attacking the street to 
destroy or blind it if the enemy should open fire from it. 


THE POINT SECGION: 
The first troops to break cover are the point section. This consists of: 


l. SCOUTS—-The duty of the scouts is to find out where the enemy is. Ther 
move, one or two on each side of the street, by short bounds, stopping under 
the cover of doorways, buttresses, gateposts, alleyways, etc., to observe the 
opposite side of the street. When moving, they should kcep as close to the 
Side wall as possible, and must go at the - highest possible speed. During 
their pauses for observations they must on no account keep their heads pok- 
ing round a corner; if possible they should be equipped with periscopes. If 
fired on, the scouts should take cover and try to work into position to give 
covering fire to assault troops. 
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be spared, for ቲት” + may be many streets, and men ዒ weapons will be a 
premium. 


ASSUALT: 

1. FORMS OF ATTACK—When the enemy is encountered he mst be dealt with. 
There are many forms of attack. He may be attacked with bombs from the air; 
though this form is not practical is close fighting, and is more useful 
against an area than against an individual target. He may be attacked with 
shells from a gun man-handled into position; with weapons capable of riddeling 
his protective cover; with incendiary devices or weapons fired or thrown; 
with gas; with any effective weapon from a gun to a hosepipe. 

Often, however, it will not be possible to oust or destroy the enemy without 
an infantry assault, and it is the infantry assault, whether combined with 
other forms of attack or not, with which we are concerned. 


8. LINES OF ASSAULT—In the same way, there are many lines of assault, An 
assault may be made up main streets; up side streets, through back gardens; 
over rooftops; through neighboring houses; through a house opposite and across 
5 road; possibly even through . sewers or contaigous cellars.  Gliders 
were used by the Germans to land (in Belgium) on a wide, flat roof at fort 
iban Emaal. We may leave out of account these more exotic forms of attack 
while remembering that if they are possible to do,. : » 
they will be a surprise, a new idea, and therefore successful. D deciding 
upon a line or lines of assault, the following points should be borne in 
mind: 


(a) An enemy position is a strong point. Before it is attacked, it 
Should be as nearly encircled as possible. Occupy the houses on either 
side or behind it. 


(b) Gain the houses on one side of a street before you enter the street, 
example: ል and F are occupied by our own troops. Enemy in 3 will find it 
hard to cover the B side of the street and will have to lean right, out of the 
windows, doors, etc., to do so, where they themsclves will be exposed from ^2, 
3, and 4. Thus, the street can only be effectively covered by the enemy 
from C, and this narrows the opposition almost to a single house, which can 
be noutralized. 


(c) Attack the enemy most threatened by your own position. Example (see 
diagram opposite): A and F ane held by our troops. Which street should be 
made good fárst, X or Y? 

ANALYSIS: One side of each street is held. One end and one side of each 
street is held by the cnemy. Of the enemy houses holding X, D2 and 23 are 
covered by fire on four sides, and Dl is covered on two sides. Of the enemy 
houses holding Y, fonr sides of all the houses 3ظ‎ and Bl, 2, 3, and 4 are 
covered by fire. Moreover, the street joining X from the enomy side is not 
properly covered, whereas the entrances to Y are well covered. Conclusion: 
Strect "##" should be attacked first. You figure it out, as your life may 


depend on it in the near future. (see page #25 for drawinres and analysis 
tnis equation). 
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۱ 
Noté: The enemy will try to locate, attack, and deocroy the strong point(s) 
of the Guerillas first. Caution should be excercised when encounter- 
3 ing the enemy so as not to give away strong points by over eagerness, or 
| agressiveness in attack whenever the Guerillas do not wish to make 
their strong points or strategy known. 
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(d) More than one line of attack will be found difficult to co-ordinate 
but will have an excellent psychological effect upon the enemy. 


፣ .ዱ 


(e) If you can attack along a line which does not hinder your covering 
fire the latter will be more effective. 

(f) Back gardens may offer good cover: advancing troops will, however, _ 
find it difficult to avoid exposing themselves when surmounting obstacles. 
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(g) It is hard to deal with attackers from above; rooftops are safe from 
below and being built as a rule in the shape of an inverted V, they usually 
have a side defiled from fire. 


(h} In the case of an attack ;frrough houses, back doors a little distance 
from the enemy house are usually covered from view by high wooden fencing, 
sheds, etc., moreover, in ghetto houses it does not take more than a minute 
or two to knock a hole in the wall. 1 


(i) The most suicidal occupation in war is to deley in the open. When 


fired on, in all circumstances; FLL TO THE GROUND (or the nearest cover, 
as low as possible). 


(j) The enemy are unlikely to occupy a Single house unsupported by any 
other posiition. Normally they mey occupy houses on each side of the road 
and site their automatic weapon: in a house whose windows dominate the whole 
street. 


THE ASSHHLI—Experience in Madrid, Spain showed that a very high proportion 
of the total casualties was incurred in assault, and o f these, 75% were 
caused by delay in the open, or more specifically: by delay outside the 
barricaded house of the enemy. The whole assault must be carried through at 
the hgihest possible . .. speed by the shortest exposed route, with the 
heaviest possible covering fire until the last possible moment.

The following points should be considered: 
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(a) The enemy will prefer firing to his left. Firing off the right 
shoulder, he has to expose his body less ‘when firing to the left than 
when firing to the fight. Incidentally, the greater the aggle to his 
position, both lateral and verticle, at which he has to fire, the more he 
must expose his body. 
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(b) The enemy will undoubtedly have barricaded or mined all .ntrances to 
his house. Preparations must be made to force an entrance to the house with 
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the ‘shortest possiule delay outside. Tha best form or method is for a single 

man to run forward under covering fire, place an explosive against the house, 
3 and dodge under cover. He should avoid doors and windows in placing his 
explosive; possibly a point in the side wall is best. If explosives ape not 
obtainable, second-best are a heavy axe and a crowbar. Their employment 
means delay inthe open and should be avoided whenever possible. Then men 
who are using them should always be accompanied by a man watching for bombs 
and grenades throws from windows or a roof, ready to weize and throw them 
over a wall or down the street, or if the opportunity affords itself, throw- 
ing them back into the enemy position. 


If explosives are used to force an entrance, the remainder of the assautit——- 
party must be undcr cover well up, ready to dash in before the enemy has re- 
covered from the shock of the explosion. Whatever the method employed 68 
forcing an entrance, the assault party must attempt all methods of getting 
in. They need not necessarilly confine themselves to going in through the 
gap they have made; the enemy will be concentrating their attention on it, 
and a man going in over the roof of a lean-to shed, up & drainpipe or down 


the skylight may escape notice. 


(c)CLEARING HOUSE--Having made an entrance, the assault party still has 
half its task before it. Before leaving cover to assault the house, officer 
in charge must allot tasks to each member of his party to ensure that there 
is no hanging about insdde the house and that no room cellar or attic is 
unsearched. 


THE FOLLOWING POINTS SHOULD BE BORNE IN MIND: 


(1) The house should be searched systematically, floor by floor, remembering 
the cellars and roof. It is better if possible to search a house from the 
top downwards, as this makes an ally of gravity for grenades, etc. It does, 
however, involve entrance from the roof. 


(2) The front hall and the staircase are the two most dangerous points. Try 
any method of getting up and down from floor to floor but the main stair case. 
If it is not barricaded, it will certainly be mined. The fire escape may 
help. If the staircase must be used, feel in front of you with a long pole 





cs or throw a grenade at it, to set off any boomy traps. 

2 (3) The officer must stay in the hall or passage to direct operations, but 

B. he must make use of any cover there mgy be, e.g. a thick sofa. 

ም (4) If the enemy are knww to be upstairs, a few fursts of automatic 

3 weapons fire (ex: 3.A.R.) through the floor from underneath will be a prudent 
action. 


(5) Smoke grenades inside a house are quite overwhelming. Incendiary bottles 
or bombs are very intimidating. 
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(6) Prisoners can used to clear the house by se ng off or revealing 
bodby traps. 


(7) ter a room crouching as low as possible. The enemy will be prepared 
to# fire about three or four feet above the floor. 7 


It is essential that all attackers are familar with mcthods of defense 
outlined in the chapters on defense and booby traps. 


THE USE OF EXPLOSIVES: 


l. General: ; 

The use of high explosives can save many of the problems that arise 
during street fighting with an ease that astounds those who have néver seen 
this weapon in action. It is essential, however, that only those who are 
trained in the preparation and application of high explosives are permitted 
to handle it. 


اسمس يم am‏ 


The training itself is a simple matter and requires only marginal intelli- 
gence and determination on the part of the student. Methodical habits com 
bined with reasonable enthusiasm are preferable to headstrong and suicidal 
dash, as, both in preparation and handling, explosives call for care and a 
steady head less they become a source of danger to the user and his comrades. 
Arrangements are made for every man, woman, and child to learn the proper 
use of high erplosives. 


2. Defense: 

As explained earlier, it is unlikelythat enemy tank formations will ven- 
ture into built-up areas: it is more probable that infantry will be called 
upon to capture a town. 

All houses which are adapted for defense should be fitted with a booby 
trap system, operated electrically. The whole system can be controlled by 
a master switch which is situated so that the last defender can make the system 
live as he leaves. Booby traps will not be duspected in a house which has been 
used for defense, and the ensuing casualties will cause the attackers to reduce 
their spped of advance-—even if it does not force them out into the open. 
Alternatively, each house can be #2 mined either by buried charges or by ፍፄ 
plosives concealed in the basement or ground floor. Those charges can be 
fired from the neighboring, houses, and a single house blown up in this way 
will deter attackers from entering any other house naar by with any feeling 
of confidence. 


EXPLOSIVES IN ATTACK: 


(uen clearing the enemy from occupied houses the advantages of explosives are 
very evidents The approach to an occupied house can be made on a blind side, 
i.e., the side where there are no downstairs windows. The house can be entered 
by a hole blown in this blind side, the charge required in most cases being 
surprissagly small. 
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EXPLOSIVES IN ATTACK: — ۱ page #20 


"If an entrance is made immediately after the explosion it will be found that 
the defenders in the immediate vacinity of the breach will be éíther casualties 
cr im no condition to put up any resistance. Once inside the house, similar methods 
can be adopted to break into any room that offers resistance. Further, 1f a charge 
of 1 lb. of High Explosive on a 5-second or 7-second fuse be thrown into a room occupied 
by the enemy; ithe moppi&geup operation becomes extremely simple and safe. 5

German troop» were trained in the use of pole charges, i.e. charges of 10168. or i 

hore of high explosive on the end of a long pole, fired by an ordinary time fuse. Thesg 
le charges were intended to be placed in the loopholes of píll-boxes and were carried‘ 
orward under cover of smoke or darkness. An adaptation of these charges can ^be made with 

advantage, and men should be trained to apply such charges to street fighting when-clear- 

ing points strongly held by the enemy. With an elementary knowledge of explosives it is 

a 7 simple matter to clear buildings which can block a field of fire. 


ANTI-TANK MEASURES 


Though the unsiutability of tanks in built-up areas has been stressed, it must on no. 
account be taken that tanks will not be used by the enemy. Tanks are ይ” ony unsuitable as 
long as every precaution has been taken against them. Every peeparation should be made 
for their reception, and in this , explosives play a very large part. 


Charges should be buried across all approach roads at a depth of 9 inches or a foot. 


The quantity of this should 4 lbs. per foot of length. The charge must be fired electy- 
ically and provision can be made to fire this from the cover of a neighboring house. This `

.In addition to these ۳۵۵0-1001 charges, a number of ,u-foot planks should be prepared 
itn the appropriate quantity of explosive strapped to them. These portable road charges - 
can be rushed to any threatned point and laid by the roadside suitably concealed. On the 
approach of tanks or armoured fighting vehicles these planks can be dragged accross the : 
roed, and exploded under the vehicle as required. 


D£MOLITION: 


Small bridges can be destroyed with ease and certainty, and craters blown in the road 
to forin tank barriers. These and many other símpie demolitions can be carried out after a sho 
hut cereful course of training. It must be repeated, however, that High Explosive must be 
handled only by trained men and that men should be trained without further delay in this | 
important field. The possibilities of this weapon in trained hands are limited, but in the 
32٥353 of untrained personnel it use is usually disastrous. 


To sum up: generally: a knowledge of the use of explosives placed in the hands of dingie 
individual the most powerful weapon in existence, a weapon which, handled with reasonable 
care and skill, is practically safe and adaptable to very high degree. In using explosives 
1: 1s not necessary to hold large stocks and kinds and sizes of grenades, each grenade bein 
stable for only one job. A single store of high explosives can be held and by varying the 
(quantity used, this item of store can be adapted to a variety of purposes. 

The final, and in fact ruling, point of handling of high explosives is that personnel be trajne 
carefuly and MUST AT ALL TIMES CONTINUE TO OBSERVE THE PRECAUT 
IONS TAUGHT IN THIS TRAINING. Accidents will only create a logs 

of confidence in the weapon, whereas the loss of confidence shoylc 
pe in the operator. Provided this is borne in mind, the unit comman

GENERAL: - 


The choice of arms and equipment should be governed by 1) certain features of warfare, 
12) and the type the enemy use: 


1. Street fighting imposes great physical strain upon all ranks. 

2. Many obstacles are encountered in built-up areas. سے سے‎ 
3. Nearly all surfaces are hard and smooth: water drains off quickly. 

4. Fighting usually takes place at close quarters. 


5. There are usually many firing positions giving good cover from fire: most of these have 
overhead cover which can quickly be strenghtened. 


THE ABOVE POINTS SUGGEST DEFINITE CONCLUSIONS:

The 
thrower must take cover before the explosion.(see handbook on improvised 
demolition)

Smoke will almost certainly play a most important part. In đefence it may 
be used to blind the enemy covering fire and mystify the attacking troops, 
incidentally making them good silhouette targets. In attack it may similarly 
be used to blind enemy fire, but better surprise is often achieved if a 
side is attacked different from that which has been blinded.

permit, gas-capes may be discarded in built-up areas, where there is 0 
much cover from spray attack. 


KNAPSACKS--There are, in street fighting, features which make the wearing 
of the knapsack by advancing or attacking troops not only unnecessary 
but undesirable.

The YSA at Los 
Angeles is an integral part of the National organization and 
receives its directives from YSA Headquarters in New York City. 


The YSA in Los Angeles is actually the youth 
organization of the SUP and follows the SUP aims and purposes 
to the letter.

peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates were told that it

During the course of this 
demonstration, CARL MILLER, representing SNCC, Seattle Chapter, 
distributed SNCC leaflets and was one of the principal speakers. 
MILLER told the audience that if Seattle didn't better its 
race relations picture, Seattle can expect to be another 
Newark, New Jersey, or Detroit, Michigan.

On September 31, 1967, a group of Negro civil rights 
protesters staged a march in Seattle, Washington in support of 
Father GROPPI's open housing march in Milwaukee, Wisconsin.

Conference on New Politics (NCNP) was held in Chicago, Illinois.

During this conference a number of Negro 
civil rights advocates held a "Black Caucus" and this "Black 
Caucus" was attended by several hundred Negroes, including 
CARL MILLER, representing SNCC from Seattle, Washington. 
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During September, 1967, the following press release 
was distributed to newspapers, radio and television networks 
in the Seattle area:

"more black teachers, a black principal and more black 
counselors at Garfield High School next year". The article 
further disclosed that the SNCC request included "discontinuence 
of the voluntary transfer program of Garfield students to 

white schools and more emphasis on Afro-American history in 

the schools curriculum". 


on April 19, 1957, STOKELY CARMICHAEL, National 
Chairman cf SNCC, was the principal speaker at a program 
sponsored by Seattle Chapter SNCC and held at the Garfield 
High School auditorium.  CARMICHAEL's appearance had been 
previously arranged through the efforts of Mrs. MATTIE BUNDY 
who during March, 1967, was identified as the Chairman of 
SNCC, 323845 Eastlake East, Seattle, Washington. CARMICHAEL 
spoke to an overflow crowd of approximately 3,700 people at 
which he condemned American participation in the war in 
Vietnam and urged Negroes to resist the Selective Service laws. 


Following CARMICHAEL's Seattle speech, he traveled 
in a privately owned automobile to Ellensburg, Washington, 
where he gave a second speech at Central Washington State 
College on April 21, 1967. 


Both appearances by CARMICHAEL in the Seattle area 
were arranged by Mrs. MATTIE BUNDY representing SNCC Seattle. 
During the preliminary arrangements made prior to these speeches 
there had been no information indicating that a chapter of 
SNCC actually existed in the Seattle area. It was believed 
that the Seattle Chapter came into bing for the express 
purpose of arranging for CARMICHAEL's April, 1967, appearances. 
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VII. MISCELLANEOUS 


Following the appearance of STOKELY CARMICHAEL at 
the Central Washington State College, Ellensburg, Washington, 
on April 21, 1967, CARMICHAEL reportedly told an associate 
that he didn't want to have anything more to do with the Seattle 
Chapter of SNCC. One of the reasons CARMICHAEL was disenchanted 
with the Seattle Chapter, SNCC, was the number of interracial 
romances and marriages involving Seattle SNCC members.

On April 29, 1968, a joint meeting of the Seattle 
Chapter of SNCC and the Black Panther Party (BPP) was held at 
2800 East Madison, Seattle, Washington. Approximately 300 
people attended this open meeting at which a number of speakers 
were highly critical of the Seattle Police Department. During 
this meeting a number of those present discussed ways and means 
to combat the Seattle Police Department and those present were 
urged to commit actions of violence and were given instructions 
as to how to commit these acts without being anprehended by the 
Seattle Police Department. During the course of this mectine, 
some of those present discussed the different methods of making 
fireboiibs and the females present were urged to take lessons 
in nursing so that they could assist others who might be 


injured during "riotous situations"

On July 1, 1968, an article appearing in the 
"Night Final" edition of the "Seattle Times" newspanen, 
Seattle, Washington, disclosed that CARL MILLER, Chairman 
of the Seattle Chapter, SNCC, vas sentenced by Justice Court 
JAMES D. DORE to six months in the County Jail. MILLER was 
described as one of three young men who had previously been 
convicted for unlawful assembly in connection with a demon- 
stration at FrarkJin Hish School in Seattle, Washington, 
early in the Summer of 1968.

KOEN stated om of the main elements of 8 "revolution" 
is for the revolutionary to keep his ‘south shut", and each of 
the attendees had been invited because he is a revolutionary. 


In expanding upon the subjects, KOEN stated that the 
enemy had recently subjected their groups to extreme harassment 
»nd injustice. 


KOEN stated very recently the offices of the “National 
Black Liberators" in St. Louis had been raided by police, without 
cause, on two or three occasions; the doors of the offices of 
the "Black Egyptians" in East 81. Louis had been kicked down by 
the police; a primarily women's school in East St. Louis had 
been raided by police who found only two guns and a knife after 
8 thorough search;but most significant was because of the mass 
shooting which had occurred the previous week in East St. Louis 
which resulted in the deaths of four Negroes and the injuring 


of two others who were presently on the critical list. 
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KOEN did not restate the details of the above 
incident except to the extent it involved six magazine 
salesmen, two of whom KOEN stated were legitimate, and the 
other four were undercover police officers. 


EN stated that as a result of the above, one 


“SWEDE 2A TEEFREYS, و‎ leader of the "WarLords" of East St. 


Louis, was unjustly arrested and charged with four counts 
of murder. 


KOEN stated JEFFREYS was arrested on the basis of 
an identification by one of the men who had been shot and 
died, but identified JEFFREYS while under the influence of 
narcotics before death. 


KOEN stated that the "War Lords" of East 8+. Louis, 
led by one "POPS", in attendance st the meeting, and described 
as about 40-45 years of age, was planning to follow one of 


۱ two courses of action: 


1. To go with a group directly to the jail where 
JEFFREYS is located and kill everyone necessary to free JEFFREYS. 


2. To commence a planned, but random killing of the 
enemy one at a time in retaliation. 


KOEN stated he, KOEN, believed careful planning should 
be done; that the possible loss of several might not be worth 
more than the rescue of only one, but whatever course of action 
they, the "War Lords", decided to follow, they had the complete 
support and encouragement of KOEN. 


KOEN stated that EDWARD CRAWFORD, who was to have 
attended the meeting, was to have rendered assistance or 
advice to the "War Lords” in the course of action they decided 
to follow. 


KOEN stated the number one weapon of their groups is 
explosives, and that guns are secondary for use as a last resort. 


KOEN stated all the groups in East St. Louis have 
good contacts for explosives in that area, bave some availeble 
or access to it at the present time, and additionally have a 
"Black Egyptian” available, who is a former serviceman and a 
demolition expert, not further identified except located in 
East St. Louis. 
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KOEN thereafter discussed the establishment of a 
Central Office for the Midwest area, and stated that although 
Chicago is being considered, Springfield is presently the 
first choice despite the fact there are more transportation 
problems involved in travel to and from that city. 


KOEN stated it is tentatively planned that a Midwest 
Conference of all groups will be held February 8, 1969, in 


Chicago, Illinois, meeting Bite not designated, but one of the .— 


purposes will be to name or select a Midwest Council of 
representatives from the various groups. 


KOEN thereafter discussed generalities and stated he 
had just returned, no specifics disclosed, from a sit and 
conference in New York City, New York, with H. RAPS ROWN, 
former National SNCC Chairman, and had also just completed a 
trip to California relative to the Black Pantie r Party (BPP).

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7 BLACK PANTHER PARTY 


According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they cm take control 
of the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. 
It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, BPP Chairman, and HUEY 
P. NEWTON, BPP Minister of Defense. NEWTON is presently serving 
a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of manslaughter in 
connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to arm 
themselves against the police who are consistently referred to 
in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE MASON MURRAY, | 
which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere: Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! 
Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "... we will not dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it. : 


Issues of “The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the 
People's Republic of China and feature MAO's statement that 
"political power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 


The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have been 
established at various locations throughout the United States. 
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WFO indices contain no pertinent additional information 
concerning JAMES MONSONIS or LENORE MONSONIS.

is the only reason that Congress does not grant home rule 
to Washington.

BROWN attacked the police shooting of "six black 
people in the past three months," and referred to the MPD 
as "Chief LAYTON's gestapo police." This article quoted 
BROWN as saying that SNCC should be organizing an anti- 
draft movement among high school students, because young 


black students in the ghetto are very vulnerable to the 
draft. 


BROWN also stated that SNCC could not organize 
political parties in the black community because the District 
of Columbia is voteless, but he did say that "freedom or- 
ganizations" would be developed. 


The June 23, 1967 issue of "The Washington Post 
and Times Herald" newspaper, WDC, in reporting on the same 
press conference quoted BROWN as saying that Negroes will 
get home rule in Washington, "and 1f it must be gotten by 
going into the streets, that will be dictated by LYNDON 
BAINES JOHNSON." He asserted repeatedly that if violence 
erupts, it will be the fault of the white communi ty , and 
said "Ihe white man won't get off our back, so we're i 
going to knock him off." He said that, "If America chooses 
to play Nazi, black people don't choose to play Jews. i 
Destruction and violence /are not determined by the victims, 
but by the oppressors." 7 
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According to this article BROWN did not say how 
his organization would seek to achieve home rule for WDC, 


except to say it would form "freedom organizations" to apply 
pressure on Congress. 


When asked if he would encourage Negroes to resort 
to arms BROWN said, "If it comes to the point that black 
people must have guns, we will have means and ways to ob- 
tain those arms." According to the article each reference 
to force by BROWN, was couched in terms of a defense needed 
against the "esculating genocide" of Negroes by the "white 


'power' structure of the Nation." 


During this game public press conference, a Special 
Agent of the FBI, heard BROWN, while speaking of WDC state, 
"If D.C. don't come round, the black man will burn it down."

Black Panther Party for 
Self Defense 


A source advised that the Black Panther Party for Self 
Defense (BPPSD) was formed by HUEY PERCY NEWTON, Minister of 
Defense, and BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, Chairman, in December, 1966, 
as a militant black nationalist political organization to 
combat police brutality, to unite militant black youth, and 
to determine the destiny of black communities. The political 
philosophy was taken from writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung 
of Communist China and black militant writers, 


In March, 1968, the name of the organization was changed 
to Black Panther Party (BPP). 


The official BPP publication, ''Tne Black Panther Party- 
Black Community News Service,'' states that the BPP advocates 
use of guns and guerrilla tactics in their violent revolutionary 
program to end oppression of black people. 


On February 17, 1968, ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, Minister of 1 
Information, announced merger of the BPP and Student Nonviolent 
Coordinatizg Committee (SNCC) and bestowed title of Minister 
of Justice, BPP, upon H., RAP BROWN, Chairman of 8100.

A second source has advised that the founding 
convention for the new youth organization was held from 
June 19-21, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, 
California, at which time the name W.E.B, DuBois Clubs of 
America (DCA) was adopted. Approximately 500 delegates 
from throughout the United States attended this convention. 
The aims of this organization, as set fortb in the preamble 
to the constitution, are: "It is our belief that this nation 
can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of peaceful 
coexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for all 
peoples of the world and that these solutions will be reached 
mainly through the united efforts of all democratic elements 
in our country, composed essentially of the working people 
, allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities with 
whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest threat 
to American democracy comes from the racist and right wing 
forces in coalition with the most reactionary sections of 
the economic power structure, using the tool of anti-Communism 
to divide and destroy the unified struggle of the working

Over the Labor Day weekend, 1965, the DCA held a .. 
conference in Chicago, Illinois, and a new slate of officers 
was elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the 
DCA, Since Labor Day, 1965, identities of those serving on 
the NEC has varied; however, according to a third source as 
of May, 1966, thirteen of the fifteen members of the NEC were 
members of the CP in the San Francisco Bay area, 


As of July, 1966, the headquarters of the DCA was 
located at 180 North Wacker Drive, Chicago, Illinois. 
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
